Instead, a 
logo designed by Denise Ratliff (who is, incidentally, the "former" girlfriend of Parade 
Committee Board President Deborah Oakley-Melvin) was used in its place. Hmmm... 


D ozens of rainbow flags are flying 
proudly along lower Market Street, 
and Mayor Willie Brown’s $3 million 
bash for the U.S. Conference of May¬ 
ors has finally ended. That can only mean 
one thing: pride weekend is here! 

The 27th annual San Francisco Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual, Transgender Pride Parade and 
Celebration will, like last year’s program, 
span two days. The pride celebration com¬ 
mittee estimates that more than 500,000 
people will attend the gathering, making it 
the largest annual gay pride event in the 
world. This year’s theme, “One Community, 
Many Faces,” pays tribute to the diversity of 
San Francisco and the Bay Area. 

The always-entertaining, seemingly 
never-ending pride parade kicks off Sunday, 
June 29 at 11 a.m.; this year it will start at 
Eighth Street, Civic Center, to allow space for 
a librarians’ conference at the New Main. 
Over 200 separate contingents and floats will 
travel down Market Street to the Embar- 
cadero. 

Pride celebration festivities will be held at 
Justin Herman Plaza, along the Embar- 
cadero, all day Saturday and Sunday. 

Lots of marshals 

This year’s parade grand marshals repre¬ 
sent queer youth: Jesse Costello-Good and 
Kent Khounsombath, both youth commis¬ 
sion members who co-chaired the city’s first 
public hearing on queer youth. Costello- 
Good, a contributing writer at the B.A.R., is 
currently organizing a conference to bring 
together gay/straight alliances from area high 


schools. Khounsombath was a key organizer 
of last year’s “Out, Loud, and Proud” queer 
youth conference. 

Marshals include: 

• U.S. Representative Sabrina Sojouner, 
the first openly lesbian African-American to 
win a seat in Congress. Unfortunately, she 
does not get to vote, because she represents 
Washington, DC and is what’s known as a

Lawsuit alleges 
HIV-positive man had 
unsafe sex with lover

gay man’s dramatic discov¬ 
ery of his lover’s secret AZT 
stash, hidden behind some 
boxes on the top shelf of a hall 
closet at their Noe Street home, 
has led to a lawsuit against the 
now-former lover alleging sexual 
assault and battery and civil fraud. 

According to the lawsuit filed in 
San Francisco Superior Court on 
May 1, plaintiff Mychael Robin¬ 
son’s lover Alan W. Louie knew but 
failed to disclose for more than a 
year that he was HIV-positive, and 
Louie frequently engaged in sexu¬ 
al relations with the complainant 
without using a condom - after 
specifically telling his partner that 
he didn’t need to use one. 

Although Robinson has not 
tested positive for HIV, the lawsuit 
says that potential infection re¬ 
mains a big concern, and that 
Robinson suffered “severe emo¬ 
tional distress” in addition to 
being defrauded and duped. 

“Indeed, it is more likely than 
not that Louie’s acts and omis¬ 
sions herein alleged have resulted 
in Robinson contracting HIV and 
AIDS. The oral-genital and anal- 
genital sexual practices which the 
couple engaged in without the use 
of a condom are among the high¬ 
est risk activities for the spread of 
HIV and AIDS,” Robinson’s attor¬ 
ney Waukeen McCoy said in the 
complaint. 

The civil matter, and counter¬ 
suits against McCoy, have been 
stayed pending the outcome of 
Louie’s bankruptcy proceedings. 
Louie filed for Chapter 7 bank¬ 
ruptcy protections in January. 

Louie’s attorney, Jim Mori, 
told the B.A.R. that the civil alle¬ 
gations against his client are base¬ 
less and “absolutely ridiculous.” 

According to the lawsuit, 
Robinson and Louie had dated 
since 1992, and after a private ex¬ 
change of gay marriage vows 
agreed in November 1995 to pool

their income, share their assets, 
and live as a couple. 

The men also agreed that 
Louie would be responsible for 
the couple’s financial support and 
Robinson would act as the prima¬ 
ry homemaker, the lawsuit claims. 

Robinson, a former member of 
the AIDS Emergency Fund board 
of directors, closed his antiques 
and collectibles retail shop and his 
hair salon during the period the 
couple lived together, to devote 
himself to maintaining the cou¬ 
ple’s household and make sub¬ 
stantial improvements, including 
extensive interior decoration, to 
the couple’s home. 

Robinson alleges in his lawsuit 
that he discovered the AZT some¬ 
time within December 1995 to 
January 1996. 

After a confrontation over the 
discovery, the lawsuit says Louie 
admitted to Robinson for the first

time that he had actually been 
HIV-positive for 12 years. Then, 
according to the lawsuit, Louie 
kicked Robinson out of the house 
and told him that all the couple’s 
assets were actually his “sole and 
separate property.” 

Robinson also contends that 
the couple had a “putative” mar¬ 
riage despite the state of Califor¬ 
nia’s lack of recognition of homo¬ 
sexual marriages, and that he has 
a right to all real and personal 
property assets the couple ac¬ 
quired during their relationship, 
and has asked the Superior Court 
for a judicial determination of his 
rights in that regard. 

Today’s bankruptcy hearing 
involves a motion to investigate 
Louie’s transfer of a Mercedes au¬ 
tomobile to his brother, the value 
of the Noe Street property, and a 
determination of the exact 
amount of funds between $25,000 
and $32,500 that Louie trans¬ 
ferred to his bankruptcy counsel 
on the eve of bankruptcy filing. 

Unlike most civil court allega¬ 
tions, Robinson’s is a “verified 
complaint,” made under the 
penalty of perjury. 

A police report of criminal 
sexual battery and assault has 
been filed in the case, and the San 
Francisco District Attorney’s of¬ 
fice has been informed of the al¬ 
legations, according to McCoy. 

Louie’s counsel James Mori 
was unavailable for comment at 
Bay Area Reporter press time. T

Berman justified the decision 
to veteran Chronicle police beat 
reporter Maitland Zane saying 
that Joubert “had been punished 
enough” and there was no point 
in putting the convicted gay-bash¬ 
er back on the street with a job. 

Berman, a retired judge once 
briefly married to now U.S. Sena¬ 
tor Dianne Feinstein, said that he 
did not think he was “unduly le¬ 
nient” in ordering Joubert re¬ 
leased. 

Prosecutor Maria Bee told the 
Bay Area Reporter that Joubert’s 
failure to notify either his attor¬ 
ney or Berman during the hearing 
that he had already quit his posi¬ 
tion is telling—and that the vio¬ 
lent felon remains in denial. 

“We feel that he should finish 
the remainder of the sentence. He 
sat there and let his lawyer lie,” 
Bee said. 

Community United Against 
Violence Associate Director Terry 
Person said the fact that Joubert 
walked “is outrageous.” 

“It’s insane, I think, for some¬ 
one who has clearly demonstrat¬ 
ed violent propensities to be let 
out so quickly. The man was con¬ 
victed of a felony offense. He was 
a public servant who was abusive 
to a member of the public. The 
community expected that it 
would go further than this,” Per¬ 
son said. 

Bee argues for a four year state 
prison sentence, but Joubert 
pleaded guilty in exchange for the 
reduced sentence offered by 
Berman and there was no trial in 
the case. 

Although Muni fired Joubert, 
a union arbitrator ordered him 
rehired and they were forced to 
rehire him on a technicality but 
later fired him. V

ormer Muni bus driver and 
r convicted felony gay-basher 
m Wardy Joubert swaggered 
out of Superior Court Judge Jack 
Berman’s courtroom a free man 
on Thursday, June 19—after his 
attorney successfully argued the 
43-year-old Vallejo man should be 
released early to save his Muni job. 

Neither Berman or Joubert’s 
attorney Albert Boasberg realized 
Joubert had actually already quit 
his Muni job effective May 21 
until after the proceedings. 

While Boasberg said Joubert’s 
failure to tell him the material fact 
“was embarassing,” he said that he 
felt justice was served in the case 
and that his client had served 
enough time—and would be 
barred from working for the city 
or public transit operations. 

Boasberg also said that Jou¬ 
bert’s remaining three year proba¬ 
tion and two hundred hours of 
community service “are signifi¬ 
cant” penalities. 

Joubert began serving a three

month term on May 1 after he 
was convicted on felony hate 
crime assault and battery after at¬ 
tacking a gay man aboard a 4 Sut¬ 
ter bus on July 12. 

Berman shorted the sentence 
to seven weeks—sparing Joubert 
ten days of actual jail time. Jou¬ 
bert would have been eligible for 
release after completing two 
thrids of the sentence—or 60 days 
of the three-month sentence.

AIDS Walk sign-ups down 

Decline in SF mirrors national trend

T he belief among many peo¬ 
ple that the epidemic is 
slowing has led to decreas¬ 
ing numbers of AIDS Walk par¬ 
ticipants across the country this 
year. San Francisco is no excep¬ 
tion, but staff at the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation (SFAF) say they 
hope more walkers will register 
for the Sunday, July 20 event that 
will raise funds for 37 Bay Area 
agencies, either by signing up in 
advance or at the event itself. 

“This is the most generous 
AIDS Walk in the country of all 
the walks, and is the most cost-ef¬ 
fective of all SFAF fundraisers,” 
said spokesman Timothy Ro¬ 
drigues, 

This year’s 11th annual event 
takes place in Golden Gate Park. 
There is a suggested minimum 


pledge of $50-$75, which walkers 
can raise from their friends and 
supporters, or just give it them¬ 
selves as an outright donation. 
Additionally, Jeff Lucio-Brock of 
SFAF pointed out that many com¬ 
panies that sponsor teams of 
walkers are responsible for a good 
portion of money raised. 

Last year’s event brought in a 
total of $3.4 million, Rodrigues 
said. Of that, approximately $1.4 
million went to SFAF programs 
and services, $1 million was dis¬ 
bursed to other agencies, and 
$816,000 went for expenses. 

This year, Lucio-Brock said 
that approximately 76 cents of 
every dollar raised will go directly 
to HIV/AIDS services. SFAF ab¬ 
sorbs all fundraising costs, includ¬ 
ing the $95,000 production fee 
that is paid to Miller-Zeichik and 
Associates. 

The production fee is paid in 


installments, and will be the same 
whether more or less money is 
raised than last year, which Ro¬ 
drigues said is another good rea¬ 
son for people to participate. 

The benefiting AIDS service 
organizations were selected by the 
Tides Foundation. An application 
for AIDS Walk funds focused on 
services that would address the 
most current trends of the epi¬ 
demic. A community review 
panel selected the agencies. 

An estimated 23,000 people 
participated in AIDS Walk San 
Francisco last year. ▼

Lesbian supervisor wants increased 
budget for police oversight

S an Francisco Supervisor 
Leslie Katz has requested 
that the Budget Committee 
of the Board of Supervisors raise 
the budget of the Office of Citi¬ 
zens Complaints (OCC) by more 
than 25 percent - from $1.9 to 
$2.4 million annually. 

The OCC is a civilian police 
oversight group that investigates 
and prosecutes officers charged 
with misconduct before the Police 
Commission. It also develops 
public safety and police procedure 
recommendations. 

“As you know,” said Katz in a 
press release, “the public wants 
and deserves effective oversight of 
police misconduct. I believe that 
under the leadership of Director 


Mary Dunlap, the OCC has done 
an excellent job.” 

Observers say that Dunlap, 
who, like Katz, is an openly les¬ 
bian attorney, is expected to ob¬ 
tain the funds for her agency with 
little difficulty. However, they 
note, it will be without support 
from the Mayor’s office, which did 
not ask for the increases on the 
OCC’s behalf. 

The mayor’s budget recom¬ 
mended only $57,000 in increases 
for the OCC. Those funds were to 
cover litigation expenses related to 
prosecuting an officer charged 
with complaints, and funds to hire 
a legally mandated investigator. 

The figure was “well short” of 
the $1,000 a day the OCC needs to 
adequately function, Dunlap told 
Katz in her request for the in¬ 
crease. 


The budget increase that Katz 
requested would allow the cash- 
strapped OCC to increase office 
space and hire additional staff, in¬ 
cluding a second staff attorney 
and senior investigator, Dunlap 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

A spokesman for Mayor Willie 
Brown was unavailable to com¬ 
ment on the apparent inadequacy 
of the fiscal recommendation the 
Mayor’s budget staff proposed for 
the OCC. 

Dunlap also continues to ad¬ 
vocate for the independence of 
the police watchdog agency, as 
mandated by the city’s Charter. 
She told Katz that the OCC 
should be an agency with its own 
separate budget rather than being 
“Division 90” of the SF Police De¬ 
partment’s budget. 

“The OCC cannot function at 
the highly professional and re¬ 
sponsible level that the public ex¬ 
pects and deserves while being de¬ 
prived of the increase in staff, 
space, and equipment that the 
OCC needs,” she said. 

Dunlap is acclaimed for saving 
the agency an estimated $150,000 
in attorney fees with the assistance 
of OCC staff attorney Diane 
Chin. Dunlap and Chin secured 
pro bono legal attorney services 
from major San Francisco law 
firms during prosecutions relating 
to the death-in-custody case of 
Aaron Williams and the police 
raid of an AIDS fundraiser at 938 
Harrison Street. 

The agency had a record num¬ 
ber of 357 police misconduct 
complaints between January and 
April 1997 to investigate. Al¬ 
though 348 of the cases were 
closed, charges of misconduct 
ranging from brutality to neglect 
of duty were sustained in 26 com¬ 
plaints. During the same period in 
1995, 309 cases complaints were 
filed, 307 cases were closed, and 
ten cases were sustained. 

A variety of public service and 
membership groups agency have 
written letters of support and tes¬ 
tified at Budget Committee hear¬ 
ings in support of the OCC bud¬ 
get increase, including Intergroup 
Clearinghouse, the Black Leader¬ 
ship Forum, the San Francisco 
chapter of the National Associa¬ 
tion for the Advancement of Col¬ 
ored People, and the American 
Civil Liberties Union. ▼

? hen the gay, lesbian, bisexual, 
transgender, queer, and question¬ 
ing community steps off the curb 
to parade down Market Street this Sunday, 
it’ll be heading into a better future than ever 
before. Last year’s proud, happy, and 
stirring parade was San Francisco’s 
first since protease inhibitors 
were introduced, and this year’s 
should be doubly exciting since 
we’ve all had a full year of proof ,, 
that they do limit HIV damage. 

No, the epidemic isn’t over: there 
are far too many new infections and 
there are still too many AIDS 
obituaries in this paper, but 
the situation is obviously not 
as scary as when we used to re¬ 
ceive as many as two dozen obits 
a week. So far we’ve had a year without the 
second wave of mortality that detractors of 
anti-viral therapy have always predicted 
(usally with an unattractive amount of rel¬ 
ish), and if that isn’t cause for celebration, 
what is? 

San Francisco’s adventuresome and well- 
informed gay community accepted protease 
therapy as the standard of care almost at 
once, so last week’s Centers for Disease 
Control announcement establishing it offi¬ 
cially may have seemed less important than 
it really is. The announcement is literally a 
lifesaver for people in less well-informed 
places and small rural areas across the coun¬ 
try, because now doctors are expected to 
provide the best known care to all Ameri¬ 
cans with HIV. 

Well, not all. 

The remaining hurdle is money. 

As the disease appears to be more, rather 
than less, manageable, now is not the time 



to give up on AIDS activism. Instead, it’s the 
right time to commit to solving newly 
emerging critical problems (as if a shortage 
of money could ever be called a newly 
emerging problem). More funds must be 
made available for AIDS Drug Assistance 
Programs, and Medicaid must be pro¬ 
tected, so that the standard of care is 
not just an unattainable ideal for the 
average PWA. And, since the average 
homeless person with AIDS would, if 
given a choice, opt for a place to live 
I over Saquinavir, we must address the 
housing crisis. It is a nationwide 
^ problem, so the federal govern¬ 
ment should be urged to find 
solutions to it, and it is also a 
local problem that the city’s 
goverment and AIDS service or¬ 
ganizations must deal with. 

Then, even as we maintain our commit¬ 
ment to AIDS activism, we can also start 


they’re saying none of anything made or 
sold by companies that have domestic part¬ 
ner benefits, so no Wal-Mart. (Southern 
Baptists without Wal-Mart and McDon¬ 
ald’s! Is this a boycott that can last the year?) 
More importantly, polls show that most 
Americans see it for the ludicrous nonsense 
it is. 

The other big conference of homopho¬ 
bia in recent days was in Georgetown, op¬ 
posite Washington, during which the more 
irrationally rabid fools in the country gath¬ 
ered to preach to each other that we can be 
“saved” from homosexuality. (When what 
we need, obviously, is to be saved from ho¬ 
mophobia.) That, too, turned out to be a 
bust, barely covered in the media, and clear¬ 
ly not supported by mainstream America. It 
is also worth noting that for the first time in 
memory the national Republican Party did¬ 
n’t bash homosexuals in its most recent 
fundraising material.

Are we tempting the fates to point out 
that homophobia, like HIV, seems to have 
lost some of its deadly hold over the last 
year? The Southern Baptists’ boycott of Dis¬ 
ney is a national joke - sure, no Hercules 
and no McDonald’s Happy Meals and now

Rights and responsibilities 
vs. DPH regulations

1 If ow much can and should the govern- 
; |$|p ment do to protect us from our own 
ii % personal choices? Clearly the govern¬ 
ment has a role in protecting the public 
from potential social dangers that individu¬ 
als have little or no control, nor power to 
protect themselves from. 

There is no objection to the Department 
of Public Health regulating business estab¬ 
lishments for cleanliness and health stan¬ 
dards. However, the DPH goes beyond its 
ethically legitimate power by enforcing reg¬ 
ulations that require businesses to monitor 
their patrons’ sexual behavior, and that out¬ 
law private spaces. Individual businesses 
may choose to do this and some do, but this 
is very different from the government re¬ 
quiring it. The government’s role and re¬ 
sponsibility is to protect the public from 
others in society, and not to restrict the 
choices that individuals make among them¬ 
selves as consenting adults unless those ac¬ 
tions threaten others who have not con¬ 
sented to participate. With the enforcement 
of these regulations, the DPH is denying gay 
and bi men their basic human and civil 
rights to assembly, privacy, sexual expres¬ 
sion and self-determination in order to pro¬ 
tect them from choices they may make 
about their consensual sexual behavior. 

Certainly, I want the DPH to work to¬ 
wards lowering the spread of HIV in all 
communities, but why is the DPH under¬ 
mining a successful model that has influ¬ 
enced the vast majority of gay and bi men to 
act in a life-affirming manner? Get the facts, 
make your choices, and own the responsi¬ 
bility. I know, unfortunately, that this model 
does not work for everyone all the time. 
However, it is one very successful approach 
used in the gay and bi male community; 


and its essential message of taking respon¬ 
sibility is being contradicted rather than re¬ 
inforced by the DPH regulations that ban 
private spaces and require monitoring. In 
the consensual sexual arena, no one or no 
place can give anyone the HIV virus. Every¬ 
one must be and is ultimately responsible 
for their own actions. 

What evidence does the DPH provide to 
demonstrate that these restrictions on per¬ 
sonal rights effectively produce the desired 
results? To date nothing has been provid¬ 
ed. There is, however, evidence that 
points in other directions. In 1996, 
the San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
(SFAF) commissioned the Univer¬ 
sity of California at San Francisco 
- Center for AIDS Prevention 
Studies (UCSF-CAPS) to conduct 
a qualitative study to re-as- 
sess the factors that influ¬ 
ence gay and bi men to 
engage in anal sex with¬ 
out a condom. 

Based on this study the SFAF has stated: 
“[T]hese men described their sexual behav¬ 
ior as influenced by a priority to fulfill or 
solve nonsexual needs or personal difficul¬ 
ties— In many instances, lack of open di¬ 
alogue between sexual partners about HIV 
is leaving men extremely vulnerable to con¬ 
tracting or spreading HIV infection. Study 
participants describe a range of inhibitions 
and fears in communicating their sexual 
and safety needs. Again, prevention efforts 
must recognize and attain a clear under¬ 
standing of these communication barriers 
and provide support that is responsive and 
meaningful to the concerns and experiences 
of gay and bisexual men.” 

This study only reinforces what I and 
many other gay men believe: that havihg 
private spaces in sex establishments would 
permit an intimacy that would be more 



conducive to communication and safe sex 
negotiation. Does the DPH really believe by 
taking individual responsibility away from 
gay and bi men that it will encourage and 
empower them to be more responsible? 

I suggest that one can more effectively 
influence individuals’ behavior through 
positive reinforcement as opposed to nega¬ 
tive reinforcement - monitoring and re¬ 
stricting. Prohibition of alcohol and drugs 
has never worked. The DPH should focus 
more attention on studies like the qualita¬ 
tive study cited above, rather than wasting 
scarce resources trying to control and re¬ 
strict gay and bi men’s choices. 

From birth, members of the 
LGBT community have been 
monitored and restricted in 
their sexual expression and self- 
determination. Over the 
years police have pre¬ 
vented us from gathering 
and meeting in public 
parks and other places, 
harassed us and the businesses - bars, clubs 
etc.- that we patronized, forcing us to run 
and hide so as not to be arrested. Most reli¬ 
gious organizations condemn us, or tell us 
that we are only okay as long as we stay in 
the closet and don’t act on out desires. All 
these actions are taken for our own and so¬ 
ciety’s supposed benefit. 

We have fought long and hard for our 
human and civil rights. Don’t let public 
health policy designed to protect us from 
ourselves strip us of these rights. One of our 
early battles around AIDS was that it was 
not a gay male disease, that it could not be 
transmitted by being near, or in a private 
room with a PWA. The truth is that in a 
consensual sexual arena, no one or no place 
can give anyone the HIV virus.

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The study in question 

In Jim Provenzano’s column in the June 12 issue, 
he states: “A recent study proved that almost all ho¬ 
mophobes are deeply closeted homosexuals.” 

Pardon me while I say “Bullshit!” How would Mr. 
Provenzano (or any of the rest of us) react to a study 
that purported to prove that almost all members of 
the Ku Klux Klan are actually African-Americans? Or 
that the German Nazi Party was almost entirely com¬ 
posed of Jews, gays, and Gypsies? 

We should be highly skeptical of any claim that 
oppressors are drawn from the ranks of the op¬ 
pressed. 

But let’s assume that the study in question is not 
just a rumor or a hoax. Suppose that a researcher re¬ 
ally did seek out a sample of homophobes, determine 
their “true” sexual orientation, and publish a report 
about it. In that case, we should question the method 
used to determine the subjects’ sexual orientation. Are 
we to believe that the homophobes acknowledged 
being gay? (“Yes, professor, I think all faggots should 
be killed. By the way. I’m one myself.”) Or did the re¬ 
searcher determine the subjects’ sexual orientation by 
having gay sex with them? Or was a test for gay genes 
used on the homophobes? (No, the means to perform 
such tests does not yet exist.) 

Let us place the blame for homophobia where it 
belongs: on heterosexuals and their sick institutions.

[Editor's note: As we reported last September, the 
studyappeared in the American Psychological Associa¬ 
tion's Journal of Abnormal Psychology. It was con¬ 
ducted at the University of Georgia, where self-described 
heterosexual men, identified as non-homophobic and 
homophobic using a previously established “Index of 
Homophobia" that tests dread and comfort levels with 
various scenarios involving interaction with gays, 
viewed sexually explicit heterosexual, lesbian, and gay 
videos. Sexual excitement was measured two ways: by 
subjective response, where the men indicated their 
arousal and degree of erection on a scale from 1 to 10; 
and by objective measure, with a gauge that measured 
the circumference and movement of the penis. The non¬ 
homophobic men measured almost insignificant sexual 
arousal during the gay male videos, but the homopho¬ 
bic men showed significant arousal. The measurements 
showed that while 66% of the non-homophobic men 
showed no significant arousal watching the gay video, 
only 20% of the homophobic men showed little or no 
evidence of arousal. Similarly, while only 24% of the 
non-homophobic men showed definite arousal during 
the gay video, 54% of the homophobic men did. Glad 
we could clear that up.]

Evangelical fear and ignorance

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Me and my shadow

T hat isn’t Governor Pete Wil¬ 
son’s shadow you notice 
lurking behind him at nu¬ 
merous appearances these days. 
No, it’s his heir apparent, Attorney 
General Dan Lungren, the anti¬ 
abortion, anti-gay rights conserv¬ 
ative that the California GOP is 
about to anoint as their nominee 
to succeed Wilson in January 1999. 

Although there has been little 
love lost between the state’s top 
two Republicans in the past few 
years (Lungren, you will recall, re¬ 
mained neutral two years ago 
when Wilson ran briefly for pres¬ 
ident, and quickly endorsed Bob 
Dole the minute Wilson dropped 
out of the race), it seems the gov¬ 
ernor, who is prevented from 
seeking another term because of 
the term limits law, is determined 
not to hand the office over to a 
Democrat. Consequently, Wilson 
is, however reluctantly, putting 
himself out to give the Lungren- 
for-Governor effort a much- 
needed boost. 

Wilson has told state Republi¬ 
cans that it is important to get be¬ 
hind Lungren early to get the 
jump on Dianne Feinstein, Gray 
Davis, or any another Democrat¬ 
ic candidate. Wilson has informed 
his wealthy Republican backers to 
put their money behind Lungren 
nowy although some GOPers feel 
this move is based on a possible 
Wilson run for the White House 
in 2000. The governor couldn’t 
possibly win without a GOP Cal¬ 
ifornia in his pocket. 

In the past couple of months, 
Wilson has personally introduced 
Lungren to Republican money¬ 
bags in Los Angeles, San Francis¬ 
co, and San Diego, and asked them 
to get out their checkbooks. Wil¬ 
son spokesperson Sean Walsh, 
confirming that the governor is 
hoping to avoid any possible pri¬ 
mary battle that could hurt the 
GOP’s chances, told reporters last 
week that “the governor is wholly 
committed to seeing that Lungren 
is elected as the next governor. He 
has decided to throw his political 
organization, his vast fundraising 
network, and his influence behind 
a major push” for the attorney 
general who ordered the raid on 
SF’s Cannabis Buyers Club. 

The early bond, no matter how 
opportunistic, between Wilson 
and Lungren could prove a signif¬ 
icant factor in next year’s gover¬ 
nor’s race, particularly since the 
Democrats are possibly looking at 
a tough primary battle. With Wil¬ 
son throwing his political weight 
behind Lungren now, it is unlike¬ 
ly that any serious GOP contender 
will surface to battle the attorney 
general, thereby likely avoiding a 
costly and perhaps bitter primary. 
Also, in a statewide race where 
new finance laws place tough re¬ 
strictions on campaign donations, 
Wilson’s bequeathal to Lungren of 
his vast and lucrative political ma¬ 
chine of supporters and contrib¬ 
utors gives the presumptive GOP 
nominee a political base probably 
equaled only by DiFi’s. 

Indeed, Feinstein’s longtime 
advisor Bill Carrick, a prominent 
Democratic Party strategist, told 
the LA Times that “this push by 
Wilson helps Lungren make the 
transition from the minor league 
to the big leagues,” adding that 
“any time you can unite the polit¬ 
ical party behind your candidate 
early, that is an enormous bene¬ 
fit ” However, others are quick to 
point out that Wilson’s endorse¬ 
ment of Lungren could have a 
chilling effect on California vot¬ 


ers, especially women voters of 
both major parties, who polls 
show heavily disagree with Lun¬ 
gren on his uncompromising pro¬ 
life stance. 

In addition, many California 
voters are thought to be longing 
for a change in leadership in 
Sacramento, feeling perhaps that 
16 years of Republican governors 
is enough - and that Lungren 
merely represents more of 
the same. Dan Lungren 
is no Pete Wilson, how¬ 
ever. He is much more 
conservative than the 
relatively moderate 
Wilson, but he is 
clearly hoping to link 
himself to the 
politically suc¬ 
cessful gover¬ 
nor. Californi- _ 

ans up and 

down the state are now certain to 
enjoy the spectacle of Mr. Lun¬ 
gren tugging at the retiring Wil¬ 
son’s coattails at every turn.

Here we go again! A proposed 
ballot initiative which would de¬ 
fine marriage in California as the 
union of a man and a woman is 
being prepared for circulation, At¬ 
torney General Dan Lungren’s of¬ 
fice announced this week. The 
measure would amend the Family 
Code to read: “Only marriage be¬ 
tween one man and one woman is 
valid or recognized in California.” 
The ballot plan is supported by the 
Sacramento-based Defense of 
Marriage Committee. Needless to 
say, there’s no real mystery on 
which side Lungren is on this issue. 
Remember his amicus brief in 
support of Colorado’s Amend¬ 
ment 2 and his amicus brief filed 
with the State Supreme Court of 
Hawaii against same-sex marriage? 
“Governor Lungren”... sounds 
scarier each time I say it. 

The predominantly gay/les¬ 
bian Log Cabin Republican Club 
of SF will hold its annual Pride 
Celebration Dinner this Saturday 
night, June 28, at the Hyatt Re¬ 
gency. The group has pulled off a 
bit of a political coup by landing 
Rep. Jim Kolbe (R-Arizona) as its 
guest speaker. One of only two 
openly gay members of Congress, 
Kolbe, who was re-elected to Ari¬ 
zona’s 5th District after he an¬ 
nounced he was gay (he was 
threatened with being outed), will 
be talking to the Log Cabin Re¬ 
publicans about his experience in 
Congress since coming out of the 
closet, and his efforts to educate 
colleagues on issues of concern to 
the lesbian and gay community. 

Club President Scott Furman 
told the Bay Area Reporter that 
“this is a first for the congressman. 
He has never previously spoken at 
a Pride Celebration Dinner, and 
we are honored to have him as our 
speaker.” Log Cabin Republicans 
constitute the nation’s largest gay 
and lesbian Republican organiza¬ 
tion, with 50-plus chapters na¬ 
tionwide and over 11,000 mem¬ 
bers. The reception for Rep. Kolbe 
will start at 6 p.m., followed by 
dinner at 7:30 p.m. Call 522-2944 
for more information. 

House financial disclosure 
statements for 1996 of California’s 
54 House members and two sena¬ 
tors show Rep. Henry Waxman 
(D-LA) and Rep. Dana 
Rohrbacher (R-Huntington 
Beach) as the state’s two most 
traveled congresspersons. Each 
took four taxpayer-paid trips to 
the far corners of the globe, while 
LA Rep. Maxine Waters enjoyed 
no less than four excursions to the 
Caribbean. These reports do not

include any travel expenses paid 
by foreign governments, report¬ 
edly a much-enjoyed perk of our 
congressional reps. The state’s two 
senators, Feinstein and Barbara 
Boxer, took no U.S. taxpayer-fi¬ 
nanced trips in ’96. 

Sour Grapes Redux Dept.: The 
ultimate in sore losers, former 
Rep. “B-l Bob” Dornan, is still 
kicking and screaming in Orange 
County and the halls of 
Congress about how 
Democrat Loretta 
Sanchez “stole” the 
election from him. 
However, don’t look 
for the GOP-con- 
trolled House to over¬ 
turn Sanchez’s 
razor-thin win 
over the ho¬ 
mophobic 
Dornan in the

50 years ago this month: 

The lesbian press 
begins in America

This month in gay history: Vice 
Versa , America's first lesbian 
publication, appears in Los Ange¬ 
les in June, 1947. 

F ifty years ago this summer, 
the first hand-typed copies 
of the first lesbian publica¬ 
tion in America began to be cir¬ 
culated among lesbians in Los An¬ 
geles. Vice Versa was a far cry from 
today’s professional gay and les¬ 
bian publications, but it served 
much the same purpose— albeit 
on a smaller scale. 

Vice Versa was created by 
Edyth Eyde, a 26-year-old Califor¬ 
nia woman who had only been 
part of the lesbian “scene” for 
about a year. (Eyde never used a 
byline in her publication, but later 
went under the pseudonym “Lisa 
Ben,” an anagram for lesbian.) 
Somewhat lonely, and eager to ex¬ 
pand her circle of friends beyond 


the “gay gals” who hung out at the 
If Club in Los Angeles, Eyde de¬ 
cided to start a magazine for les¬ 
bians. She called it Vice Versa, be¬ 
cause its readers had been accused 
of “vice,” but she felt their lives 
were really just “versa” that of the 
rest of the population. 

As an underworked secretary 
for an executive at RKO Studios, 
Eyde was given explicit instruc¬ 
tions to “look busy” at all times, 
even when there was no work to 
be done. She therefore had both 
the time and the equipment to 


type issues of her new magazine. 
Eyde would use RKO’s heavy-duty 
typewriter to type an original 
copy of Vice Versa plus five car¬ 
bons, and then she would repeat 
the process - meaning each issue 
had a circulation of exactly twelve. 
She would then distribute those 
copies through friends and at 
lesbian bars (she stopped 
mailing copies when a 
friend warned her she was 
risking jail time) and 
urged the women who read 
it to pass the copy along to 
other women. Many did, 
and Eyde once esti¬ 
mated that each copy 
was read by several 
dozen women. 

A typical issue of the free pub¬ 
lication - which at its thickest 
contained 20 pages - consisted of 
fiction, poetry, essays, book and 
film reviews, and letters to the ed¬ 
itor. Most of the content was writ¬ 
ten by Eyde, but after the first few 
issues she had several other con¬ 


tributors, though none was ever 
given a byline. 

Many of the issues addressed 
in Vice Versa (subtitled “America’s 
Gayest Magazine”) are still com¬ 
monly discussed in the lesbian 
and gay press a half-century later. 
The magazine published a short 
story about a lesbian wedding, a 
poem by Eyde which frowned 
upon butch hair and clothing 
styles among her fellow lesbians, 
and a movie review objecting that 
the movie version of the classic 
lesbian novel The Well of Loneli¬ 


ness was insulting to lesbians. 

Vice Versa was unwaveringly 
upbeat and cheery - a conscious 
strategy on Eyde’s part to combat 
negative mainstream press ac¬ 
counts of gay and lesbian life. 
More than 20 years before the first 
gay pride parade, Vice Versa was 
unabashed in its enthusiasm 
for homosexuality. One 
essay stated: “How much 
more beautiful, in every 
way, are women than men! 
I am glad that I was not 
predestined to be oblivi¬ 
ous to and unattracted by 
feminine charm. 
How thankful I am 
to have been born in 
womanly form and 
yet to possess the capacity of ap¬ 
preciating to the fullest extent 
feminine beauty!” 

But Vice Versa contained no 
news, no political columns - and 
not a single advertisement. Eyde 
was afraid to publicize the loca¬ 
tions of lesbian bars, for example, 
for fear that they would be raided 
or shut down. And several years 
would pass before American gays 
and lesbians would explicitly por¬ 
tray themselves as a social group 
with a political agenda. 

Although Vice Versa was not 
expressly political, the very act of 
representing women-loving 
women’s lives in the late 1940s 
was bold and risky. By creating a 
conduit by which lesbians could 
communicate with one another - 
and perhaps more importantly, by 
helping lesbians think about 
themselves as part of a communi¬ 
ty - Vice Versa nurtured the seed 
which would grow in the next 
decade into America’s first lesbian 
social and political organizations. 

The reader response was over¬ 
whelming. Without access to a 
printer, Eyde was forced to deny 
repeated requests from lesbians 
for more copies of the publica¬ 
tion. The letters to the editor ex¬ 
pressed a sense that Vice Versa 
served as an oasis in a desert of 
misinformation and silence about 
lesbian life. One woman wrote: 
“May your jaunt into journales- 
bianism prove to have the angels’ 
support.” 

Eyde produced a total of nine 
issues of Vice Versa over nine 
months, until her job assignment 
was changed in early 1948. She no 
longer had access to a typewriter 
or the time to devote to the mag¬ 
azine. Nonetheless, her personal 
life had been enriched by all the 
women she met while producing 
Vice Versa, and she predicted that 
the gay and lesbian press had a 
bright future even without her. In 
an editorial, she wrote: 

“Perhaps even Vice Versa 
might be the forerunner of better 
magazines dedicated to the third 
sex, which in some future time 
might take their rightful place on 
the newsstands beside other pub¬ 
lications, to be available openly 
and without restriction to those 
who wish to read them.” ▼

Cholestatic hepatitis and jaundice may occur with 17-alpha- 
alkylated androgens at a relatively low dose. If cholestatic hepati¬ 
tis with jaundice appears or if liver function tests become 
abnormal, oxandrolone should be discontinued and the etiology 
should be determined. Drug-induced jaundice is reversible when 
the medication is discontinued. 

In patients with breast cancer, anabolic steroid therapy may 
cause hypercalcemia by stimulating osteolysis.

Edema with or without congestive heart failure may be a seri¬ 
ous complication in patients with preexisting cardiac, renal, or 
hepatic disease.

In children, androgen therapy may accelerate bone matura¬ 
tion without producing compensatory gain in linear growth. This 
adverse effect results in compromised adult height. The younger 
the child, the greater the risk of compromising final mature 
height. The effect on bone maturation should be monitored by 
assessing bone age of the left wrist and hand every 6 months 
(See PRECAUTIONS: Laboratory tests) 

Geriatric patients treated with androgenic anabolic steroids 
may be at an increased risk for the development of prostatic 
hypertrophy and prostatic carcinoma. 

ANABOLIC STEROIDS HAVE NOT BEEN SHOWN TO 
ENHANCE ATHLETIC ABILITY. 

PRECAUTIONS 

General: 

Women should be observed for signs of virilization (deepening 
of the voice, hirsutism, acne, clitoromegaly). Discontinuation of 
drug therapy at the time of evidence of mild virilism is necessary 
to prevent irreversible virilization. Some virilizing changes in 
women are irreversible even after prompt discontinuance of 
therapy and are not prevented by concomitant use of estrogens. 
Menstrual irregularities may also occur. 

Anabolic steroids may cause suppression of clotting factors II, 
V, VII, and X, and an increase in prothrombin time. 

Information for patients: 

The physician should instruct patients to report any of the fol¬ 
lowing side effects of androgens: 

Males: Too frequent or persistent erech'ons of the penis, 
appearance or aggravation of acne. 

Females: Hoarseness, acne, changes in menstrual periods, 
or more facial hair. 

All patients: Nausea, vomiting, changes in skin color, or ankle 
swelling. 

Laboratory tests: 

Women with disseminated breast carcinoma should have fre¬ 
quent determination of urine and serum calcium levels during 
the course of therapy (See WARNINGS). 

Because of the hepatotoxicity associated with the use of 17- 
alpha-alkylated androgens, liver function tests should be 
obtained periodically. 

Periodic (every 6 months) x-ray examinations of bone age 
should be made during treatment of children to determine the 
rate of bone maturation and the effects of androgen therapy on 
the epiphyseal centers. 

Serum lipids and high-density lipoprotein cholesterol determi¬ 
nations should be done periodically as androgenic anabolic 
steroids have been reported to increase low-density lipoproteins. 
Serum cholesterol levels may increase during therapy. Therefore, 
caution is required when administering these agents to patients 
with a history of myocardial infarction or coronary artery disease. 
Serial determinations of serum cholesterol should be made and 
therapy adjusted accordingly. 

Hemoglobin and hematocrit should be checked periodically for 
polycythemia in patients who are receiving high doses of ana¬ 
bolic steroids.

Drug interactions 
Anticoagulants: 

Anabolic steroids may increase sensitivity to oral anticoagulants. 
Dosage of the anticoagulant may have to be decreased in order 
to maintain desired prothrombin time. Patients receiving oral anti¬ 
coagulant therapy require close monitoring, especially when 
anabolic steroids are started or stopped. 

Oral hypoglycemic agents: 

Oxandrolone may inhibit the metabolism of oral hypoglycemic 
agents. 

Adrenal steroids or ACTH: 

In patients with edema, concomitant administration with adrenal 
cortical steroids or ACTH may increase the edema. 
Drug/Laboratory test interactions: 

Anabolic steroids may decrease levels of thyroxine-binding glob¬ 
ulin, resulting in decreased total T 4 serum levels and increased 
resin uptake of T 3 and T 4 . Free thyroid hormone levels remain 
unchanged. In addition, a decrease in PBI and radioactive iodine 
uptake may occur. 

Carcinogenesis, mutagenesis, impairment of fertility 
Animal data: 

Oxandrolone has not been tested in laboratory animals for car¬ 
cinogenic or mutagenic effects. In 2-year chronic oral rat stud¬ 
ies, a dose-related reduction of spermatogenesis and decreased 
organ weights (testes, prostate, seminal vesicles, ovaries, 
uterus, adrenals, and pituitary) were shown. 

Human data: 

Liver cell tumors have been reported in patients receiving long¬ 
term therapy with androgenic anabolic steroids in high doses

Geriatric patients treated with androgenic anabolic steroids 
may be at an increased risk for the development of prostatic 
hypertrophy and prostatic carcinoma. 


Pregnancy: 

Teratogenic effects — Pregnancy Category X (See CONTRA¬ 
INDICATIONS) 

Nursing mothers: 

It is not known whether anabolic steroids are excreted in human 
milk. Because of the potential of serious adverse reactions in 
nursing infants from oxandrolone, a decision should be made 
whether to discontinue nursing or to discontinue the drug, tak¬ 
ing into account the importance of the drug to the mother. 
Pediatric use: 

Anabolic agents may accelerate epiphyseal maturation more 
rapidly than linear growth in children and the effect may continue 
for 6 months after the drug has been stopped. Therefore, therapy 
should be monitored by x-ray studies at 6-month intervals in 
order to avoid the risk of compromising adult height. Androgenic 
anabolic steroid therapy should be used very cautiously in chil¬ 
dren and only by specialists who are aware of the effects on 
bone maturation (See WARNINGS). 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The following adverse reactions have been associated with use 
of anabolic steroids: 

Hepatic: Cholestatic jaundice with, rarely, hepatic necrosis and 
death. Hepatocellular neoplasms and peliosis hepatis with long¬ 
term therapy (See WARNINGS). Reversible changes in liver 
function tests also occur including increased bromsulfophthalein 
(BSP) retention, and increases in serum bilirubin, aspartate 
aminotransferase (AST, SGOT) and alkaline phosphatase. 

In males: 

Prepubertal: Phallic enlargement and increased frequency or 
persistence of erections. 

Postpubertal: Inhibition of testicular function, testicular atrophy 
and oligospermia, impotence, chronic priapism, epididymitis, 
and bladder irritability. 

In lemales: 

Clitoral enlargement, menstrual irregularities. 

CNS: Habituation, excitation, insomnia, depression, and 
changes in libido.

Larynx: Deepening of the voice in females.

Skeletal: Premature closure of epiphyses in children (See PRE¬ 
CAUTIONS: Pediatric use) 

Fluid and electrolytes: Edema, retention of serum electrolytes 
(sodium chloride, potassium, phosphate, calcium). 
Metabolic/Endocrine: Decreased glucose tolerance (See PRE¬ 
CAUTIONS: Laboratory tests), increased creatinine excretion, 
increased serum levels of creatinine phosphokinase (CPK). 
Masculinization of the fetus, inhibition of gonadotropin secretion. 
OVERDOSAGE 

No symptoms or signs associated with overdosage have been 
reported. It is possible that sodium and water retention may 
occur. 

The oral LDjo of oxandrolone in mice and dogs is greater than 
5,OCX) mg/kg. No specific antidote is known, but gastric lavage 
may be used. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Therapy with anabolic steroids is adjunctive to and not a replace¬ 
ment for conventional therapy. The duration of therapy with 
Oxandrin (oxandrolone) will depend on the response of the 
patient and the possible appearance of adverse reactions. 
Therapy should be intermittent. 

Adults: The usual adult dosage of Oxandrin is one 2.5-mg tablet 
2 to 4 times daily. However, the response of individuals to ana¬ 
bolic steroids varies, and a daily dosage of as little as 2.5 mg or 
as much as 20 mg may be required to achieve the desired 
response. A course of therapy of 2 to 4 weeks is usually 
adequate. This may be repeated intermittently as indicated. 
Children: For children the total daily dosage of Oxandrin is 
<0.1 mg per kilogram body weight or <0.045 mg per pound of 
body weight. This may be repeated intermittently as indicated.

Parade committee 
eliminates nonprofits 
from beverage sales

T he San Francisco Gay, Les¬ 
bian, Bisexual and Transgen¬ 
der Pride Celebration Com¬ 
mittee is defending its controver¬ 
sial decision to change the bever¬ 
age vending system at this year’s 
event. The committee has hired 
Best Beverage Catering, which pro¬ 
vides the service at such events as 
the Black and White Ball and the 
North Beach festival, to manage 
between six and eight planned 
beverage-and-booze booths at this 
weekend’s pride celebration. 

Pride Committee President 
Deborah Oakley-Melvin told the 
Bay Area Reporter that committee 
members felt the time had come 
to hire a professional beverage 
management operation, and that 
they went with “the lowest bid¬ 
der” for the service. 

The firm is straight-owned but 
sensitive to staffing needs for the 
event, she claimed. 

“They will come in and set 
everything up. It will be run pro¬ 
fessionally,” she said. “We really 
want to provide better service.” 

Oakley-Melvin said that con¬ 
sumer complaints of long lines 
and delays in service and prob¬ 
lems with providing ice to booths 
last year led to the decision to 
make the shift. 

Critics have charged that the 
arrangement cuts nonprofits out of 
a chunk of important cash, and di¬ 
verts profits to outside the commu¬ 
nity. Oakley-Melvin countered that 
nonprofits have other celebration 
venues for cash, including mer¬ 
chandise, and reiterated that the 
service needs to be professionally 
managed. She declined to reveal the 
percentage of beverage profits the 


contractor would receive. 

Financial records filed with the 
IRS for fiscal year 1996 show the 
committee ran a $21,818 deficit 
last year. 

The organization had revenues 
of $376,000, and expenses totaling 
almost $399,000. The deficit cre¬ 
ated by producing the annual 
two-day event was offset by exist¬ 
ing assets of $86,000 at the begin¬ 
ning of the year, and the agency 
ended the year with $65,000 in the 
bank. It also had a $20,000 line of 
credit to tap if necessary. 

Expenses and payments to 
contractors included $12,000 in 
specific assistance to individuals, 
plus other salaries and wages of 
$50,938, including $35,563 for 
management and general salaries. 
The group compensates its chief 
financial officer, a year-round of¬ 
fice manager, and two part-time 
administrative assistants. Four 
contractors provide technical, 
media, communications, vendor 
relation, and other coordination 
for compensation ranging from 
$l,500-$3,500. The vendor rela¬ 
tion contractor abruptly resigned 
from the parade at the end of May. 

The committee received corpo¬ 
rate contributions of $25,000 from 
Golden Brands/Miller Brewing, a 
$3,500 contribution from Where- 
house Records, a $500 contribu¬ 
tion from First Interstate/Wells 
Fargo, and $86,000 in individual 
contributions in amounts under 
$5,000 each. 

In total, the organization re¬ 
ceived $115, 983 in direct contri¬ 
butions and $62,700 in govern¬ 
ment grants from the City and 
County of San Francisco Grants 
For The Arts program. It also re¬ 
ceived a contribution last year of 
$60,000 worth of Calistoga Water.

Next year, SFs 
will be different 

London's director hired as 
SF's first executive director

T eddy Valentine Henry With- 
erington will soon be cross¬ 
ing the Atlantic Ocean from 
London, and when he arrives on 
the West Coast, he will become 
the first executive director of the 
San Francisco Lesbian, Gay, Bisex¬ 
ual, Transgender Pride Celebra¬ 
tion Committee, Inc. Deborah 
Oakley-Melvin, president of the 
pride committee, said that the 
two-year international search has 
finally ended for the position, and 
Witherington starts work in mid- 
August. 

Currently, Witherington is the 
festival director of London’s Pride 
Trust, which puts on that city’s 
annual gay pride event every June. 
He has held that position since 
1992. 

Oakley-Melvin told the B.A.R. 
that one of the most difficult as¬ 
pects of the search for an execu¬ 
tive director was that the board 
wanted someone who has experi¬ 
ence producing a gay pride event. 
Witherington has five years. 

This year’s London pride event 
is expected to attract 250,000 peo¬ 
ple, about half the size of San 
Francisco’s event, which is expect¬ 


ed to attract 500,000 over two 
days. 

In addition to his experience 
with pride events, Witherington 
also has a sense of humor: Lon¬ 
don Pride’s 1995 program noted 
that “he is able to drink 37 shots 
of vodka and still stand on one 
leg. He hates crowds.” 

Before becoming involved 
with the Pride Trust, as the Lon¬ 
don group is called, he was a legal 
executive for about eight years. 

“He’s looking forward to com¬ 
ing to San Francisco. He’s been 
here several times and has many 
friends here,” Oakley-Melvin said. 

In addition to heading up Lon¬ 
don’s pride event, Witherington, 
35, is vice president of the Inter¬ 
national Association of Lesbian 
and Gay Pride Coordinators 
(IALGPC), and head of the Euro¬ 
pean Pride Organizers Associa¬ 
tion. 

Professional ethic 

The Pride Trust, which With¬ 
erington co-founded in 1992, is 
run by volunteers. In addition to 
his paid position as director, 
Witherington volunteers for 
many aspects of Pride Trust, in¬ 
cluding serving as secretary, help¬ 
ing coordinate media informa-

tion, and performing various 
other duties. 

Among his achievements, he 
lists having worked to instill a 
professional ethic in the group. “I 
have, for example, instituted a 
culture of record-keeping and 
written reports. 

“I have, in tandem with adopt¬ 
ing a commercial attitude and 
bringing a level of professionalism 
to the organization, devoted con¬ 
siderable time and effort to en¬ 
couraging diversity both within 
the organization and within the 
event program,” Witherington 
said in his resume. 

He has also helped in the es¬ 
tablishment and empowering of 
working groups relating to 
HIV/AIDS, bisexuality, disabled 
access, and communities of color. 

When he has time, Withering¬ 
ton enjoys reading, wine, cook¬ 
ing, tennis, and amateur paleon¬ 
tology. T

B.A.R. investigation finds a trace 
of firm in Pat Robertson lawsuit

A n investigation by the Bay 
Area Reporter into PM&M 
Electric, Inc. has uncovered 
a valid state contractor’s license 
for the company, but its location 
in Oakland is still a mystery. The 
general contracting company, 
with legal representation from the 
Pat Robertson-backed American 
Center for Law and Justice 
(ACLJ), filed a civil lawsuit chal¬ 
lenging San Francisco’s domestic 
partner benefit law last week. 

The city’s landmark domestic 
partner law went into effect June 
1. It requires businesses that have 
city contracts to provide benefits 
to employees’ domestic partners if 
the benefits are offered to spouses. 

The ACLJ lawsuit was filed in 
U.S. District Court last Tuesday, 
June 17. In a strange coincidence, 
it was assigned to federal Judge 
Vaughan Walker, who, before he 
was named to the bench, was a 
lead attorney for the Internation¬ 
al Olympic Committee in its suc¬ 
cessful lawsuit against what was 
then known as the Gay Olympics. 
However, it is almost certain 
Walker will not hear the case and 
that the ACLJ suit will be handed 
over to Judge Claudia Wilken. 

Wilken has already been as¬ 
signed another lawsuit challenging 
the city 5 s domestic partner benefit 
ordinance, filed by the Air Trans¬ 
port Association (ATA) in May. 

“We have filed a notice of re¬ 
lated case,” Bob Whalen, of the 
San Francisco ACLJ office, told 
the B.A.R. last week. 

In the civil lawsuit, ACLJ is 
seeking an injunction to prohibit 


the city from enforcing the ordi¬ 
nance. Dennis Aftergut with the 
San Francisco City Attorney’s of¬ 
fice said a separate motion would 
have to be filed; to date that has 
not occurred. 

Desperately seeking 
PM&M 

Whalen provided less informa¬ 
tion about the ownership of 
PM&M Electric, Inc., which is de* 
scribed in an ACLJ statement as 
being a “California and Arizona 
general contractor impacted by 
the ordinance.” When asked who 


owns the company, Whalen de¬ 
ferred to ACLJ’s main office in 
Virginia Beach, Virginia. Calls to 
that office were not returned. 

According to the state Con¬ 
tractor’s License Board, a license 
was issued on November 12,1986 
to PM&M Electric, Inc. A spokes¬ 
woman said that John Giacoma, 
Jr. is the qualifier on the license, 
meaning he took the required 
tests. The license, winch comes up 
for renewal in November 1998, is 
in good standing and covers gen¬ 
eral building, general engineering, 
and electrical work, she said. 


According to Whalen, PM&M 
Electric, Inc. has offices in Oak¬ 
land and Gilbert, Arizona. At 
press time, no independent infor¬ 
mation could confirm the Ari¬ 
zona link. 

There is no listing for PM&M 
Electric, Inc. in Gilbert, a city of 
about 75,000 just south of Mesa. 

The Oakland location is listed 
as 3032 Market Street. The City of 
Oakland’s business tax has no in¬ 
formation on PM&M Electric, 
Inc.; the business listed at the 
Market Street address in city files 
is WSB Electric, Inc., with a dif¬ 


ferent phone number. No owner 
of WSB is listed, in violation of 
city requirements. 

A woman answering the 
phone at WSB Electric said the 
company is not affiliated with 
PM&M Electric. 

PM&M Electric has a different 
Oakland address - 898 30th Street 
- listed with the state contractor’s 
board. It is the same building as 
the Market Street address, just 
around the corner. 

The Market Street site is de¬ 
void of any signs indicating any 
business, as is the 30th Street side 
of the building. One source told 
the B.A.R. that old truck bodies 
are on the site, which is surround¬ 
ed by a concrete wall. A call to the 
PM&M phone number reveals 
only an answering machine mes¬ 
sage with no information about 
the company. Repeated calls to the 
number were not returned. 

Ed Lee, director of purchasing 
for the city, said that a search of 
his department’s records shows 
PM&M Electric, Inc. has had no 
city contract in the last year. 

ACLJ: part of empire 

The ACLJ is a legal advocacy 
group founded to aggressively 
promote the Christian right’s 
agenda through the courts. It is 
Robertson’s response to the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
(ACLU) and is headed by attorney 
Jay Sekulow, who serves as gener¬ 
al counsel. It is one part of 
Robertson’s empire that includes 
the Christian Broadcasting Net¬ 
work, the Family Channel, and 
Regent University, which receives 
funding through the Coors Foun¬ 
dation. ▼

It’s official: HIV Treatment 
Guidelines finally released

T he federal government re¬ 
leased draft “Guidelines for 
the Use of Antiretroviral 
Agents in HIV-Infected Adults 
and Adolescents” at a news con¬ 
ference Thursday, June 19 at the 
National Institutes of Health. 
They were also published in the 
Federal Register. This opens a 30- 
day period to receive public com¬ 
ments, after which revisions may 
be made and a final version of the 
Guidelines issued. The process 
began with a public meeting last 
November. 

The Guidelines do not break 
new grounds for clinicians and 
patients well-versed in state-of- 
the-art AIDS therapies, but are 
aimed at spreading those stan¬ 
dards across the country. They 
will also influence third party pay¬ 
ers such as health insurance com¬ 
panies, managed care organiza¬ 
tions, and Medicaid. 

Eric Goosby, MD, Director of 
the Office of HIV/AIDS Policy at 
the Department of Health and 
Human Services (HHS), said, 
“Our focus was to give the clini¬ 
cian and the patient information 
to move through relatively com¬ 
plex therapeutic decisions and 
make appropriate decisions at 
each point.” The Guidelines will 
be “updated periodically as new 
information breaks” for at least 
three years. 


Anthony Fauci, MD, Director 
of the National Institute of Aller¬ 
gy and Infectious Diseases 
(NIAID) and cochair of the 
Guidelines panel, offered a brief 
lecture on AIDS pathogenesis. 
“The CD4 count tells you were 
you are in the disease, while the 
level of virus [viral load] tells you 
where you are going.” The Guide¬ 
lines use these two markers as in¬ 
dicators of when to initiate and 
change therapies. 

They differ from earlier feder¬ 
al standards by including the new 
technology of viral load testing 
and the use of protease inhibitors 


in combination with earlier ther¬ 
apies. 

The Guidelines 

“The meat of these Guidelines 
is to treat aggressively,” Fauci said, 
“to get the virus down to as low as 
possible for as long as possible, 
but to build into the Guidelines 
the flexibility” that would allow 
individuals to defer treatment. 

There are three broad cate¬ 
gories. A person who exhibits 
symptoms associated with AIDS 
should be treated regardless of 
CD4 count or viral load. Asymp¬ 
tomatic cases with a CD4 count of 


500 or less and a viral load greater 
than 10,000 (bDNA) copies 
should be offered treatment and 
decide based upon “prognosis for 
disease-free survival and willing¬ 
ness of the patient to accept ther¬ 
apy.” 

The third category is people 
with greater than 500 CD4 count 
and a viral load of less than 10,000 
(bDNA) copies. Here opinion is 
much more divide over whether 
or not to initiate therapy. 

“Treatment with one drug is 
not recommended,” while treat¬ 
ment with two drugs “is consid¬ 
ered less than optimal.” It recom¬ 
mends “starting treatment with 
three drugs (including a protease 
inhibitor) and changing at least 
two drugs when there are indica¬ 
tions that treatment is failing.” 
The Guidelines were unclear as to 
what defines drug failure and on 
the staging or sequencing of par¬ 
ticular therapies. 

John Bartlett, MD, a professor 
and clinician at the Johns Hop¬ 
kins University School of Medi¬ 
cine and cochair of the Guidelines 
panel, did not hesitate to offer his 
own opinions of where the 
Guidelines faltered. He defined 
drug failure as still having de¬ 
tectable levels of virus 4-6 months 
after beginning triple therapy. 

He suggested that if a patient 
decides to discontinue a drug be¬ 
cause of toxicity or difficulty in 
complying with the regiment, it is 
“probably better to discontinue all 
drugs rather than take partial 
therapy that will encourage resis¬ 
tance.” 

Martin Delaney, executive di¬ 
rector of the San Francisco-based 
group Project Inform and a mem¬ 
ber of the Guidelines panel, takes 
some exception to “ordaining a 
therapy of a protease plus two nu¬ 
cleosides.” He believes it is “large¬ 
ly an artifact of the studies that 
have been done rather than hard 
conclusions from science. If those 
are the only studies that you do, 
then that is what your data is 
going to say works.” He would 
rather talk of people taking “two 
or more highly active therapy, not 
any magic formula.” 

Conflict 

Fauci conceded there are “gray 
zones where we don’t know the 
balance between toxicities and 
clinical benefits over the long 
range.” In tiptoeing around those 
“gray zones,” he carefully ob¬ 
served the consensus forged over 
what had proven to be the major 
source of dispute within the 
panel. Those disputes were so bit¬ 
ter that they delayed the recom¬ 
mendations for several months. 

Mark Harrington, policy di¬ 
rector of the Treatment Action 
Group (TAG), sat on the drafting 
panel. He called it “a bureaucratic 
nightmare. The activists had to all 
threaten to pull out of the process 
at one point because there was a 
raid on the integrity of the Guide¬ 
lines by many of the scientists. 
They basically wanted everybody 
with a detectable viral load, re¬ 
gardless of T-count, to go on ther¬ 
apy.” 

“We argued, ‘Show us the 
data,’” said Delaney, “there really 
is no data to support that. They 
were just assuming this was going 
to be the right thing for every¬ 
body, all of the time.” 

Harrington continued, “We 
said that was wrong. We are much 
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Building a better human beta chemokine

I n the last year, scientists have 
made two fundamental dis¬ 
coveries regarding how HIV 
gains entry into cells. These dis¬ 
coveries help explain some aspects 
of HIV disease progression that 
were previously a mystery and 
point the way to development of 
new drug therapies. 

Previously, scientists 
determined that HIV 
can only infect cells ( 
that express a particu¬ 
lar molecule, CD4, on 
the cell surface. CD4 is a 
naturally occurring recep¬ 
tor on certain human 
immune system cells 
that allows the cells 
to communicate 
with other cells in the 
body to coordinate an immune 
response to infection. CD4 occurs 
most heavily on CD4+ T-cells, 
and also occurs on macrophages 
and other immune system cells. 
However, while CD4 was shown 
previously to be necessary for 
HIV to infect cells, it has long 
been thought it was not sufficient. 

Scientists now know that HFV 
needs to open a two-keyhole lock 
to gain entry into target cells: the 
CD4 molecule on helper T-cells 
and macrophages is the first key¬ 
hole, and newly discovered 
chemokine receptors, called 
CCR5 and CXCR4 (also known as 
fusin), act as second keyholes that 
allow HIV entry into cells. 

CCR5 and CXCR4 are human 
cell-surface receptors that bind 
chemokines. Chemokines are 
small proteins that the immune 
system uses to communicate, at¬ 
tract, and activate cells. They 
come in two varieties, the alpha 
chemokines and the beta 
chemokines. CCR5 can bind sev¬ 
eral of the beta chemokines, in¬ 
cluding RANTES, MIP-1 alpha, 
and MIP-1 beta, while CXCR4 
binds only the alpha chemokines. 

The existence of two different 
second keyholes begins to explain 


the different behavior of different 
HIV strains in the body. Scientists 
previously recognized two broad 
variations of HIV during infec¬ 
tion. M-tropic HIV refers to 
viruses that can infect both 
macrophages and T-cells, but that 
does not appear to cause the rapid 
depletion of T-cells characteristic 
of advanced AIDS. T-tropic virus¬ 
es mostly infect T-cells and are 
generally syncytium-inducing 
(SI) viruses. Syncytium are 
altered cells that form 
when HIV causes two 
or more T-cells to stick 
together and fuse. 
These syncytium are 
very unstable and die 
very rapidly, contribut¬ 
ing to the loss of T- 
cells during disease 
progression. M- 
trophic viruses are 
non-syncytium inducing (NSI). 

HIV transmitted by sexual 
contact primarily belongs to the 
macrophage-tropic (M-tropic) 
family. These strains of HIV are 
non-syncytium inducing (NSI) 
viruses and exclusively use CCR5 
to gain entry into T-cells and 
macrophages. These strains gen¬ 
erally do not cause rapid disease 
progression. With time, however, 
M-tropic virus may randomly 
mutate in an infected person to 
become syncytium inducing (SI) 
viruses, which are more virulent 
and can cause a faster disease pro¬ 
gression. These SI strains are T- 
cell-tropic and use the CXCR4 re¬ 
ceptor to enter T-cells. 

Staggering implications 

In a multinational effort, sci¬ 
entists have developed a way to 
prevent the infection of T-cells 
and macrophages by HIV in the 
laboratory. They have designed a 
modified chemokine that blocks 
HIV’s capacity to bind to CCR5, 
thus preventing HIV infection of 
cells. 

RANTES is a naturally occur¬ 
ring human beta chemokine that 
binds CCR5. Scientists at 
Gryphon Sciences modified this 
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protein by adding an 
aminooxypentane (AOP) group 
to the beginning of the protein se¬ 
quence. Modified in this fashion, 
AOP-RANTES retains its capacity 
to bind CCR5. However, AOP- 
RANTES cannot induce any of 
RANTES’s biological activities: It 
can neither attract nor activate T- 
cells. AOP-RANTES can also dis¬ 
place other chemokines bound to 
CCR5, binding more tightly to the 
receptor. 

What is more important, AOP- 


RANTES also has the capacity to 
prevent infection by M-tropic 
strains of HIV. When cells from 
blood were exposed to a number 
of M-tropic strains of HIV in the 
presence of RANTES or AOP- 
RANTES, AOP-RANTES inhibit¬ 
ed infection by HIV much better 
than RANTES. However, neither 
AOP-RANTES nor RANTES had 
the capacity to prevent infection 
by T-tropic strains of HIV, which 
use CXCR4 to infect T-cells. In 


addition, AOP-RANTES inhibit¬ 
ed HIV infection of human 
macrophages by all M-tropic 
strains tested. 

This finding is very important 
for two reasons: First, initial stud¬ 
ies done with beta chemokines 
demonstrated that human 
macrophage infection could not 
be prevented by RANTES or any 
of the beta chemokines tested. 
Second, about 90% of HIV’s sex¬ 
ual transmission is caused by M- 
tropic viruses, believed to infect 


macrophages, while transmission 
of T-tropic strains is rare. 

The implications of this find¬ 
ing are staggering. It could be pos¬ 
sible to block CCR5 receptors 
during a time of initial infection 
without affecting an person’s im¬ 
mune system. People with two 
copies of a genetic defect on 
CCR5 (delta-32 deletion, present 
in about 1 in 100 Caucasians) are 
resistant to M-tropic HIV infec¬ 
tion. These individuals have no 


CCR5 on their T-cells or 
macrophages, yet they show nor¬ 
mal immune responses and re¬ 
main healthy. This indicates that 
lack of CCR5 function is not 
harmful to the immune system, 
perhaps because other 
chemokines receptors, like CCR3, 
take over CCR5’s function. 

A word of caution: Even 
though people with the CCR5 
mutation are resistant to infection 
by M-tropic strains of HIV, they 
are still in danger of infection by 
T-tropic viruses that use the 
CXCR4 receptor. Safer sex is the 
only way we have to prevent HIV 
infection. Period. 

Much work still needs to be 
done. Scientists are at work to try 
to develop chemokines antago¬ 
nists for the CXCR4 receptor. 
Once developed, these antagonists 
might help prevent the rapid dis¬ 
ease progression associated with 
conversion to T-tropic virus from 
M-tropic virus. Animal studies in 
monkeys, as well as preliminary 
clinical trials, will be needed to 
determine the feasibility of these 
chemokine antagonists in the 
fight against HIV. 

But keep in mind, a therapy 
based on modified chemokines is 
not “the magic bullet.” Such a 
therapy should be used in combi¬ 
nation with existing anti-retrovi¬ 
ral regimes to achieve maximal 
therapeutic effects against HIV. ▼

Why and How: The Durable Power of Attorney for Health Care 


If you suffer a serious injury, illness or mental 
incapacity, it may be impossible for you to make health care 
decisions for yourself. The legal document on the following 
pages is a Durable Power of Attorney for Health Care 
(DPAHC). It provides information about your treatment 
preferences to those caring for you, helping to insure that 
your wishes are respected even when you cannot make 
decisions yourself. The DPAHC allows you to choose a 
personal representative, called an "attorney-in-fact,” to make 
decisions according to the guidelines you set out in the form. 
A clearly written DPAHC helps to prevent disagreements 
among those close to you and alleviates some of the burdens 
of decision-making which are often experienced by family, 
friends and health care providers. If there is a conflict with 
legal relatives, the DPAHC will insure that the decisions of 
the person you name as your attorney-in-fact take precedence 
over the wishes of anyone else, including your blood relatives. 
Further, your doctor is legally obligated to consult with your 
chosen representative, and to respect his or her decisions 
and implement them as if they were your own. 

The person you appoint as your attorney-in-fact 
has the legal right to accept or refuse medical treatment on 
your behalf. Your attorney-in-fact is empowered to carry out 
your wishes. You should choose a person who knows you 
well, someone who is familiar with your feelings about 
different types of medical treatment and the conditions under 
which you would accept or refuse certain treatments. Select 
someone in whose judgment you have confidence; choose 
someone whom you trust to follow your wishes. You are not 
allowed to appoint your health care provider or an employee 
of your health care provider (for instance, do not name a. 
friend who works as a nurse at the hospital where you receive 
treatment). It is also advisable to name a second choice, in 
case the person you have selected is unable to serve. 

The California Statutory DPAHC form, printed on 
the next two pages, is easy to complete. Clip it out from the 
paper and fold it so you are looking at the first page. 

Section 1: Insert your name and address in the first blank 
space. In the second blank space, fill in the name, address 
and phone number of the person you've chosen to be your 
attorney-in-fact. 

Sections 2 & 3; Read 

Section 4: The blank spaces at section 4 are probably 
the most important part of the form. If you have any 
special concerns about particular treatments, this is your 
opportunity to clearly express those concerns in your DPAHC. 
There are no rules about what should be said here. Write 
down anything which should guide your attorney-in-fact and 
your medical practitioners in making treatment decisions on 
your behalf. If the space provided on the form is not sufficient

for all of your specific instructions, write the words "see 
attached" in the blank spaces, and attach additional pages. 


In section 4a, you should express your desires 
regarding the use of life-sustaining treatment. If there are 
medical conditions which would lead you to decide to forgo 
all medical treatment, including life-sustaining measures, and 
accept an earlier death, this should be clearly indicated. One 
example of a statement regarding the termination of life- 
sustaining treatment is: 

• / do not want my life to be prolonged, and / do not 
want life-sustaining treatment to be provided or 
continued if a) / am in an irreversible coma or 
persistent vegetative state; or b) if / am terminally 
ill and the application of life sustaining procedures 
would serve only to artificially delay the moment 
of my death; or c) under any other circumstances 
where the burdens of the treatment outweigh the 
expected benefits. / want my agent to consider the 
relief of suffering and the quality of my life as well 
as the extent of the possible extension of my life 
in making decisions concerning life-sustaining 
treatment. Life-sustaining treatment as used herein 
is meant to include the provision of nutrition and 
hydration. 

You can also specifically request medical 
treatments in the DPAHC. An example of a statement that 
can be used to request that all measures be taken to sustain 
your life is: 

■ / want my life to be prolonged to the greatest 
extent possible without regard to my condition, the 
chances / have for recovery or the cost of the 
procedures. 

In section 4b write down any other special 
instructions affecting your medical care. You may include 
any, all or none of the following examples, or you may write 
your own statement of desires. Instructions must be clear, 
but they do not need to be written in “legalese.” 

• My attorney-in-fact shall be given first priority in 
visitation should I be a patient in any hospital, health 
care facility or institutions, and should / be unable 
to express a preference due to my illness or 
disability or death, and to have visitation rights with 
me to the same extent as a member of my 
immediate family. 

■ My attorney-imfact is authorized to receive into 
his/her possession any and all items of personal 
property and effects that may be recovered from 
or about my person by any hospital, police agency, 
or any other person at the time of my illness, 
disability or death. 

• / direct my attorney-in-fact to consent to and 
arrange for the administration of pain relief 
medication of any kind, or other surgical or medical 
procedures calculated to relieve my pain, even 
though their use may lead to permanent physical 
damage, addiction, or may even hasten the moment 
of (but not intentionally cause) my death; and to 
authorize, consent to, and arrange for 
unconventional pain relief therapies that my Agent 
believes may be helpful to me. 

■ / am primarily concerned with maintaining a dear 
cognitive awareness of myself and my environment 
during the course of my illness. / therefore authorize 
my attorney-in-fact to refuse and prevent any drug 
treatment of myself which in his/her opinion causes, 
or would cause a temporary or permanent mental

incapacity or impairment of my cognitive abilities. 

■ / grant my attorney-in-fact sole and complete 
authority to determine the proper mode of 
treatment. This authority shall include the selection 
of alternative healing techniques and non-Western 
medicines, including, but not limited to, 
acupuncture, chiropractory, homeopathy, etc. 

Sections 5, 6 & 7: Read 

Section 8: Leave the blank space at section 8,empty. Your 
DPAHC will then have no automatic time limit. You can 
choose to revoke your DPAHC at any time. 

Section 9:lnsert the name(s), address(es) and telephone 
number(s) of one or two alternates in the blank spaces. 
Section 10: In the blank space, insert the phrase "my Agent 
as set forth in Sections 1 and 9, above." By doing this you 
are nominating the person you chose as attorney-in-fact to 
also be your conservator, should a court decide that a 
conservator must be appointed. (A conservator is an individual 
or agency appointed by the court to manage your care or 
your property should you become incompetent.) 

Section 11: You must sign the completed DPAHC form in 
the presence of two witnesses. It is best if both witnesses 
are people who are not related to you, are not named in your 
Will, and are not your health care provider or an employee of 
your health care provider. On the day you sign the document, 
fill in the date at section 11, as well as the city where you 
are signing. Then sign your name on the space indicated. 
Your witnesses should then fill in their names and addresses, 
and each should sign and date the form at the bottom. Note 
that each witness should sign the form twice. At this time 
you should also date and sign any additional pages you have 
attached to the form. 

What to do with the completed form: You should hold 
onto the original DPAHC. Keep it with your other important 
legal papers. It is a good idea to give a copy to the person(s) 
you named as your attorney-in-fact and as alternates. A copy 
should also be given to your doctor, your family and others 
who are important to you. If you enter a hospital, nursing 
home or hospice, a copy should be provided to the institution 
so that it can be made part of your medical records. Keep a 
list of all the people to whom you have given a copy with the 
original document in your posession. This way, if you later 
revoke your DPAHC, you can easily contact them and get 
back the copies. 

Use this opportunity to carefully consider the 
important issues raised while completing the DPAHC. And 
remember-a properly completed form is a legally binding 
document. Help ensure that your decisions will be respected 
by carefully following the instructions detailed above. There’s 
no time like the present to protect your rights and decisions.

• China’s most outspoken gay 
activist, Gary Wu, a filmmaker and 
author.

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more aware of how difficult it is to 
do these regiments if you are not 
motivated. And how a lot of peo¬ 
ple who have a relatively low risk 
of immediate progression proba¬ 
bly should wait until there is a 
drug you can take once a day.” 

“Personally, I’m an enthusiast 
of early intervention, I always 
have been,” says Delaney. “But 
they are talking about something 
different than I am. Right now we 
don’t know the longterm conse¬ 
quences of these drugs. I think 
people should have a right to 
make that choice, but they 
shouldn’t be forced into it, and 
they need to understand what 
choices they are making.” 

Show me the money 

Money was often an unspoken 
factor lurking in the background. 
Several weeks ago, Steve Morin, 
legislative aide to Democratic 
Representative Nancy Pelosi of 
San Francisco, suggested that the 
Clinton administration - then in 
the middle of budget negotiations 
with Congressional Republicans - 
delayed release of the Guidelines 
because of their financial implica¬ 
tions. Better care means “access to 
a greater variety and more expen¬ 
sive drugs,” says Morin. 

Delaney charged it was “defi¬ 
nitely a stalling tactic” by people 
at the Office of Management and 
Budget (OMB), “and I think an 
effort to kill it entirely.” 

He believes the administration 
also tried to play down media 
coverage of the Guidelines. The 
facts lend credence to that inter¬ 
pretation. The news conference 
was scheduled on very short no¬ 
tice, none of the activist members 
of the panel were invited to at¬ 
tend, and it was held at the isolat¬ 
ed suburban campus of NIH 
rather than the HHS auditorium 
at the foot of Capitol Hill. The 
Guidelines were Goosby’s project, 


and he works out of Secretary 
Donna Shalala’s office. It would 
have been logical to stage the re¬ 
lease downtown, perhaps with the 
Secretary herself in attendance. 
That did not happen. 

Daniel Zingale, executive di¬ 
rector of the AIDS Action Coun¬ 
cil, says that “for the Guidelines to 
be meaningful, there needs to be 
an increased federal commitment 
to getting AIDS drug therapies 
into the hands of all Americans 
living with HIV and AIDS.” He 
called for the expansion of Med¬ 
icaid eligibility and increased 
funding for AIDS specific pro¬ 
grams. 

Goosby danced around ques¬ 
tions of increased resources from 
the feds. He said “this is really a 
societal issue of cost that the pro¬ 
tease inhibitors and drug therapy 
in general raises, not only for 
AIDS but for many diseases out 
there that require costly therapy 
and intervention.” 

Bartlett stoutly defended the 
cost effectiveness of AIDS therapy 
as compared with other diseases 
and treatments. He cited numer¬ 
ous studies that showed favorable 
outcomes as measured by the 
standard of cost/year of life pre¬ 
served. “What we are advocating 
compares very favorable with 
mammography, coronary bypass, 
or renal dialysis.” 

Winnie Stachelberg, legislative 
director of the Human Rights 
Campaign (HRC), noted that “the 
President did not request any spe¬ 
cific increases in the AIDS Drug 
Assistance Program (ADAP) for 
fiscal 1998, and no HIV and AIDS 
programs were on the ‘protected 
list’ in the budget agreement. 
These Guidelines point to the 
need to rectify that.” 

Delaney says that the adminis¬ 
tration “wanted to be able to take 
credit for the Guidelines, but were 
a lot less anxious to talk about 
how they’d pay for a new standard 
of care. Now let’s see them come 
up with the money to insure ac¬ 
cess.” ▼

Jane Cee's design marks x big leap'

It is the CCP’s goal that all in the 
queer community will feel wel¬ 
come at the center and benefit 
from it. 

“We’re seeking to provide that 
space,” Cee said. 

The most challenging aspect of 
the design, she said, was figuring 
out how to incorporate the exist¬ 
ing Victorian building. That was 
one of the CCP’s criteria, and 
everyone seemed to realize it 
would not be an easy task. Cee 
called the site “very appropriate,” 
as it bridges neighborhoods with 
high gay populations. It is near, 
but not in the Castro. It is easily 
accessible by public transportation 
from the Tenderloin, South of 
Market, and other communities. 

If the Cee/Pfau design is used 
intact, the CCP may very well re¬ 
alize a significant cost savings. “We 
evaluated what they [CCP board] 
gave us and found creative ways to 
make it more user-friendly,” ex¬ 
plained Cee. “We found ways to 
cut costs by almost $1 million and 
serve the community better by 
taking the 750-person auditorium 
out of the basement and putting it 
on the second floor.” 

If that is in the final architec¬ 
tural plans, the site’s slope would 
allow for an auditorium entrance 
directly on Waller Street. 

Working for the CCP has been 
enjoyable for Cee because she can 
be herself. “It’s more enjoyable,” 
she said. “You don’t have to worry 
about how you’re perceived.” ▼

|| t is fitting that the winning de- 
% sign for the Community Cen- 
II ter Project’s (CCP) planned 
building was done in part by jane 
Cee, an out lesbian in a profession 
where there are few: architecture. 
Cee, from Oakland, formed a joint 
venture with fellow architect Peter 
Pfau for the project. The two have 
worked together off and on for the 
past decade, she said. Pfau, who is 
not gay, nonetheless had great in¬ 
terest in designing the center when 
Cee approached him about the 
project several months ago. 

“He is well-rounded,” she said. 

Cee, 33, has known since she 
was 12 that she wanted to be an 
architect. She went to the Univer¬ 
sity of California, Berkeley for her 
undergraduate degree and com¬ 
pleted graduate studies at Har¬ 
vard University. While in school, 
she didn’t come into contact with 
any openly lesbian students. 

“It is pretty uncommon. There 
are not a lot of openly lesbian ar¬ 
chitects,” she said. 

The Cee/Pfau design beat out 
31 entries in a formal competition 
held by the CCP earlier this year. 
The prize was $10,000, which Cee 
noted with a laugh was several 
hundred dollars less than the two 
spent prepping and submitting 
their design. Nor were they alone 
in their devotion to the project. 

“All of the teams and other 
four finalists spent an incredible 
amount of time and money. It’s a 
direct contribution to the center,” 
she said, referring to the vast 
number of ideas presented to the 
CCP board. 

The planned lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, transgender community cen¬ 
ter will be located on Market Street 
at the corner of Octavia on a trian¬ 
gular lot. If all goes according to 
schedule, including the nearly 
dozen approvals from various de¬ 
partments, the building is expected 
to open in 1999. It is the first gay- 
specific project Cee has worked on. 

“This is the first major com¬ 
mission I have had since forming 
my own entity,” Cee told the 
B.A.R., adding that she struck out 
on her own three years ago. “This

is a great big leap for me.” 

Since winning the design com¬ 
petition, Cee and Pfau have been 
giving presentations to various 
groups, and there is one thing the 
two always emphasize: the build¬ 
ing that is ultimately constructed 
may not look exactly like the de¬ 
sign submitted for the contest. 
Cee has no qualms with that; in 
fact, the concept she and Pfau cre¬ 
ated is intentionally fluid. 

Cee said that what made their 
entry unique was that they added a 
description of the project, and 
tried to describe what they saw the 
community center representing. 
“Imagine a flame, and transform 
that flame into a symbol of the 
community. It’s sort of like a 
match being struck,” she explained. 
“We literally tried to transform 
that into a symbol of the lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgender 
community and made a space in 
the building that’s like that.” 

So how did their concept 
evolve? From the beginning, Cee 
and Pfau looked at it as a building 
that would be a landmark. But 
there was more to it than that. 
“More importantly, it is for all 
people from our very diverse 
community to come together, yet 
retain their individual identities,” 
Cee said. 

The community center is 
planned as a building where many 
activities can be held simultane¬ 
ously. Community groups can 
hold meetings, performances can 
be held, resources can be shared.

Bear bar trannie Matt Rice

G rowing up in the Midwest 
in the 1970s, Mindy Lynn 
Rice had no idea she would 
end up making herself comfort¬ 
able becoming a man at a bear bar 
in San Francisco. 

She came out as a lesbian at age 
18, but at age 21 she started to deal 
with her male gender identity and 
decided to become a heterosexual 
man. She started taking hormones 
at 24, and now, at age 28, Matt 
Rice fits in pretty well at the Lone 
Star tending bar on weekends. 

Characterizing himself now as 
“bisexual but gay-identified,” Rice 
has learned that categorizing him¬ 
self isn’t important, but being 
comfortable with himself is. And 
after years of changes, he’s now 
comfortable. 

A student at San Francisco 
State University, Rice studies 
physiology and human sexuality, 
but he says he’s “already done all 
the homework.” 

He also works during the week 
at the Transgender Community 
Health Project in the San Francis¬ 
co Department of Public Health’s 
AIDS office. 

With his experience as a 
straight woman, a lesbian, a 
straight man, and now a gay man, 
Rice is naturally sensitive to and 
knowledgeable of the complicat¬ 
ed issues surrounding gender and 


sexual identity. 

“The one thing I’ve come to 
terms with is that my identity and 
who I’m attracted to is always 
going to change,” Rice said. “It’s 
not just because I’m a tranny that 
my orientation will change. Peo¬ 
ple change and grow throughout 
life, so why should people assume 
that their attractions will stay the 
same?” 

Rice had to deal with sexual 
orientation twice: once when he 
came out as a lesbian, and again 
when he decided, as a man, that 
he was gay. 

“Who you are and who you see 
yourself attracted to are two dif¬ 
ferent things,” Rice said. “After I 
started hormones, I started deal¬ 
ing with my attraction to men, 
and so I did. I had to confront my 
own homophobia all over again.” 

Since the “typical transsexual” 
is male-to-female and heterosex¬ 
ual, Rice says FTMs (female-to- 
male) have unique issues of their 
own to deal with. 

“It’s much easier to find male- 
to-females than FTMs,” he said. 
“You don’t notice them on the 
street as much, and there’s no bar 
where people of either sex go to 
pick up FTMs. So the cultures of 
MTFs and FTMs are really differ¬ 
ent. The only thing they have in 
common is that psychologists say 
they’re the same thing.” 

Rice’s boyfriend is also an FTM 
“tranny.” The support within that

relationship, and within the FTM 
community as a whole, has helped 
FTMs become more comfortable 
with themselves, Rice said. 

“There’s something about that 
sameness that’s very erotic,” he 
said. “I think that as FTMs have 
come together in recent years as a 
group of people and talk about 
our issues, we’ve realized that 
we’re also attracted to each other. 
Being able to eroticize your own 
image, there’s something power¬ 
ful about that.” 

Like 1,500 grandmothers 

That self-acceptance, or being 
able to see yourself as attractive, is 
something that’s also come for 
Rice - ironically enough - work¬ 
ing weekends at the Lone Star, a

'Old dyke' Pat Durham

E ven before she was appoint¬ 
ed to the Commission on 
Aging (COA) last March, 
70-year-old lesbian member Pat 
Durham has understood the 
needs of aging lesbians and gays 
first-hand. 

Well-known for her previous 
work with Gay and Lesbian Out¬ 
reach To Elders (GLOE), Old Les¬ 
bian Organizing Committee 
(OLOC), and other groups, 
Durham said that she decided to 
apply for a seat on the COA after 
being urged by a variety of les¬ 
bians and other community lead¬ 
ers, including pioneering activists 
Del Martin and Phyllis Lyon. 

“The reason I wanted to do it 
was that no one was standing up 
for the needs of lesbians and gays,” 
Durham said. “I wanted to make 
sure that we weren’t ignored.” 

Isolation and ignorance, 
though, are two realities that les¬ 
bian and gay seniors may face as a 
daily reality - along with other 
health, housing and other issues 
related to aging. 

That’s in addition to the life¬ 
long stigma of homosexual orien¬ 
tation that often affects pre- 
Stonewall elderly gay or lesbian 
individuals intensely. For many 
that stigma included the closet,

the loss of jobs, social isolation, 
and forced psychiatric institution¬ 
alization and “treatment.” 

Durham realized that she was 
a lesbian only after she ended a 
“mostly happy” 20-year marriage 
and had raised three children. Her 
former husband was the director 
of Glide Foundation, and through 
her involvement with Glide dur¬ 
ing the early ’70s, she met Lyon 
and Martin and long-time gay 
civil rights attorney Herb Don¬ 
aldson, who is now a San Francis¬ 
co Municipal Court judge. 

“They were the first gay people 
I ever met. They were all wonder-

LGADDA's Ron Hypolite

¥ ou could almost hear Ron 
Hypolite sigh. After all, he 
was supposed to have had a 
co-chair last August when he as¬ 
sumed the leadership role of Les¬ 
bians and Gays of African Descent 
for Democratic Action (LGAD¬ 
DA). In April, he briefly had a co¬ 
chair, but she has since resigned, 
leaving Hypolite as the chair of the 
political club. It might not have 
been so much work, had LGADDA 
not been so busy. But it has been 
an exciting year for the group. 

“I tried to build a lot of bridges 
with other African-American 
groups in San Francisco,” Hypolite 
told the BA.R. “Our ties to die San 
Francisco lesbian and gay commu¬ 
nity run pretty deep, but there’s a 
lot of homophobia in the African- 
American community. Oftentimes, 
people who would be supportive 
... well, we don’t make contacts. I 
wanted to test the waters.” 

Hypolite and the core group of 
LGADDA members have started 
to do that; it is hoped that such 
bridge-building will continue 
under the new co-chairs, who will 
be elected in August. 

One such example took place 
last year when LGADDA joined 
with many other groups, includ¬ 
ing Californians for Justice, and 
Angry White Men for Affirmative 
Action, and worked to defeat 
Proposition 209. Unfortunately, 
the ballot measure passed, but 
positive connections were made, 
and LGADDA had reached be¬ 
yond its traditional base. 

“We had an event at Josie’s 
Juice Joint - it was our first one 
there, and we raised $1,000,” he 
said. “We worked closely with 
[Service Employees International 
Union] Local 250 and Pride at 
Work and passed out flyers at the 
Castro Street Fair. I felt good con¬ 
tacts were made.” 

Maintaining those contacts is 
something LGADDA members 
need to do, Hypolite believes. “The 
African-American community 
needs to learn to work together.” 
What prompted the formation

of LGADDA? It depends who you 
talk to, said Hypolite. It started 
during the 1990 San Francisco 
mayoral race that Frank Jordan 
won. African-American members 
of the Harvey Milk Lesbian/Gay/ 
Bisexual Democratic Club started 
to get unhappy. 

“It was a very divisive election, 
and prompted members to walk 
out and create LGADDA,” said 
Hypolite. 

Some heavy political figures 
have been associated with LGAD¬ 
DA in the past, and that has re¬ 
sulted in what Hypolite sees as one 
of the club’s ongoing challenges: 
accountability. Those political fig¬ 
ures became synonymous with 
LGADDA, he said, and that sent a 
message to the gay community as 
well as other groups. 

“They’re given a lot more cred¬ 
it for the image of LGADDA than 
is realistic. I don’t think we have 
been as hampered by that this 
year as in the past,” Hypolite said. 

The year has also brought in¬ 
ternal changes. Next month, Hy¬ 
polite expects LGADDA to vote to 
allow bisexual and transgender 
members of the African-Ameri¬ 
can community to join. The 
group’s by-laws specifically men¬ 
tioned gays and lesbians, he said, 
adding they were revised this year. 

With about 120 members and 
supporters, LGADDA is always 
looking for people who are inter¬

said. “The counseling role seemed 
to be what I wanted to get into.” 

Ozella has worked in a few dif¬ 
ferent counseling roles and has 
now been in career counseling for 
a year and a half. Since work is 
one-third of our lives and one- 
half of our conscious time, Ozella 
said it’s important to get work 
that matches one’s personality. 

The career counseling process 
can take up to two or three 
months, in which time clients can 
use a set of tools to assess their 
own personality, interests, prefer¬ 
ences, and motivated skills. Com¬ 
bined with work history and other 
biographical information, this 
gives clients a well-rounded pic¬ 
ture of themselves. The counselor 
then works with clients to deter¬ 
mine fields to pursue, write re¬ 
sumes, and prepare for interviews. 

Of the commonly used voca¬ 
tional tools in assessing someone’s 
personality, Ozella said he thinks a 
“values-driven work inventory” is 
especially important for his gay 
and lesbian clients because it is re¬ 


lated to issues they face in the 
work environment and in rela¬ 
tionships with co-workers. 

“A lot of us have come to San 
Francisco to be out and about,” he 
said. “That’s the one area that’s of 
critical importance to gay and les¬ 
bian people more than others.” 

Advances in HIV and AIDS 
treatments have brought more 
clients with HIV reentering the 
work force as well. Ozella said 
these clients have a special need to 
find a good career fit, not just help 
with resume-writing and coach¬ 
ing for job interviews. 

“One thing that’s disappoint¬ 
ing is that some [employment] 
agencies are providing those post¬ 
assessment services without doing 
the assessment of someone’s per¬ 
sonality,” Ozella said. “That as¬ 
sessment piece is so much more 
critical with them, in that they 
don’t want to get into a position 
where they’ll be overly stressed or 
get burned out.” 

Ozella said he thought career 
counseling is important for any¬ 
one who’s not especially happy in 
their job. 

“The two great issues of life are 
love and work,” he said. “I don’t deal 
with the love side, but I can help 
people deal with the work side.” 

Ozella meets with clients usu¬ 
ally for an hour, about once a 
week, for a total of eight sessions 
altogether. Although he guides the 
process, he said he puts the power 
in the clients’ hands. 

“I think some people might be 
afraid of the process,” he said. 
“They’re afraid of increasing their 
self-understanding, and they 
might think this will expose them 
to their own limitations. 

“But it increases your self-es¬ 
teem and self-acceptance. ” ▼

J ohn Ozella is a man who 
likes his job - and he should. 
As a self-employed career 
counselor, he works to help other 
people find jobs that they like. 
And he does it not by simply help¬ 
ing them comb the classifieds or 
rewrite their resumes, but 
through a process of self-analysis 
and decision-making to help 
clients figure out what kinds of 
jobs are right for them. 

Living near the Castro, he spe¬ 
cializes in gay and lesbian clients, 
mid-life clients, and clients with 
disabilities.

I ’ve always wanted to be a par¬ 
ent,” Daniel Lentz says. About 
four years ago the openly gay 
San Francisco man got the oppor¬ 
tunity to show he meant it, and 
he’s more than happy with how it 
turned out. 

“I thought about adoption and 
went to a parenting seminar,” the 
44-year-old Lentz recently told 
the Bay Area Reporter. While he 
was there, he saw information 
about Aspira Foster and Family 
Services, a therapeutic foster care 
agency that serves children who 
have been removed from their 
homes because of abuse or ne¬ 
glect. He gave a call to the foster 
care agency and has helped five 
children who have been placed 
with him. 

Four of the children Lentz has

learned, too. By remaining com¬ 
posed, Lentz gained their respect, 
and they would allow him to par¬ 
ent them more.

opened his home to still live 
there, nOw ranging in age from 
nine to 18. 

Lentz said his experience 
growing up gay in the conserva¬ 


tive South has helped him em¬ 
pathize with discrimination faced 
by foster children. 

Like the children who live with 
him, Lentz grew up with the fear 
of people knowing the truth 
about him. He said that as a re¬ 
sult, he advises his children to be 
truthful, both with themselves 
and the people in their lives. He 
believes that living a truthful life 
leads to more peace of mind. 

What has Lentz learned after 
four years of being a single parent? 
He said the most important things 
are that patience and understand¬ 
ing are two keys to being an effec¬ 
tive parent. His foster children 
have, at times, acted out toward 
him while in public, and at first, 
Lentz said, he took it personally. 

As time went on, though, he 
understood why the children were 
exhibiting these behaviors; today, 
such incidents no longer upset 
him. And his children have 


A lthough it may at first seem 
oxymoronic to be both gay 
and Republican, there’s no 
obvious paradox to Scott Furman, 
president of the gay GOP club Log 
Cabin Republican Club of San 
Francisco. Furman told the B.A.R. 
he believes individual responsibil¬ 
ity and freedom are the central 
tents of being a Republican.

Chris Smith wants to build a village

I hate the word acceptance,” says 
Christopher Smith. “If some¬ 
one farts on the bus, you ac¬ 
cept their stink. I don’t want that.” 
What the 33-year-old newly ap¬ 
pointed Program Director of the 
Brothers Network really wants is 
social change, and though that 
may be a tall order, the Network, 
whose purpose is to disseminate 


AIDS-prevention information 
amongst African-American gay, 
bisexual, and transgender men, 
may just be the perfect means 
with which to realize that goal. 

Smith thinks that for the 
longest time the “face of AIDS was 
a 98 pound white man.” HIV edu¬ 
cation, he says, was developed by 
gay white men who saw the im¬ 
mediacy of the problem and 
found ways to get the word out. 
However, for many black men, in 


particular those who don’t identi¬ 
fy as gay, there was the perception 
that “this was not for them.” 

Smith explains that black gay 
men are constantly juggling iden¬ 
tities. “A lot of my black friends 
are like, ‘Okay, you are gay. That’s 
cool. But don’t be too gay.’ In the 
larger gay community it’s like, 
‘Okay you are black, but don’t be 
too black.’ Brothers Network is 
trying to create a safe space where 
black men can come and be gay, 
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International Center 
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whatever that means to you. We 
don’t have to understand people, 
we just have to love them. As gay 
black men, we are not going to 
find our reflection in the media, 
so we need to look at one another 
to be our reflection.” 

That is why the Brothers Net¬ 
work can’t just settle for passing 
out condoms. “People need to in¬ 
vest themselves back into the 
community,” says Smith emphat¬ 
ically. To this end, Brothers is 
changing its name to A New Vil¬ 
lage, which is taken from the old 
Ethiopian proverb about it taking 
a village to solve a problem. Fur¬ 
thermore, Smith wants to take his 
message directly to the black com¬ 
munity, into homes, to parents, 
and to churches. 

“We need to do this in order to 
help people understand how they 
are sometimes unwittingly com- 
plicit in the AIDS epidemic. Ho¬ 
mophobic environments make it 
difficult for people to be honest 
and to ask for support,” says 
Smith, who used to be a married 
Southern Baptist minister. “After

all, no matter what you have done 
or who you are, you can always go 
back to the black community 
church.” Then he adds dryly, “Un¬ 
less you are gay.” 

Ultimately, Smith wants to build 
a new village, one that becomes “a 
national model for community or¬ 
ganizing, so that when we say ‘gay 
bisexual transgender black com¬ 
munity,’ we are really talking about 
a community and not just a bunch 
of floating parts.” ▼

where he’s tended bar for four 
years. 

“When I started working there, 
I’d only been on hormones for 
three months,” he said. “So the 
customers were asking, ‘What’s 
this dyke doing working here?”’ 

Rice said his welcome wasn’t 
warm from many patrons of the 
bar, but they’ve been more ac¬ 
cepting of him as he’s become 
more “manly.” 

“Some of those people have 
come around as I’ve been on the 
hormones longer,” he said. “It’s 
like having 1,500 grandmothers 


coming up to you, pinching your 
cheek, and saying, ‘Oh great, 
you’re really looking like a man 
now!’” 

Rice said the Lone Star is 
where he figured out he was gay, 
and where he learned to socialize 
as a gay man.

Having gay 
men and leather men as role 
models has allowed me to ques¬ 
tion a lot of traditional things 
about masculinity that don’t fit 
with my body.” ▼

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ful people. It was a very exciting 
time,” she said. 

Now Durham says that while 
staff may be lesbian- and gay- 
friendly in local senior services 
programs, it is unfortunately true 
that lesbian and gay people in in¬ 
stitutional environments, senior 
housing developments, or nurs¬ 
ing homes often “cannot be who 


they really are.” 

A particular concern for 
Durham is the plight of old les¬ 
bians— not just in San Francisco, 
but around the entire country. 

Although social service 
providers may be aware of the 
needs of elderly lesbians and gays, 
advocating for such clients may 
be difficult. 

“Ageism is hard on many old

jg n the world’s most populous 
i country, Gary Wusheng Wu’s 
i is a lonely voice. It’s not that 
there aren’t any homosexuals in 
China, but Wu is one of the only 
ones who can be called a gay 
rights activist. 

“Most people in China don’t 
even know what homosexuality 
is,” says Wu, 28, who is one of the 
marshals in this year’s Gay Pride 
Parade. That’s ironic, because 
same-sex love is very much a part 
of Chinese cultural history. It was 
dubbed “the passion of the cut 
sleeve” after the famous story of 
the Han emperor who cut off his 
sleeve so as not to disturb his 
sleeping male lover stretched out 
across it. “But in the 16th century, 
when more and more foreigners 
came to Eastern countries and 
brought Christianity and other 
ideas into China,” says Wu, “peo¬ 
ple began to think of homosexu¬ 
ality as a sin.” As a consequence, 
says Wu, there is “no information 
today in China about gay issues.” 

Wu discovered as much in 
1993 when he started to write ar¬ 
ticles about gay life in China and 
discovered there was little infor¬ 
mation to be found on the sub¬ 
ject, especially after World War II. 
He ended up going on a 15-city 
tour of China in which he spoke 
with gay men and women about 
their lives. The results of that 
journey eventually came out in 
Taiwan as the book Black Souls 
from Under the Red Sun. In anoth¬ 
er book, We Do Exist!, published 
in Hong Kong in 1996,22 Chinese 
gay men, lesbians, and bisexuals 
tell their stories. 

In addition to his books, Wu has 
also made a video, Darkness Before 
Dawn/Comrades, which has been 
shown in film festivals all over the 
world. Wu feels his activism is im¬ 
portant because “we need to know 
the history.” But documenting this 
history has not been without peril. 
Wu’s activism has attracted a fair 
amount of media attention in 
Hong Kong and Taiwan, and when 
a Hong Kong television station in¬ 
terviewed him, his parents saw the 
program and were both “surprised 
and upset.” Eventually, says Wu, his 
parents became more understand-

ing, but the police have been less 
comprehending. During the Inter¬ 
national Women’s Conference in 
Beijing last year, Wu helped orga¬ 
nize a lesbian disco night that was 
attended by over 400 people. “The 
next day the police came,” remem¬ 
bers Wu. “They asked: Why did I 
organize the party, what was I 
doing, and whether I wanted to go 
to Tiananmen Square to demon¬ 
strate? So I was jailed for 13 days. 
When the conference finished, I 
was released.” 

The presence of activists like 
Wu in Beijing runs counter to the 
government position that homo¬ 
sexuality and AIDS are both West¬ 
ern exports. But Wu claims that 
while gay identity as we know it in 
the West may not exist in China, 
men pick up men in parks and 
public washrooms. Most cities 
also have a wall with newspapers 
that disclose information about 
where men can meet other men. 
Still, the social pressure put on 
men to get married is hard to re¬ 
sist, and owing to a housing short¬ 
age, most unmarried men and 
women are forced to live with 
their families. Only married peo¬ 
ple can get their own apartments, 
which means there is little or no 
privacy for most single people. 

While gay men at least have 
their cruising spots, lesbians have 
it much harder. “In many Eastern 
countries, things are unfair for 
women,” Wu says. “In Chinese 
history, a man can have many 
wives, but lesbians are very closed 
among themselves. It’s very hard 
to meet and find lesbians. They 
don’t have parks and public toilets 
fin which] to meet.” ▼

ested in working for social justice 
of African-American lesbians and 
gays, he added. 

One of Hypolite’s pet projects 
has been the formation of a schol¬ 
arship fund. One fundraiser has 
already been held, and more are 
planned this year. About $500 has 
been raised so far for the college 
scholarships. 

Last December, a record crowd 
of 200 filled the Koret Auditorium 
at the New Main Library: gays, 
straights, blacks, and whites came 
together for what Hypoiite consid¬ 
ers one of LGADDA’s shining mo¬ 


ments. Together with the library’s 
African-American and gay and les¬ 
bian centers, LGADDA presented 
a Kwanzaa celebration. The spiri¬ 
tual, joyous, African-American 
event even managed to raise $600 
for LGADDA - despite being a free 
public event, Hypoiite recalled. 

“We had 28 community-based 
organizations there, and they 
weren’t all gay and lesbian. There 
were heterosexuals on stage; a 
black Baptist minister gave the in¬ 
vocation. Supervisor Amos 
Brown was there. Nine entertain¬ 
ers were straight. It was my moth¬ 
er’s first gay/lesbian event,” said 
Hypoiite. “For me, it was an op¬ 
portunity to show what we can do 
when we work together.” ▼

Bay Area Rowing Club has a good row

troke! Stroke!” The sound is 
I familiar to any fan of British 
! public school dramas. The 
crew team, and its fashion appro- 
priators, carry an air of Ivy League 
elitism and favorite scenes from the 
classic gay film Another Country. 

Not so with the Bay Area Row¬ 
ing Club, a diverse group of expe¬ 
rienced and novice rowers who 
meet regularly for the invigorat¬ 
ing and sometimes exhausting 
sport of rowing. The only similar¬ 
ity would be the scenery, and the 
gay and lesbian content of the 
boats. Yet the Bay Area Rowing 
Team swiftly glides across the ex¬ 
panse of Lake Merritt with the 
ease of the ducks and other birds 
that glide the waters. They ap¬ 
proach aquatic flight, if there is 
such a thing. 

According to one of the team’s 
organizers, Varick Pelton, the Bay 
Area Rowing Club was organized 
about a year and a half ago. With 
about 25 members, nine of them 
women, they manage to have full 
practices, despite the usual two or 
three no-shows on any day. But 
they’re always looking for new 
members at any level. Some are 
members of Team San Francisco. 
So far, about eight team members 
are planning on competing at Gay 
Games V in Amsterdam. 

Oakland’s Lake Merritt Row¬ 
ing Club sometimes works out 
with them during their Wednes¬ 
day evening and Saturday after¬ 
noon workouts. In fact, most Bay 
Area Rowing Clubbers are also 
members of the Lake Merritt 
Rowing Club, another group that 
meets regularly in Oakland. 

When asked what other sports 
team members enjoy, Pelton said 
they don’t need any, since “rowing 
happens to be about the best form 
of exercise you can possibly do. It 
involves the entire body.” The ex¬ 
tensive motion of pulling oars not 
only stretches every muscle in the 
upper body, particularly the lats 
and abs, but the seats accommo¬ 
date motion of the legs as well. 
Combine that with the thrill and 
beauty of jetting around on water 
in the great outdoors, and you’ve 
got a sport that’s a favorite to 
many. 

Some team members are new 
to rowing, such as amiable Joe 
D’Armiento, a trainer originally 
from the Bronx who got into row¬ 
ing at New Jersey’s Rutgers Uni¬ 
versity. Like others, he sought a 
more “team-oriented outlet” for 
his numerous physical interests. 

Pelton competed on the Varsi¬ 
ty team at University of Massa¬ 
chusetts, where he came out over 
the course of his two years there. 
“I was recruited on a college cam¬ 
pus,” he said of his experience, 
and began seriously rowing with 
BARC in the last year. Almost ten 
members of the Bay Area Rowing 
Club have competed in high 
school or college.

H ow does a born-again evan¬ 
gelical Christian metamor- 
phosize into an out and 
proud gay singer/songwriter? Ask 
Jallen Rix, composer, performer, 
keyboardist, and a pretty good case 
for man’s ability to reinvent himself. 

Rix grew up in the Bay Area, 
went to school in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, and lived that born-again 
lifestyle.

Howard Wallace works with pride

% his Sunday, June 29 at noon, 
while many San Francisco 
gays and lesbians will be

marching and celebrating a day 
away from work, gay labor ac¬ 
tivists will be marching to show 
Pride at Work. That group, for¬ 
merly called “Gay and Lesbian 
labor Alliance,” will have a march¬ 
ing contingent in the Pride Parade. 

Pride at Work’s march-within- 
a-march for “strength and visibil¬ 
ity in the workplace” will focus on 
the need for universal healthcare 
coverage, the end of discrimina¬ 
tion based on HIV status or sexu¬ 
al orientation, our right to be out 
and proud in the workplace, the 
passage of ENDA (Employment 
Non-Discrimination Act), the or¬ 
ganization of the gay workplace, 
the enforcement of the domestic 
partner law and many other issues. 

Pride at Work is a national or¬ 
ganization of union members 
formed three years ago at the time 
of the lesbian/gay march on the 
United Nations. Their goal is to 
build mutual support between the 
gay and lesbian labor community 
and labor unions. 

Anyone who is not straight is 
still in danger of being fired from 
a job simply because of his or her 
sexual orientation, according to 
Pride at Work co-chair Howard 
Wallace. Since the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment does not provide job se¬ 
curity for queers, unionization is 
not simply an asset, it is often a 
necessity. Through unions, pro¬ 
tection acts can be passed, en¬ 
abling one to focus on the job at 
hand instead of worrying about 
being “found out.” 

Wallace, 60, has been an orga¬ 
nizer with the 40,000-member

healthcare worker’s union Local 
250 since 1989. With a 30-year 
record of San Francisco rank-and- 
file labor activism, he sits on the ex¬ 
ecutive board of the San Francisco 
Labor Council and the board of di¬ 
rectors of the progressive Vanguard 
Foundation. Fie co-chairs the group 
with Nancy Wohlforth, who is also 
on the Labor Council and the State 
Federation of Labor Councils. 

Wallace urges everyone who 
cares about queer employment 
rights to come armed with signs 
and banners and join the march for 
freedom. Job protection is already 
long overdue, he says, and it is our 
responsibility to support one an¬ 
other. “An injury to one,” the rally¬ 
ing cry goes, “is an injury to all.” ▼

L isa Capaldini, M.D. has 
been in private practice as 
an internist specializing in 
home care, bioethics, AIDS, and 
the treatment of psychiatric dis¬ 
ease since she completed her resi¬ 
dency in Internal Medicine in 
1986. She is an Associate Clinical 
Professor of Medicine at UCSF 
Medical School, and has spoken at 
medical conferences throughout 
the country on the spiritual as¬ 
pects of healthcare as well as var¬ 
ious aspects of AIDS treatment 
and prevention. The 41-year-old 
physician holds an M.D. from 
UCSF, a Master’s in Public Health 
from UC Berkeley, and a B.A. in 
the History of Ideas from 
Williams College. Capaldini’s 
Castro Street office places her in 
the physical heart of the commu¬ 
nity, and her position as an out 
lesbian physician places her 
smack in the center of its psychic 
heart. 

I recently met with Capaldini 
for an interview. Although I came 
prepared with a long list of ques¬ 
tions, the physician’s typically 
comprehensive perspective meant 
we never got beyond my first 
query, What is ailing our commu¬ 
nity? 

Thusly: 

“I’d like to turn that around 
and say what is healthy about our 
community. I think in the West-

ern medical model the problem is 
that we’ve become too disease-fo¬ 
cused. We don’t look at how we 
have managed to overcome adver¬ 
sity. How many communities 
could survive the various holo¬ 
causts we’ve been through, in ad¬ 
dition to the personal challenges 
and tragedies that each of us has 
faced growing up in a homopho¬ 
bic culture? When I spend time 
with people from our community. 


I feel grateful to be living in this 
struggling, marginalized, alive 
world. Of course, there are prob¬ 
lems with our community, but 
these problems should be identi¬ 
fied and dealt with. They should¬ 
n’t necessarily define us. 

“Substance abuse is a big prob¬ 
lem. People in pain have a lot of 
different ways of dealing with 
their pain. Traditionally, lesbian 
and gay people have been covert¬ 
ly or overtly excluded from many 
spiritual institutions, like orga¬ 
nized religion, so it makes sense, 
on a practical level, that people 
turn to drugs and alcohol. These 
things have obvious negative side- 
effects: addiction keeps people 
from growing, and in some cir¬ 
cumstances leads to HIV infec¬ 
tion. 

“The other big thing that ails 
our community is how we define 
ourselves. How do we make sure 
that the way we define ourselves 
includes everybody, encourages 
growth, and not defensiveness 
and rebellion? 

“I think community is a 
process rather than a thing, and 
it’s one of those processes that 
makes community more likely to 
happen. I have this fantasy of hav¬ 
ing a lesbian and gay welcome 
wagon, so that when people come 
to town they’d get lists of gay- 
friendly businesses, gay-friendly 
dentists, plumbers, gay Sierrans, 
so that people can instantly plug 
in to what they need. 

“I would love to have a sense of 
a place that holds us together in a 
way that is more day-to-day than 
the parade, which only happens 
once a year.” ▼

is friendly and disarming, the 
team hopes to seriously improve 
their skills. Said Pelton, “We’d love 
to find more people with college 
experience,” but they, like other 
gay and lesbian teams, find a bal¬ 
ance between hard-edged compe¬ 
tition and social outlet. 

Although they don’t know 
how the competition is shaping 
up globally, Pelton mentioned 
other gay and lesbian teams in 
Washington DC, LA, and Seattle. 
“I know there are big East Coast 
competitions, and West Coast 
ones, but not much in the mid¬ 
dle.” 


But is there an upper-class 
stigma associated with the sport? 
“Maybe people think that, but I 
don’t think it’s true,” Pelton said. 
“It’s more accessible than people 
would think.” 

Further proof of the rowing 
club’s accessibility and lack of 
snob appeal is their easy access. 
BARC’s annual membership fee is 
only $18 a year, which is pro¬ 
rated. They meet twice a week at 
the Lake Merritt boat house in 
Oakland, which is a convenient 
four blocks from the Lake Merritt 
BART stop. T

CONTRAINDICATIONS: CYTOVENE-IV and CYTOVENE are contraindicated in patients with hypersensitivity to 
ganciclovir or acyclovir. 

WARNINGS: Hematologic: CYTOVENE-IV and CYTOVENE should not be administered if the absolute neu¬ 
trophil count is less than 500 cells/pL or the platelet count is less than 25,000 celis/pL. Granulocytopenia 
(neutropenia), anemia and thrombocytopenia have been observed in patients treated with CYTOVENE-IV and 
CYTOVENE. The frequency and severity of these events vary widely in different patient populations (see 
ADVERSE EVENTS section). CYTOVENE-IV and CYTOVENE should, therefore, be used with caution in patients 
with pre-existing cytopenias or with a history of cytopenic reactions to other drugs, chemicals or irradiation. 
Granulocytopenia usually occurs during the first or second week of treatment but may occur at any time during 
treatment. Cell counts usually begin to recover within 3 to 7 days of discontinuing drug. Colony-stimulating fac¬ 
tors have been shown to increase neutrophil and white blood cell counts in patients receiving CYTOVENE-IV solu¬ 
tion for treatment of CMV retinitis. Impairment of Fertility: Animal data indicate that administration of ganciclovir 
causes inhibition of spermatogenesis and subsequent infertility. These effects were reversible at lower doses and 
irreversible at higher doses (see Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis and Impairment of Fertility in PRECAUTIONS sec¬ 
tion). Although data in humans have not been obtained regarding this effect, it is considered probable that ganci¬ 
clovir at the recommended doses causes temporary or permanent inhibition of spermatogenesis. Animal data 
also indicate that suppression of fertility in females may occur. Teratogenesis: Because of the mutagenic and ter¬ 
atogenic potential of ganciclovir, women of childbearing potential should be advised to use effective contraception 
during treatment. Similarly, men should be advised to practice barrier contraception during and for at least 90 
days following treatment with CYTOVENE-IV or CYTOVENE (see Pregnancy: Category C). 

PRECAUTIONS: General: In clinical studies with CYTOVENE-IV, the maximum single dose administered was 6 
mg/kg by intravenous infusion over 1 hour. Larger doses have resulted in increased toxicity. It is likely that more 
rapid infusions would also result in increased toxicity (see OVERDOSAGE section). Administration of CYTOVENE-IV 
solution should be accompanied by adequate hydration. Initially reconstituted solutions of CYTOVENE-IV have a 
high pH (pH 11). Despite further dilution in intravenous fluids, phlebitis and/or pain may occur at the site of intra¬ 
venous infusion. Care must be taken to infuse solutions containing CYTOVENE-IV only into veins with adequate 
blood flow to permit rapid dilution and distribution (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION section in complete 
product information). Since ganciclovir is excreted by the kidneys, normal clearance depends on adequate renal 
function. IF RENAL FUNCTION IS IMPAIRED, DOSAGE ADJUSTMENTS ARE REQUIRED FOR CYTOVENE-IV AND 
SHOULD BE CONSIDERED FOR CYTOVENE CAPSULES. Such adjustments should be based on measured or esti¬ 
mated creatinine clearance values, (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION section). 

Information lor Patients: All patients should be informed that the major toxicities of ganciclovir are granulocy¬ 
topenia (neutropenia), anemia and thrombocytopenia and that dose modifications may be required, including dis¬ 
continuation. The importance of close monitoring of blood counts while on therapy should be emphasized. 
Patients should be informed that ganciclovir has been associated with elevations in serum creatinine. Patients 
should be instructed to take CYTOVENE capsules with food to maximize bioavailability. Patients should be advised 
that ganciclovir has caused decreased sperm production in animals and may cause infertility in humans. Women 
of childbearing potential should be advised that ganciclovir causes birth defects in animals and should not be used 
during pregnancy. Women of childbearing potential should be advised to use effective contraception during treat¬ 
ment with CYTOVENE-IV or CYTOVENE. Similarly, men should be advised to practice barrier contraception during 
and for at least 90 days following treatment with CYTOVENE-IV or CYTOVENE. Patients should be advised that 
ganciclovir causes tumors in animals. Although there is no information from human studies, ganciclovir should 
be considered a potential carcinogen. All HIV+ Patients: these patients may be receiving zidovudine (Retrovir). 
Patients should be counseled that treatment with both ganciclovir and zidovudine simultaneously may not be tol¬ 
erated by some patients and may result in severe granulocytopenia (neutropenia). Patients with AIDS may be re¬ 
ceiving didanosine (Videx). Patients should be counseled that concomitant treatment with both ganciclovir and di- 
danosine can cause didanosine serum concentrations to be significantly increased. HIV+ Patients with CMV 
Retinitis: Ganciclovir is not a cure for CMV retinitis, and immunocompromised patients may continue to experi¬ 
ence progression of retinitis during or following treatment. Patients should be advised to have ophthalmologic fol¬ 
low-up examinations at a minimum of every 4 to 6 weeks while being treated with CYTOVENE-IV or CYTOVENE. 
Some patients will require more frequent follow-up. Transplant Recipients: Transplant recipients should be coun¬ 
seled regarding the high frequency of impaired renal function in transplant recipients who received CYTOVENE-IV 
solution in controlled clinical trials, particularly in patients receiving concomitant administration of nephrotoxic 
agents such as cyclosporine and amphotericin B. Although the specific mechanism of this toxicity, which in most 
cases was reversible, has not been determined, the higher rate of renal impairment in patients receiving 
CYTOVENE-IV solution compared with those who received placebo in the same trials may indicate that 
CYTOVENE-IV played a significant role. 

Laboratory Testing: Due to the frequency of neutropenia, anemia and thrombocytopenia in patients receiving 
CYTOVENE-IV and CYTOVENE (see ADVERSE EVENTS section), it is recommended that complete blood counts 
and platelet counts be performed frequently, especially in patients in whom ganciclovir or other nucleoside ana¬ 
logues have previously resulted in leukopenia or in whom neutrophil counts are less than 1000 cells^jL at the be¬ 
ginning of treatment. Increased serum creatinine levels have been observed in trials evaluating both CYTOVENE-IV 
and CYTOVENE. Patients should have serum creatinine or creatinine clearance values monitored carefully to allow 
for dosage adjustments in renally impaired patients (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION section). 

Drug Interactions: Didanosine: At an oral dose of 1000 mg of CYTOVENE every 8 hours and didanosine, 200 mg 
every 12 hours, the steady-state didanosine AUCo- 12 increased 111 ± 114% (range: 10% to 493%) when didano¬ 
sine was administered either 2 hours prior to or concurrent with administration of CYTOVENE (n=12 patients, 23 
observations). A decrease in steady-state ganciclovir AUC of 21 ± 17% (range: -44% to 5%) was observed when 
didanosine was administered 2 hours prior to administration of CYTOVENE, but ganciclovir AUC was not affected 
by the presence of didanosine when the two drugs were administered simultaneously (n=12). There were no sig¬ 
nificant changes in renal clearance for either drug. When the standard intravenous ganciclovir induction dose (5 
mg/kg infused over 1 hour every 12 hours) was coadministered with didanosine at a dose of 200 mg orally every 
12 hours, the steady-state didanosine AUCo -12 increased 70 ± 40% (range: 3% to 121 %, n=11) and C ma * increased 
49 ± 48% (range: -28% to 125%). In a separate study, when the standard intravenous ganciclovir maintenance 
dose (5 mg/kg infused over 1 hour every 24 hours) was coadministered with didanosine at a dose of 200 mg oral¬ 
ly every 12 hours, didanosine AUCo -12 increased 50 ± 26% (range: 22% to 110%, n=11) and C ma x increased 36 ± 
36% (range: -27% to 94%) over the first didanosine dosing interval. Didanosine plasma concentrations (AUC 12-24) 
were unchanged during the dosing intervals when ganciclovir was not coadministered. Ganciclovir pharmacoki¬ 
netics were not affected by didanosine. In neither study were there significant changes in the renal clearance of ei¬ 
ther drug. Zidovudine: At an oral dose of 1000 mg of CYTOVENE every 8 hours, mean steady-state ganciclovir 
AUCo- 8 decreased 17 ± 25% (range: -52% to 23%) in the presence of zidovudine, 100 mg every 4 hours (n=12). 
Steady-state zidovudine AUC 0-4 increased 19 ± 27% (range: -11% to 74%) in the presence of ganciclovir. Since 
both zidovudine and ganciclovir have the potential to cause neutropenia and anemia, some patients may not toler¬ 
ate concomitant therapy with these drugs at full dosage. Probenecid: At an oral dose of 1000 mg of CYTOVENE 
every 8 hours (n=10), ganciclovir AUCo-a increased 53 ± 91% (range: -14% to 299%) in the presence of 
probenecid, 500 mg every 6 hours. Renal clearance of ganciclovir decreased 22 ± 20% (range: -54% to -4%), 
which is consistent with an interaction involving competition for renal tubular secretion. Imipenem-cilastatin: 
Generalized seizures have been reported in patients who received ganciclovir and imipenem-cilastatin. These drugs 
should not be used concomitantly unless the potential benefits outweigh the risks. Other Medications: It is possible

that drugs that inhibit replication of rapidly dividing cell populations such as bone marrow, spermatogonia and 
germinal layers of skin and gastrointestinal mucosa may have additive toxicity when administered concomitantly 
with ganciclovir. Therefore, drugs such as dapsone, pentamidine, flucytosine, vincristine, vinblastine, adriamycin, 
amphotericin B, trimethoprim/sulfamethoxazole combinations or other nucleoside analogues, should be consid¬ 
ered for concomitant use with ganciclovir only if the potential benefits are judged to outweigh the risks. No formal 
drug interaction studies of CYTOVENE-IV or CYTOVENE and drugs commonly used in transplant recipients have 
been conducted. Increases in serum creatinine were observed in patients treated with CYTOVENE-IV plus either 
cyclosporine or amphotericin B, drugs with known potential for nephrotoxicity (see ADVERSE EVENTS section). 
In a retrospective analysis of 93 liver allograft recipients receiving ganciclovir (5 mg/kg infused over 1 hour every 
12 hours) and oral cyclosporine (at therapeutic doses), there was no evidence of an effect on cyclosporine whole 
blood concentrations. 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis*: Ganciclovir was carcinogenic in the mouse at oral doses of 20 and 1000 
mg/kg/day (approximately 0.1 x and 1.4x, respectively, the mean drug exposure in humans following the recom¬ 
mended intravenous dose of 5 mg/kg, based on area under the plasma concentration curve [AUC] comparisons). 
At the dose of 1000 mg/kg/day there was a significant increase in the incidence of tumors of the preputial gland in 
males, forestomach (nonglandular mucosa) in males and females, and reproductive tissues (ovaries, uterus, 
mammary gland, clitoral gland and vagina) and liver in females. At the dose of 20 mg/kg/day, a slightly increased 
incidence of tumors was noted in the preputial and harderian glands in males, forestomach in males and females, 
and liver in females. No carcinogenic effect was observed in mice administered ganciclovir at 1 mg/kg/day (esti¬ 
mated as 0.01 x the human dose based on AUC comparison). Except for histiocytic sarcoma of the liver, ganci¬ 
clovir-induced tumors were generally of epithelial or vascular origin. Although the preputial and clitoral glands, 
forestomach and harderian glands of mice do not have human counterparts, ganciclovir should be considered a 
potential carcinogen in humans. Ganciclovir increased mutations in mouse lymphoma cells and DNA damage in 
human lymphocytes in vitro at concentrations between 50 to 500 and 250 to 2000 pg/mL, respectively. In the 
mouse micronucleus assay, ganciclovir was clastogenic at doses of 150 and 500 mg/kg (IV) (2.8 to lOx human 
exposure based on AUC) but not 50 mg/kg (exposure approximately comparable to the human based on AUC). 
Ganciclovir was not mutagenic in the Ames Salmonella assay at concentrations of 500 to 5000 pg/mL. 
Impairment of Fertility*: Ganciclovir caused decreased mating behavior, decreased fertility, and an increased in¬ 
cidence of embryolethality in female mice following intravenous doses of 90 mg/kg/day (approximately 1.7x the 
mean drug exposure in humans following the dose of 5 mg/kg, based on AUC comparisons). Ganciclovir caused 
decreased fertility in male mice and hypospermatogenesis in mice and dogs following daily oral or intravenous 
administration of doses ranging from 0.2 to 10 mg/kg. Systemic drug exposure (AUC) at the lowest dose showing 
toxicity in each species ranged from 0.03 to O.lx the AUC of the recommended human intravenous dose. 
Pregnancy: Category C*: Ganciclovir has been shown to be embryotoxic in rabbits and mice following intra¬ 
venous administration and teratogenic in rabbits. Fetal resorptions were present in at least 85% of rabbits and 
mice administered 60 mg/kg/day and 108 mg/kg/day (2x the human exposure based on AUC comparisons), re¬ 
spectively. Effects observed in rabbits included: fetal growth retardation, embryolethality, teratogenicity and/or 
maternal toxicity. Teratogenic changes included cleft palate, anophthalmia/microphthalmia, aplastic organs (kid¬ 
ney and pancreas), hydrocephaly and brachygnathia. In mice, effects observed were maternal/fetal toxicity and 
embryolethality. Daily intravenous doses of 90 mg/kg administered to female mice prior to mating, during gesta¬ 
tion, and during lactation caused hypoplasia of the testes and seminal vesicles in the month-old male offspring, as 
well as pathologic changes in the nonglandular region of the stomach (see Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis subsec¬ 
tion). The drug exposure in mice as estimated by the AUC was approximately 1.7x the human AUC. Ganciclovir 
may be teratogenic or embryotoxic at dose levels recommended for human use. There are no adequate and well- 
controlled studies in pregnant women. CYTOVENE-IV or CYTOVENE should be used during pregnancy only if the 
potential benefits justify the potential risk to the fetus. 

* Footnote: M\ dose comparisons presented in the Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility and 
Pregnancy subsections are based on the human AUC following administration of a single 5 mg/kg intravenous in¬ 
fusion of CYTOVENE-IV as used during the maintenance phase of treatment. Compared with the single 5 mg/kg 
intravenous infusion, human exposure is doubled during the intravenous induction phase (5 mg/kg bid) and ap¬ 
proximately halved during maintenance treatment with CYTOVENE capsules (1000 mg tid). The cross-species 
dose comparisons should be divided by 2 for intravenous induction treatment with CYTOVENE-IV and multiplied 
by 2 for CYTOVENE capsules. 

Nursing Mothers: It is not known whether ganciclovir is excreted in human milk. However, many drugs are ex¬ 
creted in human milk and, because carcinogenic and teratogenic effects occurred in animals treated with ganci¬ 
clovir, the possibility of serious adverse reactions from ganciclovir in nursing infants is considered likely (see 
Pregnancy: Category C section). Mothers should be instructed to discontinue nursing if they are receiving 
CYTOVENE-IV or CYTOVENE. The minimum interval before nursing can safely be resumed after the last dose of 
CYTOVENE-IV or CYTOVENE is unknown. 

Pediatric Use: SAFETY AND EFFICACY OF CYTOVENE-IV AND CYTOVENE IN CHILDREN HAVE NOT BEEN ES¬ 
TABLISHED. THE USE OF CYTOVENE-IV OR CYTOVENE IN CHILDREN WARRANTS EXTREME CAUTION DUE TO 
THE PROBABILITY OF LONG-TERM CARCINOGENICITY AND REPRODUCTIVE TOXICITY. ADMINISTRATION TO 
CHILDREN SHOULD BE UNDERTAKEN ONLY AFTER CAREFUL EVALUATION AND ONLY IF THE POTENTIAL 
BENEFITS OF TREATMENT OUTWEIGH THE RISKS. 

The spectrum of adverse events reported in 120 immunocompromised pediatric clinical trial participants with 
serious CMV infections receiving CYTOVENE-IV solution were similar to those reported in adults. 
Granulocytopenia (17%) and thrombocytopenia (10%) were the most common adverse events reported. Sixteen 
children (8 months to 15 years of age) with life- or sight-threatening CMV infections were evaluated in an open-la¬ 
bel, CYTOVENE-IV solution, pharmacokinetics study. Adverse events reported for more than 1 child were as fol¬ 
lows: hypokalemia (4/16,25%), abnormal kidney function (3/16,19%), sepsis (3/16,19%), thrombocytopenia 
(3/16,19%), leukopenia (2/16,13%), coagulation disorder (2/16,13%), hypertension (2716,13%), pneumonia 
(2/16,13%) and immune system disorder (2/16,13%). There has been very limited clinical experience using 
CYTOVENE-IV for the treatment of CMV retinitis in patients under the age of 12 years. Two children (ages 9 and 5 
years) showed improvement or stabilization of retinitis for 23 and 9 months, respectively. These children received 
induction treatment with 2.5 mg/kg tid followed by maintenance therapy with 6 to 6.5 mg/kg once per day, 5 to 7 
days per week. When retinitis progressed during once-daily maintenance therapy, both children were treated with 
the 5 mg/kg bid regimen. Two other children (ages 2.5 and 4 years) who received similar induction regimens 
showed only partial or no response to treatment. Another child, a 6-year-old with T-cell dysfunction, showed sta¬ 
bilization of retinitis for 3 months while receiving continuous infusions of CYTOVENE-IV at doses of 2 to 5 
mg/kg/24 hours. Continuous infusion treatment was discontinued due to granulocytopenia. Eleven of the 72 pah 
tients in the placebo-controlled trial in bone marrow transplant recipients were children, ranging from 3 to 10 
years of age (5 treated with CYTOVENE-IV and 6 with placebo). Five of the pediatric patients treated with 
CYTOVENE-IV received 5 mg/kg intravenously bid for up to 7 days; 4 patients went on to receive 5 mg/kg qd up to 
day 100 post-transplant. Results were similar to those observed in adult transplant recipients treated with 
CYTOVENE-IV. Two of the 6 placebo-treated pediatric patients developed CMV pneumonia versus none of the 5 
patients treated with CYTOVENE-IV. The spectrum of adverse events in the pediatric group was similar to that ob¬ 
served in the adult patients. CYTOVENE capsules have not been studied in children under age 13. 

Use in Patients with Renal Impairment: CYTOVENE-IV and CYTOVENE should be used with caution in patients 
with impaired renal function because the half-life and plasma/serum concentrations of ganciclovir will be in¬ 
creased due to reduced renal clearance (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION and ADVERSE EVENTS: Renal 
Toxicity sections). Hemodialysis has been shown to reduce plasma levels of ganciclovir by approximately 50%. 
Use in Elderly Patients: The pharmacokinetic profiles of CYTOVENE-IV and CYTOVENE in elderly patients have 
not been established. Since elderly individuals frequently have a reduced glomerular filtration rate, particular 
attention should be paid to assessing renal function before and during administration of CYTOVENE-IV or 
CYTOVENE (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION section). 

ADVERSE EVENTS: Adverse events that occurred during clinical trials of CYTOVENE-IV solution and CYTOVENE 
capsules are summarized below, according to the participating study subject population. 

Subjects with AIDS: Three controlled, randomized, phase 3 trials comparing CYTOVENE-IV and CYTOVENE 
capsules for maintenance treatment of CMV retinitis have been completed. During these trials, CYTOVENE-IV or 
CYTOVENE capsules were prematurely discontinued in 9% of subjects because of adverse events. In a placebo- 
controlled, randomized, phase 3 trial of CYTOVENE capsules for prevention of CMV disease in AIDS, treatment 
was prematurely discontinued because of adverse events, new or worsening intercurrent illness, or laboratory ab¬ 
normalities in 19.5% of subjects treated with CYTOVENE capsules and 16% of subjects receiving placebo. 
Laboratory data and adverse events reported during the conduct of these controlled trials are summarized on the 
next page.

The following events were frequently observed in clinical trials but occurred with equal or greater frequency in 
placebo treated subjects: abdominal pain, nausea, flatulence, pneumonia, paresthesia, rash. Retinal 
Detachment: Retinal detachment has been observed in subjects with CMV retinitis both before and after initia¬ 
tion of therapy with ganciclovir. Its relationship to therapy with ganciclovir is unknown. Retinal detachment oc¬ 
curred in 11 % of patients treated with CYTOVENE-IV solution and in 8% of patients treated with CYTOVENE 
capsules. Patients with CMV retinitis should have frequent ophthalmologic evaluations to monitor the status of 
their retinitis and to detect any other retinal pathology. 

Transplant Recipients:There have been three controlled clinical trials of CYTOVENE-IV solution and one con¬ 
trolled clinical trial of CYTOVENE capsules for the prevention of CMV disease in transplant recipients. 
Laboratory data and adverse events reported during these trials are summarized below. Laboratory Data: The 
following table shows the frequency of granulocytopenia (neutropenia) and thrombocytopenia observed:

In 3 out of 4 trials, patients receiving either CYTOVENE-IV solution or CYTOVENE capsules had elevated 
serum creatinine levels when compared to those receiving placebo. Most patients in these studies also 
received cyclosporine. The mechanism of impairment of renal function is not known. However, careful 
monitoring of renal function during therapy with CYTOVENE-IV solution or CYTOVENE capsules is essen¬ 
tial, especially for those patients receiving concomitant agents that may cause nephrotoxicity. 

General: Other adverse events that were thought to be “probably” or "possibly” related to CYTOVENE-IV solu¬ 
tion or CYTOVENE capsules in controlled clinical studies in either subjects with AIDS or transplant recipients 
are listed below. These events all occurred in at least 3 subjects. Body as a Whole: abdomen enlarged, asthenia, 
chest pain, edema, headache, injection site inflammation, malaise, pain; Digestive System: abnormal liver func¬ 
tion test, aphthous stomatitis, constipation, dyspepsia, eructation; Hemic and Lymphatic System: pancytopenia; 
Respiratory System: cough increased, dyspnea; Nervous System: abnormal dreams, anxiety, confusion, de¬ 
pression, dizziness, dry mouth, insomnia, seizures, somnolence, thinking abnormal, tremor; Skin and 
Appendages: alopecia, dry skin; Special Senses: abnormal vision, taste perversion, tinnitus, vitreous disorder; 
Metabolic and Nutritional Disorders: creatinine increased, SGOT increased, SGPT increased, weight loss; 
Cardiovascular System: hypertension, phlebitis, vasodilatation; Urogenital System: creatinine clearance de¬ 
creased, kidney failure, kidney function abnormal, urinary frequency; Musculoskeletal System: arthralgia, leg 
cramps, myalgia, myasthenia. The following adverse events reported in patients receiving ganciclovir may be 
potentially fatal: gastrointestinal perforation, multiple organ failure, pancreatitis and sepsis. 

Adverse Events Reported During Postmarketing Experience with CYTOVENE-IV and CYTOVENE Capsules: 
The following events have been identified during post-approval use of the drug. Because they are reported vol¬ 
untarily from a population of unknown size, estimates of frequency cannot be made. These events have been 
chosen for inclusion due to either the seriousness, frequency of reporting, the apparent causal connection or a 
combination of these factors. 

acidosis, allergic reaction, anaphylactic reaction, arthritis, bronchospasm, cardiac arrest, cardiac conduction 
abnormality, cataracts, cholelithiasis, cholestasis, congenital anomaly, dry eyes, dysesthesia, dysphasia, ele¬ 
vated triglyceride levels, encephalopathy, exfoliative dermatitis, extrapyramidal reaction, facial palsy, hallucina¬ 
tions, hemolytic anemia, hemolytic uremic syndrome, hepatic failure, hepatitis, hypercalcemia, hyponatremia, 
inappropriate serum ADH, infertility, intestinal ulceration, intracranial hypertension, irritability, loss of memory, 
loss of sense of smell, myelopathy, oculomotor nerve paralysis, peripheral ischemia, pulmonary fibrosis, renal 
tubular disorder, rhabdomyolysis, Stevens-Johnson syndrome, stroke, testicular hypotrophy, Torsades de 
Pointes, vasculitis, ventricular tachycardia 

OVERDOSAGE: CYTOVENE-IV: Overdosage with CYTOVENE-IV has been reported in 17 patients (13 adults and 
4 children under 2 years of age). Five patients experienced no adverse events following overdosage at the follow¬ 
ing doses: 7 doses of 11 mg/kg over a 3-day period (adult), single dose of 3500 mg (adult), single dose of 500 
mg (72.5 mg/kg) followed by 48 hours of peritoneal dialysis (4-month-old), single dose of approximately 60 
mg/kg followed by exchange transfusion (18-month-old), 2 doses of 500 mg instead of 31 mg (21-month-old). 
Irreversible pancytopenia developed in 1 adult with AIDS and CMV colitis after receiving 3000 mg of CYTOVENE-IV 
solution on each of 2 consecutive days. He experienced worsening Gl symptoms and acute renal failure that re¬ 
quired short-term dialysis. Pancytopenia developed and persisted until his death from a malignancy several 
months later. Other adverse events reported following overdosage included: persistent bone marrow suppres¬ 
sion (1 adult with neutropenia and thrombocytopenia after a single dose of 6000 mg), reversible neutropenia or 
granulocytopenia (4 adults, overdoses ranging from 8 mg/kg daily for 4 days to a single dose of 25 mg/kg), 
hepatitis (1 adult receiving 10 mg/kg daily, and one 2 kg infant after a single 40 mg dose), renal toxicity (1 adult 
with transient worsening of hematuria after a single 500 mg dose, and 1 adult with elevated creatinine (5.2 
mg/dL) after a single 5000 to 7000 mg dose), and seizure (1 adult with known seizure disorder after 3 days of 9 
mg/kg). In addition, 1 adult received 0.4 mL (instead of 0.1 mL) CYTOVENE-IV solution by intravitreal injection, 
and experienced temporary loss of vision and central retinal artery occlusion secondary to increased intraocu¬ 
lar pressure related to the injected fluid volume. CYTOVENE Capsules: There have been no reports of over¬ 
dosage with CYTOVENE capsules. Doses as high as 6000 mg/day, given either as 1000 mg 6 times daily or as 
2000 mg tid, did not result in overt toxicity other than transient neutropenia. Daily doses of more than 6000 mg 
have not been studied. Since ganciclovir is dialyzable, dialysis may be useful in reducing serum concentrations. 
Adequate hydration should be maintained. The use of hematopoietic growth factors should be considered.

Chata leaves the kitchen as AIDS heats up

R onnie Anthony Ashley/ 
Chata was born on the 
Tiqua Indian Reservation in 
Isteta, Texas, a descendent of the 
Pueblo Nation. In the 12 years he 
has lived in San Francisco, he has 
become one of the city’s loudest 
voices challenging the bureaucra¬ 
cy to do more in terms of cultur¬ 
ally competent HIV prevention 
services for communities of color. 
In 1990, Chata was hired to 


work at Shanti’s Crossings Pro¬ 
gram, and has sinceworked at sev¬ 
eral other organizations, including 
the Native American AIDS Project. 

The Bay Area has the third 
largest Native American commu¬ 
nity in the nation, representing 
240 tribes. When Chata worked at 
NAAP, he dealt with 50 to 60 dif¬ 
ferent tribal affiliations. Each tribe 
is unique, he said. “Some tribes are 
very accepting [of gays], there are 
some tribes that are not accepting. 
It was about understanding differ¬ 
ent tribes and different practices 


in order to help them get services.” 

“I didn’t wake up and decide to 
become an activist,” Chata told 
the B.A.R. For more than 16 years 
was an award-winning chef in San 
Antonio. But in 1984, when Chata 
found out that he had HIV, he de¬ 
cided he could not find enough 
medical and other information or 
services in San Antonio, and 
moved to San Francisco. 

“This disease kept taking me 
back to my traditional upbring¬ 
ing,” he said, “as far as getting me 
spiritually connected.

“At first it was fear, then it was 
finding out what the disease is,” he 
said. “It was through the pandem¬ 
ic itself that I empowered myself 
to act up and act out.” 

In 1996, he was elected as a 
community co-chair of the city’s 
HIV Prevention Planning Coun¬ 
cil, which works with the AIDS 
Office and makes recommenda¬ 
tions on some $7 million in HIV 
prevention funds. 

“I’m very committed to the 
community planning process. I 
think it’s structured so that it can 
work,” he said, “as long as depart¬ 
ments and institutions can change 
and work with communities. 

“My biggest thing is not only 
Native Americans, it’s all commu¬ 
nities of color. It’s ‘We the people, 
and all the people,”’ he continued. 
“This city has always had an ex¬ 



cuse, it’s never had culturally 
competent guidelines,” he said. 
“Every culture is different. Some 
talk about sexuality, some don’t 
talk about sexuality.” 

Prevention programs must in¬ 
volve more than merely having 
bilingual staff members. “How 
much longer must communities 
of color knock the doors down?” 
he asked. ▼

T he leather and gay jock com¬

Dennis Peron is high on medical cannabis

T wo Pride Parade marshals 
this year, Dennis Peron and 
“Brownie” Mary Rathbun, 
are probably two of the best- 
known marijuana advocates in 
the state of California. Founders 
of the historic Cannabis Buyers 
Club, they may well be, historical¬ 
ly, two of the most influential po¬ 
litical activists on the issue of 
medical use of cannabis in the en¬ 
tire country. 

Currently facing prosecution 
for selling cannabis to people with 
AIDS, cancer, and other diseases, 
Peron still goes about the business 
of running the renamed Cannabis 
Cultivators Club (now located at 
1444 Market Street in San Fran¬ 
cisco) nonchalantly. When he 
talks about why, he seems very 
different from the drug-dealing 
demon that some cops and prose¬ 
cutors describe. At the root of his 
activism is compassion for the 
sick and dying, he says, and the 
catalyst was the death of the one 
great love of his life. 

“Jonathan West, my lover who 
died in 1990, is the inspiration for 
this whole thing - the Cannabis 
Club, the initiative [Proposition 
215, which decriminalized mari¬ 
juana use for medical purposes], 
he inspired everything,” he told 
the B.A.R. “It was his death that 
drove me on, and still is driving

me on. He’s been dead seven years, 
but I still miss him. I miss him an 
awful lot. And, you know, I’d give 
all this up if I could have him 
back. But we can’t do that. It kind 
of haunts me. So, I’m carrying this 
on for Jonathan and for all those 
people. I’ll never give up. I will 
never give up. Remember to leave 
a legacy of love for all these young 
people who have lost their lives.” 

Besides acknowledging his in¬ 
spiration, he is quick to applaud 
the other people who make it pos¬ 
sible for the club to continue - 
particularly his close associate 
“Brownie” Mary. She is best 
known as the volunteer who has 
baked and distributed free pot- 
laced brownies for patients with 
AIDS at San Francisco General 


Hospital’s Ward 86. 

Unfortunately, she couldn’t 
speak to the B.A.R. because, Peron 
said, “She has just now gotten an 
operation where she has gotten 
two knee replacements,” adding, 
“She is going to resume her work 
at Ward 86 as soon as her knees 
get better.” 

Peron feels very optimistic 
about the growing acceptance of 
this drug for medical use. “As far as 
I am concerned, the Cannabis Club 
is doing very well. I have jury trials 
coming up, but I’m sure to win. 
And we did change state law, 
Proposition 215. In the future, the 
price of marijuana will drop dra¬ 
matically very, very soon. And es¬ 
sentially, we’ve kind of seen the be¬ 
ginning of the end of this long 
drawn-out war on drugs, which has 
always been a war on marijuana. 

“You know I’ve always said 
that this is not even about mari¬ 
juana. This is more about who we 
are as a people, as Americans, and 
the direction of our country. Will 
we be remembered as people that 
were so closed-minded that we 
did not give sick and dying people 
the medicine that helps them? 
And then, are we as a society pre¬ 
pared to build prisons to put these 
people in, to stop them from 
using this as a medicine? Who are 
we? And where are we going? 

“In the next ten years, I hope to 
be retired on my farm, growing 
some marijuana and vegetables.” V

Jack Martin's talent in sobriety

F or the past four years, San 
Mateo resident Jack Martin 
has taken his creative talents 
and turned them into money for 
his church, MCC-San Francisco. 
Anyone who has been to MCC’s 
annual “Saints Alive” benefit dur¬ 
ing that time will probably recall 
seeing the handmade quilts that 
get raffled off each year. They are 
Martin’s handiwork, which this 
year raised over $2,600 for the 
church’s general fund. 

Martin’s latest hobby was born 
out of his sobriety. That is some¬ 
thing he is proud of, and in talk¬ 


ing to him, one instantly discov¬ 
ers the love he has for his craft, 
and his love of being able to give 
something back to the gay com¬ 
munity. 

Six years ago in July, Martin 
stopped drinking. About seven 
months later, a friend talked him 
into taking a sewing class. Laugh¬ 
ing now, Martin said he was skep¬ 
tical at the time. “I didn’t even 
know how to thread a sewing ma¬ 
chine. Sewing a button on was 
about all I could do.” 

He took the class and found an 
outlet for his creativity. 

Martin was raised in the Ap¬ 
palachian Mountains of Tennessee, 
so he grew up around quilts. It

seemed only natural that he turn to 
quiltmaking. He made four quilts 
before he had a great idea. In 1994, 
Martin approached the “Saints 
Alive” organizing committee. 

“I suggested that I make and 
donate a quilt. They loved it,” he 
said. “I wanted to give something 
back from my sobriety and give 
something to my church.” 

Previous quilts brought in be¬ 
tween $2,400 and $2,500 to the 
church, he said. This year’s pro¬ 
ceeds were the most he has ever

helped raise. 

Martin completes the top por¬ 
tion of each quilt he makes. He 
then buys the stuffing and pro¬ 
vides the backing material and 
stencils.

He pays for all of the materials 
and the hand-quilting, which 
runs over $500 per quilt.

|| t’s not the traditional setting for 
l a tattoo parlor. The dearth of 
It drunken sailors is compensated 
for by a tranquil enclosed court¬ 
yard with almost a hundred dan¬ 
gling plants, two cooing doves pro¬ 
tecting their babies, and the soft 
strains of Spanish radio. Mad Dog 
poises his autoclave over a prone 
shirtless man and prepares to out¬ 
line a pattern borrowed from an¬ 
cient pottery around his forearm. 

Mad Dog is an artist whose 
canvases are living. As one of the 
most popular tattoo artists in the 
queer community, with over 11 
years’ experience, his work is on 
many bodies around town. 

Yet he is modest, citing “a 
wealth of tattooists” in the Bay 
Area. With the patience of a 
pointillist artist and the demeanor 
of a dentist, Mad Dog swiftly 
brings his client’s graphic dreams 
to life on his arm. The client, Phil, 
describes the feeling as, “Painful? 
Yes. Not terrible, but irritating.” 
While he maintains a prone posi¬ 
tion, his toes curl in his sandals. 

But it is art, not pain, that Mad 
Dog likes to bring into people’s 
lives through their bodies. For 
some, he admits, the pain is part of 
getting a tattoo, a ritual, if you will, 
or a rite of passage. Mad Dog notes 
some similarities in the chosen 
iconography of his gay clients as 
well, a visual language that speaks 
to and for the queer community. 
Defiantly sexual images are among 
his best, as are bears, dragons, and 
the now very popular tribal graph¬ 
ics borrowed from Hawaiian, 
Maorian, and other cultures. 

Mad Dog got his initial inspi¬ 
ration through San Francisco tat- 
tooist Phil Payton, who ran a shop 
on Geary Street in San Francisco. 
Mad Dog, then Robert Roberts, 
had designed a pattern for his 
lover. Struck by the charm and 
mystery of seeing his art become 
one with flesh, he took up the

craft. He also acknowledges the lit¬ 
erary and tattooing artistry of the 
late Samuel Steward, aka Phil An¬ 
dros. Further tributes can be seen 
in Mister Dog’s studio, where a va¬ 
riety of artists’ work is on display, 
particularly local eroticVtist Rex. 
His portfolios contain photos and 
drawings of a variety of images. 

Mad Dog’s main interests in¬ 
clude the ‘50s-iconography, classic 
tattoos, but with a gay edge. For 
example, instead of a pin-up girl, 
hunks worthy of Tom of Finland 
or Etienne lounge on beaches and 
beds, inviting a lick or a stroke. 
Mad Dog is also working on a 
book on the history of tattoos 
from the 1950s to the present. 

Among his new favorites are 
the ever-radical bike messengers, 
who popularized the calf tattoo. 
“Fashion always shifts trends in 
tattooing,” he agrees. The flourish-

J is for sex worker 

Dawn Passar knows what she teaches

0 awn Passar is the coordinator 
of the Women’s Program of 
the Asian Pacific Islander 
Wellness Project, where she provides 
outreach, and health and HIV/AIDS 
prevention education to immigrant 
and refugee women working in the 
city’s massage parlors. 

As an outreach worker, Passar 
is well qualified, having worked in 
the sex industry herself. Passar 
worked as a go-go dancer in the 
red light district of Lopburi in her 
native Thailand. In 1974, at 17 
years old, she married a GI and 
came to the U.S. Following a di¬ 
vorce, she moved to San Francisco 
in 1982. Passar has two children 
and is a grandmother. While she 


says she “prefers not to be catego¬ 
rized,” if she were to pick a label, it 
would be “very bisexual.” 

Passar worked at several San 
Francisco strip clubs, including 
the Mitchell Brothers’ O’Farrell 
Theater. In 1992, while working at 
the Market Street Cinema, Passar 
and Johanna Breyer initiated a 
lawsuit against the theater for 
charging “stage fees,” and found¬ 
ed the Exotic Dancer’s Alliance. 

According to Passar, “Many of 
the women made complaints” 
about adverse working condi¬ 
tion, but few were in a position to 
take action. Passar and Breyer 
were successful in their suit, win¬ 
ning a precedent-setting ruling 
that dancers were employees 
rather than independent con- 
tractors.T

would never expect to find a 
priest. “I go where people go, in 
the middle of the night,” Don ex¬ 
plains, “and bars are the places 
where people are. For a long time, 
the Night Ministry has had a pres¬ 
ence in the gay community, and 
especially in gay bars. 

“That’s one place where I think 
the Night Ministry is really valu¬ 
able, because if someone sees the 
Night Minister and wants to talk, 
there’s someone there who will 
listen, regardless of what they 
want to talk about.” 

Some people find it shocking 
that a cleric would even be in a 
bar, but the 57-year-old Episcopal 
priest holds his ground, sits on his 
barstool, and waits to chat with 
anyone who seeks him out. 

Although his ministry encom¬ 
passes all of the streets of San Fran¬ 
cisco, Don’s nocturnal visits do fol¬ 
low a fairly predictable pattern. After 


11:30 p.m. Mondays find him at 
Moze (Pine and Jones) and The 
Swallow (Polk near Washington). 
Tuesday he’s at The Phone Booth 
(25th and South Van Ness) and 
Twin Peaks (Market and Castro). He 
visits Marlena’s (Hayes Valley) and 
The Swallow on Wednesdays, and 
Moze, The Twin Peaks, and occa¬ 
sionally Uncle Bert’s on Thursdays. 
Fridays he’s at the P.S. (Polk and Sut¬ 
ter) and afterwards at The Swallow. 

The San Francisco Night Min¬ 
istry provides counseling and refer¬ 
ral for anyone in crisis and has 
phone volunteers who take calls 
every night from 10 p.m. until 2 
a.m. The Night Minister is reach¬ 
able by pager to talk to people on 
the phone, meet them on the street, 
or visit them in person at home. T 


The Night Minister and 
volunteers can be reached by 
calling (415) 986-1464. A 24- 
hour answering service 
monitors calls, which are 
always returned.

Latina transgender Sandra Gonzalez forges ahead

U nemployment. That one 
word often carries with it 
many connotations and hid¬ 
den assumptions about someone. 
After all, there are always help 
wanted ads in the newspapers, and 
job listings are even posted on the 
Internet. Things are not always as 
they seem, however, and many 
people in the gay, lesbian, bisexual, 
and transgender community often 
face challenges in finding a job. 
Sandra Gonzalez is one of 


those people. An openly male-to- 
female transgender Latina, Gon¬ 
zalez emigrated to the United 
States nine years ago from Mexi¬ 
co; most of that time she has lived 
in San Francisco. She has volun¬ 
teered at the Tenderloin AIDS Re¬ 
source Center (TARC), Shanti, 
and other places. Mostly, though, 
she would like to get a job. 

Gonzalez said that this year, 
she has taken steps to improve her 
chances. “I’m going to City Col¬ 
lege now to learn English as a sec¬ 
ond language, because I don’t 
speak good English,” she said. 


Gonzalez speaks with an accent 
but is not difficult to understand. 

Her English has improved since 
starting the class about sue months 
ago. “I think if I live in this country, 
I [need to] speak and write English.” 

She has been a sex worker in 
order to survive. And she has ex¬ 
perienced discrimination because 
she is transgendered. 

“I came from Mexico because I 
didn’t like it. People didn’t let me 
live how I want to,” Gonzalez told 
the B.A.R. “I felt some discrimi¬ 


nation when I worked in the sex 
industry. I have been a sex worker 
and want to change my life.” 

Ultimately, she thinks she would 
like to be a nurse. As an immediate 
solution, Gonzalez said she’d like to 
work in a flower shop. She has ex¬ 
perience in that occupation, gained 
while working in Mexico. 

Despite being among the un¬ 
employed, Gonzalez said she likes 
living in San Francisco. “The peo¬ 
ple are more open and under¬ 
stand more, people like me.” T

U esbian and gay military vet- 
M erans can find help and hos- 
HHh pitality and a home away 
from home at the Alexander 
Hamilton Post 448 of the Ameri¬ 
can Legion, says Cliff Anchor, for¬ 
mer post commander. 

With an estimated 400 mem¬ 
bers, the San Francisco American 
Legion post, founded by the late 
gay historian Paul Hardman, has 
emerged as a strong voice of lead¬ 
ership on lesbian and gay military 
issues over the last decade. 


Last October, the group filed a 
$50 million class action lawsuit 
charging the California Depart¬ 
ment of the American Legion 
with anti-gay discrimination. The 
suit, filed by attorney Sean 
Kennedy, accused the California 
American Legion with discrimi¬ 
nating against lesbians and gays in 
membership - and sued on behalf 
of the estimated 2.1 million gays, 
lesbian, bisexual, and transgender 
war veterans eligible nationally for 
membership in the Legion. 

The lawsuit, now in federal 
District Court in San Francisco,

W is for writer 

Lyle Leverich describes Tennessee

T he 1995 publication of Lyle 
Leverich’s acclaimed biogra¬ 
phy, Tom: The Unknown 
Tennessee Williams, marked the 
completion of the first part of the 
Bay Area author’s two-part biog¬ 
raphy of America’s great gay play¬ 
wright (the soft cover edition is 
now in bookstores). Leverich un¬ 
tangled the myths and distortions 
surrounding Williams’s early 
years, ending his account with the 
suspense-filled 1945 opening of 
The Glass Menagerie. That play 
revolutionized the American the¬ 
atre and brought fame, financial 
rewards, and what Williams called 
the “catastrophe of success.” 

Leverich, 77, a former San 
Francisco theatrical producer, is 
now writing the rest of the story. 
If his first book reads like “a psy¬ 
chological novel” ( Entertainment 
Weekly), the second, covering 
Williams’ theatrical success (A 
Streetcar Named Desire, Cat On a 
Hot Tin Roof, Sweet Bird of Youth, 
The Night of the Iguana), promis¬ 
es to be even more compelling. 
One thing Leverich will show is 
the rampant homophobia that 
Williams, who refused to live in 
the closet, faced both personally 
and professionally. 

“The ’50s and early ’60s were 
terrible years for gay people, even 
in the ‘liberal’ theatre,” he says. 
“We were considered mentally ill; 
internalized homophobia often 
resulted in self-destructive behav¬ 
ior. Attacks on Tennessee’s works 
frequently reflected the vicious 
bigotry of the time and the refusal 
of many to forgive him for living 
his life openly.” 

Leverich himself had to over¬ 
come costly obstacles in order to 
publish his first book, namely 
legal threats from the late Lady 
Maria St. Just, co-guardian of 
Rose Williams, Tennessee’s sister 
and beneficiary. St. Just wanted to 
control the book’s content, right 
down to maintaining the lie that 
Williams was not really homosex¬ 
ual, but a “latent homosexual,” 
Leverich says. 

Williams’ plays retain their 
timeless quality. Last year, Lev¬ 
erich participated in the Ameri¬ 
can Conservatory Theatre’s bril¬ 
liant staging of The Rose Tattoo. In 
October, ACT will mark the 50th 
anniversary of the Broadway

was the culmination of a series of 
efforts to force the legion to ad¬ 
dress its discriminatory anti-gay 
policies. It followed an earlier 
Human Rights Commission find¬ 
ing of “a pattern of discrimina¬ 
tion” by the California Depart¬ 
ment of the war veteran’s group. 

“If you don’t fight an institu¬ 
tion when they spreads lies about 
our lives, then it spreads to other 
institutions,” he said. 

The group is very critical of 
President Clinton’s “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell” military policy, and 
has criticized the military for con¬ 
ducting anti-gay witchhunts. 

In addition to public policy 
advocacy, the group provides as¬ 
sistance and referral to lesbian and 
gay veterans with service-connected 
problems. ▼

that year were open to diversity, 
they remained somewhat skepti¬ 
cal of the leather/jock combo.

His year with the title was a re¬ 
warding and successful one, and 
to this day, he is revered in leather 
circles for his outstanding efforts. 

Lenny Broberg graduated from 
the San Francisco Police Academy 
in 1995. His overriding reason for 
being in law enforcement is, and 
always has been, that “you can 
make a difference.” 

Would Lenny Broberg do it all 
over again? Would he advise an 
earnest potential candidate that 
it’s worth a try if that’s what he re¬ 
ally wants?

Jeff Getty stays busy as AIDS activist

O akland resident Jeff Getty 
received national attention 
in December 1995 when he 
underwent experimental surgery 
to receive bone marrow cells from 
a baboon. He agreed to the un¬ 
precedented “xenotransplant” (or 
cross-species transplant) because 
baboon immune cells are resistant 
to HIV, and doctors hoped those 
cells would give him some mea¬ 
sure of protection. And although 
the baboon cells only held in his 
immune system for a few weeks, it 
is believed that the transplant may 
still have boosted Getty’s immune 
system at the time. 

Getty’s health has been up and 


down, but as he continues his 
fight against AIDS, he has also be¬ 
come active fighting for other 
AIDS-related causes: he is cur¬ 
rently organizing a boycott 
against a large drugmaker and 
drumming up support within the 
medical community to establish 
an organ donor system for HIV- 
infected organs and patients. 

This week Getty plans to an¬ 
nounce an organized boycott of 
Zantac, an over-the-counter drug 
produced by pharmaceutical 
company Glaxo Welcome. The 
boycott is in response to Glaxo 
“intentionally dragging their feet” 
on a new drug, 1592, which will 
replace AZT as a better drug to 
fight HIV. 

Glaxo is also the producer of 


AZT. Getty said Glaxo is refusing 
to provide for compassionate use 
of 1592 for late-stage AIDS pa¬ 
tients. 

“It’s amazing, isn’t it?” Getty 
said. “A drug company so big that 
it competes with itself.” 

Getty said the boycott would 
be announced by an organized 
national coalition of AIDS ac¬ 
tivists, and he hopes the White 
House will also step in to aid in 
making 1592 available. 

Organ grind 

Getty’s second current project 
is drumming up support in the 
medical community to make 
organ donations available to peo¬ 
ple with HIV. In addition to the 
other medical issues faced by peo¬ 


ple with HIV, they generally are 
excluded from lists to receive do¬ 
nated organs for other medical 
problems. 

“Essentially the truth here is 
that people with HIV don’t have 
true civil rights when it comes to 
medical access,” he said. “It’s im¬ 
possible to get access to organs.” 

In addition, anyone with HIV 
is currently discounted as an 
organ donor. 

“A lot of people who are HIV- 
positive and are perfectly healthy 
could be organ donors,” he said. 
Most organ donors, he said, come 
not from people dying from 
health problems but from other 
circumstances, such as automo¬ 
bile accidents. 

“But whenever [the medical

INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

Marinol (dronabinol) is indicated for the treatment of: 

1. anorexia associated with weight toss in patients with AIDS; and 

2. nausea and vomiting associated with cancer chemotherapy in patients who have failed to respond adequately 
to conventional antiemetic treatments. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

Marinol (dronabinol) is contraindicated in any patient who has a history of hypersensitivity to any cannabinoid or 
sesame oil. 

WARNINGS 

Marinol (dronabinol) is a medication with a potential for abuse. Physicians and pharmacists should use the same 
care in prescribing and accounting for Marinol as they would with morphine or other drugs controlled under 
Schedule II (Cll) of the Controlled Substances Act.

Patients receiving treatment with Marinol should be specifically warned not to drive, operate machinery, or engage in 
any hazardous activity until it is established that they are able to tolerate the drug and to perform such tasks safely. 
PRECAUTIONS 

General: The risk/benefit ratio of Marinol (dronabinol) use should be carefully evaluated in patients with the following 
medical conditions because of individual variation in response and tolerance to the effects of Marinol. 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients with cardiac disorders because of occasional hypotension, possible 
hypertension, syncope, or tachycardia (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY). 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients with a history of substance abuse, including alcohol abuse or 
dependence, because they may be more prone to abuse Marinol as well. Multiple substance abuse is common and 
marijuana, which contains the same active compound, is a frequently abused substance. 

Marinol should be used with caution and careful psychiatric monitoring in patients with mania, depression, or 
schizophrenia because Marinol may exacerbate these illnesses. 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients receiving concomitant therapy with sedatives, hypnotics or other 
psychoactive drugs because of the potential for additive or synergistic CNS effects. 

Marinol should be used with caution in pregnant patients, nursing mothers, or pediatric patients because it has 
not been studied in these patient populations. 

Marinol should be used with caution for treatment of anorexia and weight loss in elderly patients with AIDS because 
they may be more sensitive to the psychoactive effects and because its use in these patients has not been studied. 
Information for Patients: Patients receiving treatment with Marinol (dronabinol) should be alerted to the potential 
for additive central nervous system depression if Marinol is used concomitantly with alcohol or other CNS depres¬ 
sants such as benzodiazepines and barbiturates. 

Patients receiving treatment with Marinol should be specifically warned not to drive, operate machinery, or engage in 
any hazardous activity until it is established that they are able to tolerate the drug and to perform such tasks safely. 
Patients using Marinol should be advised of possible changes in mood and other adverse behavioral effects of the 
drug so as to avoid panic in the event of such manifestations. Patients should remain under the supervision of a 
responsible adult during initial use of Marinol and following dosage adjustments. 

Drug Interactions: In studies involving patients with AIDS and/or cancer, Marinol (dronabinol) has been co-admin- 
istered with a variety of medications (e g., cytotoxic agents, anti-infective agents, sedatives, or opioid analgesics) 
without resulting in any clinically significant drug/drug interactions. Although no drug/drug interactions were discov¬ 
ered during the clinical trials of Marinol, cannabinokfs may interact with other medications through both metabolic 
and pharmacodynamic mechanisms. Dronabinol is highly protein bound to plasma proteins, and therefore, might 
displace other protein-bound drugs. Although this displacement has not been confirmed in vivo, practitioners 
should monitor patients for a change in dosage requirements when administering dronabinol to patients receiving 
other highly protein-bound drugs. Published reports of drug/drug interactions involving cannabinoids are sum¬ 
marized in the following table.

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenicity studies have not been performed with 
dronabinol. Mutagenicity testing of dronabinol was negative in an Ames test. In a long-term study (77 days) in 
rats, oral administration of dronabinol at doses of 30 to 150 mg/nf, equivalent to 0.3 to 1.5 times maximum rec¬ 
ommended human dose (MRHD) of 90 mg/mVday in cancer patients or 2 to 10 times MRHD of 15 mg/mVday in 
AIDS patients, reduced ventral prostate, seminal vesicle and epididymal weights and caused a decrease in seminal 
fluid volume. Decreases in spermatogenesis, number of developing germ cells, and number of Leydig cells in the 
testis were also observed. However, sperm count, mating success and testosterone levels were not affected. The 
significance of these animal findings in humans is not known. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. Reproduction studies with dronabinol have been performed in mice at 15 to 
450 mg/nr, equivalent to 0.2 to 5 times maximum recommended human dose (MRHD) of 90 mg/rtf/day in cancer 
patients or 1 to 30 times MRHD of 15 mg/m7day in AIDS patients, and in rats at 74 to 295 mg/m’(equivalent to 
0.8 to 3 times MRHD of 90 mg/m ! in cancer patients or 5 to 20 times MRHD of 15 mg/m7day in AIDS patients). 
These studies have revealed no evidence of teratogenicity due to dronabinol. At these dosages in mice and rats, 
dronabinol decreased maternal weight gain and number of viable pups and increased fetal mortality and early 
resorptions. Such effects were dose dependent and less apparent at lower doses which produced less maternal 
toxicity. There are no adequate and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. Dronabinol should be used only if 
the potential benefit justifies the potential risk to the fetus. 

Nursing Mothers: Use of Marinol is not recommended in nursing mothers since, in addition to the secretion of HIV virus 
in breast milk, dronabinol is concentrated in and secreted in human breast milk and is absorbed by the nursing baby. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

Adverse experiences information summarized in the tables below was derived from well-controlled clinical trials 
conducted in the US and US territories involving 474 patients exposed to Marinol (dronabinol). Studies of AIDS- 
related weight loss included 157 patients receiving dronabinol at a dose of 2.5 mg twice daily and 67 receiving 
placebo. Studies of different durations were combined by considering the first occurrence of events during the first 
28 days. Studies of nausea and vomiting related to cancer chemotherapy included 317 patients receiving dron¬ 
abinol and 68 receiving placebo. 


A cannabinoid dose-related “high” (easy laughing, elation and heightened awareness) has been reported by 
patients receiving Marinol in both the antiemetic (24%) and the lower dose appetite stimulant clinical trials (8%) 
(see CLINICAL TRIALS). 

The most frequently reported adverse experiences in patients with AIDS during placebo-controlled clinical trials involved 
the CNS and were reported by 33% of patients receiving Marinol. About 25% of patients reported a minor CNS adverse 
event during the first 2 weeks and about 4% reported such an event each week for the next 6 weeks thereafter. 

PROBABLY CAUSALLY RELATED: Incidence greater than 1%. 

Rates derived from clinical trials in AIDS-related anorexia (N=157) and chemotherapy-related nausea (N=317). 
Rales were generally higher in the anti-emetic use (given in parentheses)._ 

Body as a whole: Asthenia. 

Cardiovascular: Palpitations, tachycardia, vasodilation/facial flush. 

Digestive: Abdominal pain*, nausea*, vomiting*. 

Nervous system: (Amnesia), anxiety/nervousness, (ataxia), confusion, depersonalization, dizziness*, euphoria*, 
(hallucination), paranoid reaction*, somnolence*, thinking abnormal*._ 

•Incidence of events 3% to 10% 

PROBABLY CAUSALLY RELATED: Incidence less than 1%. 

Event rates derived from clinical trials in AIDS-related anorexia (N-157) and chemotherapy-related nausea (N=317). 
Cardiovascular: Conjunctivitis*, hypotension*. 

Digestive: Diarrhea*, fecal incontinence. 

Musculoskeletal: Myalgias. 

Nervous system: Depression, nightmares, speech difficulties, tinnitus. 

Skin and Appendages: Flushing*. 

Special senses: Vision difficulties._ 

‘Incidence of events 0.3% to 1%. 

CAUSAL RELATIONSHIP UNKNOWN: Incidence less than 1%. 

The clinical significance of the association of these events with Marinol treatment is unknown, but they are reported 
as alerting information for the clinician._ 

Body as a whole: Chills, headache, malaise. 

Digestive: Anorexia, hepatic enzyme elevation. 

Respiratory: Cough, rhinitis, sinusitis. 

Skin and Appendages: Sweating._ 

DRUG ABUSE AND DEPENDENCE 

Marinol (dronabinol) is one of the psychoactive compounds present in cannabis, and is abusable and controlled 
Schedule II (Cll) under the Controlled Substances Act. Both psychological and physiological dependence have 
been noted in healthy individuals receiving dronabinol, but addiction is uncommon and has only been seen after 
prolonged high dose administration. 

Chronic abuse of cannabis has been associated with decrements in motivation, cognition, judgement, and per¬ 
ception. The etiology of these impairments is unknown, but may be associated with the complex process of addic¬ 
tion rather than an isolated effect of the drug. No such decrements in psychological, social or neurological status 
have been associated with the administration of Marinol for therapeutic purposes. 

In an open-label study in patients with AIDS who received Marinol for up to five months, no abuse, diversion or 
systematic change in personality or social functioning were observed despite the inclusion of a substantial num¬ 
ber of patients with a past history of drug abuse. 

An abstinence syndrome has been reported after the abrupt discontinuation of dronabinol in volunteers receiving 
dosages of 210 mg/day for 12 to 16 consecutive days. Within 12 hours after discontinuation, these volunteers 
manifested symptoms such as irritability, insomnia, and restlessness. By approximately 24 hours post-dronabinol 
discontinuation, withdrawal symptoms intensified to include “hot flashes", sweating, rhinorrhea, loose stools, hic¬ 
coughs and anorexia. 

These withdrawal symptoms gradually dissipated over the next 48 hours. Electroencephalographic changes consis¬ 
tent with the effects of drug withdrawal (hyperexcitation) were recorded in patients after abrupt dechallenge. Patients 
also complained of disturbed sleep for several weeks after discontinuing therapy with high dosages of dronabinol. 

OVERDOSAGE 

Signs and symptoms following MILD Marinol (dronabinol) intoxication include drowsiness, euphoria, heightened 
sensory awareness, altered time perception, reddened conjunctiva, dry mouth and tachycardia; following MODER¬ 
ATE intoxication include memory impairment, depersonalization, mood alteration, urinary retention, and reduced 
bowel motility; and following SEVERE intoxication include decreased motor coordination, lethargy, slurred speech, 
and postural hypotension. Apprehensive patients may experience panic reactions and seizures may occur in patients 
with existing seizure disorders. 

The estimated lethal human dose of intravenous dronabinol is 30 mg/kg (2100 mg/70 kg). Significant CNS symptoms 
in antiemetic studies followed oral doses of 0.4 mg/kg (28 mg/70 kg) of Marinol. 

Management: A potentially serious oral ingestion, if recent, should be managed with gut decontamination, in 
unconscious patients with a secure airway, instill activated charcoal (30 to 100 g in adults, 1 to 2 g/kg in infants) 
via a nasogastric tube. A saline cathartic or sorbitol may be added to the first dose of activated charcoal. Patients 
experiencing depressive, hallucinatory or psychotic reactions should be placed in a quiet area and offered reas¬ 
surance. Benzodiazepines (5 to 10 mg diazepam po) may be used tor treatment of extreme agitation. Hypotension 
usually responds to Trendelenburg position and IV fluids. Pressors are rarely required. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Appetite stimulation: Initially, 2.5 mg Marinol (dronabinol) should be administered orally twice daily (b.i.d.), before 
lunch and supper. For patients unable to tolerate this 5 mg/day dosage of Marinol, the dosage can be reduced to 
2.5 mg/day, administered as a single dose in the evening or at bedtime. If clinically indicated and in the absence of 
significant adverse effects, the dosage may be gradually increased to a maximum of 20 mg/day Marinol, adminis¬ 
tered in divided oral doses. Caution should be exercised in escalating the dosage of Marinol because of the increased 
frequency of dose-related adverse experiences at higher dosages (see PRECAUTIONS). 

Antiemetic: Marinol is best administered at an initial dose of 5 mg/nf, given 1 to 3 hours prior to the administration 
of chemotherapy, then every 2 to 4 hours after chemotherapy is given, for a total of 4 to 6 doses/day. Should the 
5 mg/nf dose prove to be ineffective, and in the absence of significant side effects, the dose may be escalated by 
2.5 mg/nf increments to a maximum of 15 mg/nf per dose. Caution should be exercised in dose escalation, however, 
as the incidence of disturbing psychiatric symptoms increases significantly at maximum dose (see PRECAUTIONS). 
SAFETY AND HANDLING 

Marinol (dronabinol) should be packaged in a well-closed container and stored in a cool environment between 8* and 
15'C (46‘ and 59*F). Protect from freezing. No particular hazard to health care workers handling the capsules has 
been identified. 

Access to abusable drugs such as Marinol presents an occupational hazard for addiction in the health care indus¬ 
try. Routine procedures for handling controlled substances developed to protect the public may not be adequate 
to protect health care workers. Implementation of more effective accounting procedures and measures to appro¬ 
priately restrict access to drugs of this class may minimize the risk of self-administration by health care providers.

community] encounters organs 
that are HIV-positive, they discard 
them” 

Those organs could at least be 
going to other HIV-positive pa¬ 
tients who are in need of organs, 
Getty said. 

“Rather than putting us on the 
list where we should be, at least we 
could get a deal to get the HIV¬ 
positive organs,” he said. 

The United National Organ 
Sharing network (UNOS) has re¬ 
cently agreed to provide its assis¬ 
tance in establishing a means for 
them to participate in the organ 
donor process, but Getty said that 
they can’t find a medical center or 
a surgeon to take the “first bold 
step” in experimenting with HIV- 
positive organ transplants. 

“UNOS has agreed to provide 
organs,” Getty said, “so we need 
local surgeons to sign onto this. It 
will start out as an experiment, to 
see if it’s safe. And it could be¬ 
come a new network of organ¬ 
sharing for people with HIV.” 

Getty said he hopes these ex¬ 
periments - and maybe a new 
organ donor network - will be 
initiated within a year or two. 

Although Getty’s motivation 
for his activism is obvious, he 
maintains a sense of humor as he 
continues to fight for his own 
health. 

“Why do I do this?” he says. 
“Because I’m bored, and it gives 
me something to do.” T

ones you’ll come across in depart¬ 
ment stores, he said, adding that 
he is always looking for interest¬ 
ing patterns.

T his Sunday, when San Fran¬ 
cisco Youth Commission 
members Jesse Costello- 
Good and Kent Khounsombath 
serve as Grand Marshals in the 
Pride Parade, they will represent 
our best potential as a community. 

Born in Laos, Khounsombath 
moved with his family to San 
Francisco at the age of 2. He lives 
in the Tenderloin, and came out at 
17. He began volunteering at 
LYRIC (Lavender Youth Recre¬ 
ation and Information Center) 
Youth Talk line, where he is still a 
board member. A few years back, 
while he was volunteering as a fa¬ 
cilitator of a young men’s rap 
group at LYRIC, “the Youth Com¬ 
mission was looking for new 
members. Supervisor Mabel Tang 
interviewed me and chose me,” he 
told the B.A.R. 

Costello-Good was born in 
San Francisco in 1979, and came 
out, big time, in September 1995 
as he volunteered for then-may- 
oral candidate Roberta Achten- 
berg. His first gig in political ac¬ 
tivism led to an internship in Su¬ 
pervisor Tom Ammiano’s office, 
where he worked for a year and a 
half. It was Ammiano who recom¬ 
mended and appointed him to the 
Youth Commission, where he 
served as its first chair. 

“The main thing we did - Kent 
and I and Martha Knudson of the 
Human Rights Commission 
[HRC] - was co-chairing a hear¬ 
ing on Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
Transgender and Questioning 
Youth last September,” he told the 
B.A.R. 

The HRC adopted the hear¬ 
ing’s final recommendations that 
the city immediately mandate 
sensitivity training for teachers, 
and specifically set a gay-friendly 
anti-slur policy: no more gym 
teachers calling slower students by 
hateful names, for instance. The 
commission is now trying to work 
out a resolution with the Board of 
Supervisors to appoint someone 
to oversee that progress. 

Despite the success of Jamie 
Nabozny’s recent lawsuit against a 
Wisconsin school that allowed 
continued harassment in his high 


school, things are still difficult, 
even in gay-positive San Francis¬ 
co, according to Jesse and Kent. 

While Costello-Good admits 
that “San Francisco is a very nice 
place to grow up, probably a lot of 
things about being young and gay 
you don’t have to deal with, like in¬ 
visibility. You probably have a bet¬ 
ter chance of your parents being 
accepting - but not necessarily. 

“On the other hand, what I’ve 
tried to stress is that even though 
San Francisco’s written up as a gay 
Mecca, it’s not necessarily the 
Wonderland for youth as it is for 
adults. The community’s center is 
just bars and shops for tourists, 
retail stores, and bad restaurants.” 

Khounsombath said, “A lot of 
people are surprised that there’s 
only about three high schools 
where you can be out: School of 
the Arts, Washington, and ISA. 
Mainly because they have 
Gay/Straight Alliances. A lot of 
principals are very homophobic 
in San Francisco. More gaybash¬ 
ing happens at schools that refuse 
to have speakers. It really corre¬ 
sponds to how we get into the 
school systems. 

“It’s really the parents. Parents 
really control what happens in the 
schools. You just bring up the 
word homosexual, and the war 
happens, the principals cringe, 
not a lot of people will sponsor or 
approve it. Many problems are 
from high level administrators. 
We send recommendations to the 
school board. We can send all the 
laws we want, but it’s not gonna 
make people be nicer. We told the 
school system, ‘You really need to 
deal with these issues.’ 

“People don’t realize, if you 
don’t like your workplace, you can 
quit. But with school, they’re not 
gonna transfer you out. If you get 
abuse, you have to come out to 
deal with the problem.” 

He sees the problem also in¬ 
cluding gay teachers and the pres¬ 
sures they are under. “A lot of 
teachers are gay and afraid to take 
a stand. When I was at Galileo - 
every school has a designated gay- 
friendly teacher - we had five gay 
teachers, and none of them would 
serve as the liaison.” 

“There hasn’t been the invest¬ 
ment in youth that there could 


be,” Costello-Good says. “There is 
LYRIC, which is mainly a service 
organization,” which, he admits, 
does great work. But he sees more 
that all the community needs to 
do. “The older community is not 
aware, not present in schools. 
They don’t give the support.” 

“Look at the Castro,” Khoun¬ 
sombath said. “You see a homoge¬ 
nous type, guys driving around in 
their BMWs. They’re in their own 
world, not recognizing that there’s 
a whole generation not getting 
basic human rights.” 

Costello-Good feels somewhat 
optimistic about the situation im¬ 
proving. “There’s been talk of 
mentoring programs,” he said. 
“We’re finally moving beyond the 
pedophile recruiter image.” 

Khounsombath also wants to 
see the hesitance of older gays 
crumble, along with “all the taboo 
behind it, ‘queer men with kids?’ 
We have a lot of stuff to deal with, 
and there’s no place to go. That’s 
why the kids sit on the news racks, 
sit in the park, anywhere but 
home. LYRIC can’t solve all the 
problems. Not everyone wants to 
play basketball. There’s such di¬ 
versity, and it’s hard to address 
everyone’s needs. God knows 
Congress isn’t going to pass any¬ 
thing. At the federal level they

won’t touch issues like this. You 
have to target queer people for 
funding, because straights won’t 
care. There’s a handful of founda¬ 
tions that fund youth issues. Less 
than ten percent fund queer youth 
issues.” 

He said the issue is one of “ed¬ 
ucation,” getting gay and straight 
adults to see that the younger gen¬ 
eration is in deep trouble. 

“Get involved at all levels. 


Contribute time, money, efforts, 
resources and services. Can you 
donate jobs? After all the resolu¬ 
tions, only one Democratic club 
helped us out.” 

Khounsombath says the Youth 
Commission can only do so 
much. “We need more sensitive 
schools and teachers. The needs 
are overflowing. We can do so 
much, if only the community 
would help out.” ▼

^ is for zealot 

Mike Petrel is is mad as hell

M lthough reference books say 
the word “zealot” has posi- 
Jfrii tive meanings, it has a dis¬ 
tinctly distasteful connotation to 
most people. Not so to gay activist 
Michael Petrelis, the well-known 
longtime thorn in the side of var¬ 
ious establishments from coast to 
coast. He takes pride in being 
called a zealot and even points 
with pride to a song performed at 
an ACT UP dinner in New York 
several years ago: “If you want to 
get overzealous,” the crooners 
crooned, “call up Michael Petrelis.” 

That was the night, he ac¬ 
knowledges with a laugh, he re¬ 
ceived The Larry Kramer Love, 
Peace, and Understanding Award, 
named for the notoriously caustic 
playwright and activist. It was per¬ 
haps the most apropos award ever 
given: like Kramer, Petrelis was one 


of the earliest and loudest warning 
sirens in New York when the AIDS 
epidemic began. Like Kramer, he 
attended the meeting at the New 
York Lesbian and Gay Communi¬ 
ty Center that gave birth to ACT 
UP (Kramer, in fact, called the 
meeting). And like Kramer, he has 
refused to quiet down throughout 
the ensuing ten years. 

Once notorious for throwing 
his drinks in the faces of high- 
ranking closeted Republicans in 
Washington, D.C. leather bars, Pe¬ 
trelis obviously has detractors. He 
also has supporters, who point to 
his efforts to publicize Reality anal 
condoms for anal sex (a crusade he 
feels has not been embraced, al¬ 
though Stop AIDS Project, the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, and 
the AIDS Office have all begun dis¬ 
tributing the devices since he 
began trumpeting their praises), 
his efforts to get anti-HIV lubri¬ 
cants tested in clinical trials here in

San Francisco (a laudable effort 
that has still not proved success¬ 
ful), and his efforts to see condoms 
of one sort or another distributed 
in city bars (ditto). Others praise 
his extraordinary efforts to bring 
the case of murdered sailor Allen 
Schindler to light. He’s been jeered 
and cheered, arrested, assaulted, 
and battered, but not silenced. 

Now he has discovered a new 
outrage, and naturally he’s mad as 
hell about it. Already a strong and 
vocal critic of San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation Executive Director 
Pat Christen, Petrelis was furious 
when he recently discovered she 
also sits on the board of directors 
of the National Association of 
People With AIDS. NAPWA, as it’s 
called, is a Washington, D.C.- 
based group that lobbies the fed¬ 
eral government on behalf of 
people with the disease. 

He equates Christen’s appoint¬ 
ment to the NAPWA board to 
that of a man being placed on the 
board of the National Organiza¬ 
tion for Women, a white person 
on the board of the National As¬ 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Colored People, or a heterosexual 
on the board of the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force. As he 
puts it, “It doesn’t sit well with me 
that Christen, an HIV-negative 
straight person, is a NAPWA rep¬ 
resentative for me, an HIV-posi¬ 
tive gay man with 152 T-cells.” 

The responsibility for allowing 
HIV-negative board members 
rests with NAPWA, of course, but 
Petrelis says he is concerned less 
about Christen’s serostatus than 
what he sees as her inherent con¬ 
flict of interest. “In her job as ex¬ 
ecutive director of the SF AIDS 
Foundation,” he wrote in a recent 
open letter, “Christen holds no 
public meetings to allow for com¬ 
munity input into how the foun¬ 
dation meets the needs of clients. 
As a NAPWA board member, she 
maintains a policy of ivory tow- 
erism and has no established pub¬ 
lic mechanism of accountability. 
In other words, NAPWA is not a 
watchdog over the foundation. 

He is surprised that “gay men 
with AIDS in San Francisco, of all 
the cities in the country, don’t 
seem to be concerned that a 
straight, HIV-negative person 
from the East Bay plays a major 
role in denying them services, and 
a process in which they can decide 
how best to meet their needs. Do 
I think Christen, in her NAPWA 
position, is looking out more for 
me and other people with AIDS; 
or more for herself?” 

Somewhat surprisingly, how¬ 
ever, even Petrelis can’t always 
keep his anger going. This week¬ 
end, while the rest of the gay and 
lesbian community celebrates, he 
says he won’t be the model zealous 
activist, leafletting and picketing 
“the nightmare of AIDS Inc.” 

“My personal resolution this 
gay pride season is to study Italian 
at City College and try to escape - 
both the apathy and that incredi¬ 
bly ugly Pride Guide,” he laughs. 

Then, in a sentence that must 
ring like music in the ears of Pat 
Christen, he says, “If you see me 
on the street, please don’t bring 
up anything political; instead, just 
say, ‘Buon giorno, mi amico, come 
star T

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Prometheus 
meets Jackie 0 

Six at Belcher Studios Gallery 

F ' by Steven Jenkins 

ollowing years of ideological estrangement, Burning Man, Prometheus, Jackie O, 
Claude Debussy, and several no-nonsense dominatrixes have overcome their differences and are 
appearing together in Six, a bountiful group show of recent work by a half-dozen Bay Area 
artists. Curated by Bert W. Green as the inaugural exhibition at Belcher Studios Gallery, a large, 
new space that promises to revitalize the art scene near the Castro, Six cheerfully encompasses 
extremes in style and subject matter. The featured artists have little in common beyond their 
mutual propensity for figurative representation and quirky narratives, yet for the most part 
their work blends surprisingly well. Some particularly strong paintings and photocollages, not 
to mention cameos by Oscar Wilde and a coterie of kinky angels, make Six well worth a visit. 

Anthony Sbragia makes a real splash with his Engulfed Cathedral paintings. These bril¬ 
liantly imagined surreal seascapes were inspired by Debussy’s piano prelude La Cathedral 
Engloutit, which the composer based on a Breton folk tale about a cathedral that was swept 
beneath the ocean to punish the region’s impious residents. With thematic grandeur and 
technical bravado, Sbragia expertly layers paint, sheet music, and newspaper clippings in 
these gorgeous apocalyptic scenes of musical mayhem. In the unrelated Miles from Home, a

■JL ranssexual imagery has typically been 
found in films that no self-respecting trannie, or 
even mildly sophisticated viewer, would take seri¬ 
ously. Drag queen director Ed Wood gave us the 
sexploitation take in Glen or Glenda (aka I Changed 
My Sex), a threadbare plea for tolerance mixed with

softcore bondage footage. Hollywood tried half¬ 
heartedly to make money from The Christine Jor¬ 
gensen Story (1970), but the result was so lifeless the 
movie’s been mostly forgotten.

The latest evidence from a variety 
of clinical trials as well as patient 
experiences indicates that delay of 
disease progression and prolonged 
survival are now within reach. 


As a result, there is a new sense of 
optimism that HIV will eventually 
be managed as a long-term, 
chronic disease. The question is: 
How do you plan for the long run? 
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I Ihe Experts 
Are Divided... 


There have been major advances 
in treatment of HIV. A larger 
number of medications are 
currently available for treatment 
and more are in development. 
However, there are still many 
questions to be answered. 

Even the experts have differing 
opinions as to the best way to 
use all of these new options. 

Currently, there are two 
schools of thought regarding 
antiretroviral treatment. 

Hit bard, hit early? 

One approach is to "hit hard, 
hit early." Because we now have 
new information about how 
quickly the HIV virus replicates 
(or reproduces itself) from the 
very outset of infection, some 
experts believe that treatment 
should begin as an attack with 
the most intensive therapy 
possible. They feel that 
eliminating as much of the 
virus as possible as quickly as 
possible is the most important 
consideration. 

...or develop a 
sequencing strategy? 

However, many other experts 
feel that successful long-term 
HIV therapy requires more than 
strong medicine. These experts 
believe that a life-long treatment 
plan for HIV disease should 
include therapies that not only 
work, but which you can live 
with, as well. Since "drug 
holidays" can contribute to 
treatment failure, they are 
concerned that the side effects 


and demanding dosing schedules 
of some anti-HIV drugs could 
cause people to skip doses or 
take less than the proper amount 
of their medicine. While the risk 
posed by drug-resistant strains 
of HIV is not completely known, 
HIV specialists are also concerned 
that, if resistance develops to 
drugs used early in therapy, the 
virus could become less sensitive 
to future treatments too. 

Therefore, they recommend 
sequencing combinations of 
drugs, based on a number of 
factors, including an individual's 
symptoms, CD4 cell count and 
blood-level of HIV, previous 
treatments, lifestyle and future 
therapeutic options. 


to Begin? 

The goal of therapy is staying 
healthy for as long as possible, 
and, over the long run, you'll 
use many different regimens. 

How do you plan effectively? 

You and your health care 
professional should design 
a personal treatment strategy. 
You'll need to look at the 
overall picture and develop 
a regimen based on your 
needs and your condition 
at different times. A regimen 
should be chosen based on 
several factors: 

• Efficacy (effectiveness, how 
well it works) 

• Tolerability (safety, risk of 
side effects) 

• Convenience (how well the 
dosing fits with your lifestyle) 

• Drug interactions (whether it 
can be used with other medica¬ 
tions you may be taking) 



• Sequencing (the expectation 
that there will be another 
drug to turn to as your needs 
change) 


Only by taking into consideration 
all the criteria can an effective, 
long-term HIV treatment strategy 
be developed. 


1 1 Ihat Can You 
Do Now...? 


The most important thing you 
can do is to take an active role 
in your treatment. You are 
your own best advocate. Ask 
questions. Work with your 
health care professional in 
making educated choices to 
develop an effective treatment 
strategy for the long term. 

Make the commitment to take 
your medication exactly as 
prescribed and stick to it. 

Plan for a healthy lifestyle 
incorporating proper nutrition 
and exercise. Be aware of 
current research results and 
new trends in treatment. Seek 
the support of family and friends, 
health care professionals, AIDS 
Service Organizations and other 
institutions. The time has never 
been better to map your own 
strategy and plan for the future.

Gay mystic Andrew Harvey

H* ndrew Harvey calls himself 
till, an activist of love, which is 
not as Hallmark-simple as it 
may sound. India-born and Ox¬ 
ford-educated, the 44-year-old 
writer has a radical vision of the 
meaning and purpose of love, as 
it affects both individual lives and 
the health of the planet. In a 20- 
year publishing career, Harvey has 
written poetry, novels, and an au¬ 
tobiography, with an ever-in¬ 
creasing focus on mysticism. His 
most recent publication is The Es¬ 
sential Gay Mystics , which at¬ 
tempts to show “the dignity and 
splendor of gay love as it’s been 
represented in different cultures.” 

In the process of reviewing the 
book last month for B.A.R ., I 
erred by stating that Harvey had 
given his first interview with a gay 


I'm sorry for that misunderstand¬ 
ing. 

It’s an important misunderstand¬ 
ing, because the whole point of 
this book is to present the dignity 
and splendor of gay love as it’s 
been represented in different cul¬ 
tures. I don’t mean I’ve done it de¬ 
finitively, but this is the first time 
the great gay mystical lovers have 
been brought together. And it’s a 
very important moment, because 
only when homophobia is elimi¬ 
nated will all human beings get in 
touch with the fullness of their 
potential for love. My whole spir¬ 
itual and creative life would have 
made no sense if I were somebody 
who just came out of the closet. 

You married photographer Eryk 
Hanut in 1994. This precipitated 
a crisis with your homophobic 
guru, Mother Meera, that eventu-

newspaper “just last year.” As this 
is not accurate, Harvey demand¬ 
ed clarification, with which the 
following interview begins. 

Andrew Harvey: I didn’t give my 
first interview with a gay publica¬ 
tion just last year. 

Erin Blackwell: That's what you 
told me. 

Well, it’s only because it’s the first 
time I’d ever been asked. It’s not 
because I didn’t want to or was in 
any way ashamed of my gayness. 
Let’s get that clear. 

I came from a British culture, 
which, although hypocritical in 
some ways, accepted homosexuali¬ 
ty easily. It didn’t mean I didn’t 
have issues of internalized homo¬ 
phobia to get through, but it did 
mean I wasn’t in any kind of closet.

together. 

That’s why The Essential Gay Mys¬ 
tics has as its central thread the 
theme of tantra.

John Keitel's 1 Defying Gravity'

O ne of the perils of trying to 
write about an event as 
large as the Lesbian and 
Gay Film Festival is that in trying 
to be comprehensive, errors in 
judgment inevitably creep in. In a 
recent overview piece, I dished the 
look of John Keitel’s Defying 
Gravity based on an incomplete, 
non-color-corrected video dub. 
Fortunately, I was able to see the 
completed film on the big screen 
this week, so by way of apology to 
the filmmakers, I’ll do a bit of 
color-correcting on my own pur¬ 
ple prose. 

Defying Gravity is a strong 
story of a particularly difficult 
coming out, well-shot and affect - 
ingly told. Gorgeous ffat boy Griff 
(Daniel Chilson) is like the ghost 
of homosexuality past, a queer 
boy who agonizes over the seem¬ 
ingly unresolvable split in his life 
between a secret affair with Pete 
(Don Handheld) and a sort of 
free-floating terror about what 
he’ll have to give up if he admits 
who he is. He clings to one of the 
driving myths of the closet — that 
a man can have sex with another 
man and not be queer. It’s only 
when Pete is brutally assaulted by 
gaybashers that Griff can start 
coming to terms with himself. 

Chilson is memorable as Griff, 
playing the role with a kind of 
fearful distraction and rigidity, as 
if he were trapped in body armor.

This throws into high relief the 
rare scenes where he’s able to 
relax, talking to his simpatico 
straight friend Todd (Niklaus 
Lange) and with Pete in the hos¬ 
pital.

T hroughout the 1960s and 
’70s, Pier Paolo Pasolini, 
that brilliant and brutal Re¬ 
naissance man of Italian film and 
literature, genuinely shocked, of¬ 
fended, and liberated audiences 
worldwide to a degree that bad- 
boy auteurs like David Cronen¬ 
berg and Quentin Tarantino can 
only aspire. In a series of grim 
novels and cinematic epics that 
includes such works as Mama 
Roma and Salo—120 Days of 
Sodom , Pasolini plundered the 
ideologies of Marxism, Freudian 
analysis, and Catholicism, all of 
which clashed with his own defi¬ 
ant homosexuality. Pasolini 
merged these disparate personal 
and cultural influences in vision¬ 
ary works filled with blood, shit, 
sexual perversity, rapid-fire theo¬ 
rizing, and stinging Fascist cri¬ 
tique, a dizzying blend for which 
he earned film-festival awards and 
charges of blasphemy from the 
Vatican. In an incident of lust and 
violence that he could have script¬ 
ed, Pasolini was bludgeoned to 
death in 1975 by a teenage trick 
who then ran over his body with 
the filmmaker’s own Alfa Romeo. 
It was a seemingly appropriate 
end to a dangerous life. 

Pasolini’s death by misadven¬ 
ture is replayed in an intense 
scene at the conclusion of Aurelio 
Grimaldi’s inventive biopic Nero¬ 
lio, in which the eponymous pro-

tagonist — a thinly-veiled fiction¬ 
al version of Pasolini — enacts 
events real and imagined from the 
tyrannical artist’s final year. Shot 
in Rome and Sicily in striking 
black-and-white, the film depicts 
Nerolio/Pasolini as a self-ab¬ 
sorbed, iconoclastic misanthrope 
who cares only for his ailing 
mother. Having forsaken the in¬ 
tellectual demands of his art for 
the high-price pleasures of 
Mediterranean studs, Nerolio al¬ 
ternately denies and submits to 
charges that he has sold out. He 
spends his days in fury over the 
savage critical drubbing of his 
once-celebrated work, while at 
night he seduces beautiful young 
men who allow the artist to ser¬ 
vice them while Erik Satie’s 
melancholy “Gnossienne” plays 
on his car stereo. 

Languorously paced, the film 
meanders through moody se¬ 
quences of Nerolio vacationing in 
bleakly picturesque fiiracusa be¬ 
fore centering on a dramatic 
“what if?” relationship between 
the master and his would-be ap¬ 
prentice, a handsome, seemingly 
naive grad student named Valerio, 
who is writing his thesis on Nero- 


lio’s novels and films. Initially 
scornful of his admirer’s gushing 
devotion, Nerolio eventually be¬ 
friends the budding writer. How¬ 
ever, when Nerolio learns that Va¬ 
lerio is not so innocent, their re¬ 
lationship sours and Valerio must 
submit to “the prick of a genius” 
in order to further his own career. 
Adhering to Nerolio’s claim that 
artists must record the sordid side 
of human behavior, both he and 
Valerio whore themselves for the 
sake of success. 

Writer/director Grimaldi is 
wise enough to damn and praise 
Pasolini in equal measure. While 
he admires his muse’s audacious. 
creativity and sensual appetites, 
he’s also understandably put off 
by the man’s enormous ego and 
exhausting verbal assaults. Distin¬ 
guished by strong performances, 
elegant composition, and cool 
eroticism, Nerolio is an original, 
engrossing portrait of a cultural 
vanguard whose life and art 
achieved a sullied state of grace. ▼

Martin Waltz's Killer Condom'

I n German director Martin 
Waltz’s outrageous sex farce, 
Killer Condom, putting on a 
condom is not a recipe for safe 
sex. A castration fetishist’s de¬ 
light, Killer Condom takes places 
at the appropriately named Hotel 
Quickie, a fast food brothel just 
off New York’s Hell’s Kitchen. The 
proprietor, Mr. Robinson, buys 
the cheapest rubbers on the mar¬ 
ket just to satisfy the health de¬ 
partment, but the condoms turn 
out to be the last protection a 
man will ever need — each rub¬ 
ber has piranha-like teeth and a 
penchant for biting off hard 
dicks. Enter detective Luigi 
Mackeroni, a Sicilian-born gay 
cop with a taste for chicken. 
When Mackeroni initiates a 
“quickie” with a cute, hairless 
young thing, he gets his right nut 
devoured by the beast, setting 
into motion an unforgettable 
string of pratfalls and queer- 
tinged misadventures. 

Killer Condom is the kind of 
film fellow German Rosa von 
Praunheim has always wanted to 
make but never quite pulled off. 
Like von Praunheim, Waltz takes 
funny cheap shots at the expense 
of just about everybody, includ¬ 
ing: an American presidential 
candidate who is castrated while 
smoking a cigar in a hot tub; a re¬ 
ligious feminist who gets neutral¬ 
ized in a vat of the deadly con¬ 
doms; and a hairy ex-cop who 
turns into a transvestite hooker in 
order to tempt Mackeroni from 
bedding down with his boy hus¬ 
tler. 

Waltz keeps things moving 


with a brilliantly witty script, but 
the coup de grace are the special 
effects (by H.R. Giger, Alien), 
which, among other things, bring 
the carnivorous prophylactics to 
hilariously funny life. At one 
point, the killer condoms do a 
kind of mad square dance as they

ger decked out in ragged leathers. 
When Prentice is nearly run down 
by the cab Kim is riding in, the 
tone of the couple’s adult rela¬ 
tionship is set. The balance of the 
film details the tumultuous union 
between the straight man who 
can’t grow up and the trannie who 
spends her time hiding from life. 

Kim and Prentice seem to have 
little in common. He spends his 
time fucking up simple deliveries, 
arguing with his girlfriend, and 
trying to relive his youth as a 
punk rocker. Kim, on the other 
hand, talks quietly, works effi¬ 
ciently, and acts as de facto mar¬ 
riage counselor to her sister while 
her own love life appears to be 
non-existent. Their teenage past, 
years when Prentice defended 
Kim/Karl against homophobic 
bashing, continually reasserts it¬ 
self, most notably when Prentice 
attacks a policeman who sticks his 
hand under Kim’s dress. 

Sexual politics — the idea of 
gender as malleable, con- 
structable, and, in a sense, ulti¬ 
mately irrelevant — runs 
throughout Different for Girls, cli¬ 
maxing in one of the film’s more 
poignantly transgressive scenes. 
When Prentice asks for a visual 
analogue to an earlier request that 
Kim catalog for him her various 
physical changes, Kim again oblig¬ 
es, this time doing a slow striptease 
that the camera lovingly records in 
half-light. This is a powerful, vir¬ 
tually unseen image of the un- 
apologetic transsexual standing 
naked before us in a narrative film, 
demanding acknowledgment. In 
an interview, director Spence said 
that Steven Mackintosh, who plays 
Kim, is in real life straight and 
married, a fact that, while not nec¬ 
essary to appreciate the scene, 
adds further resonance to the 
film’s theme of self-created gender. 
The mesmerized Prentice, stand¬ 
ing in for the audience, stares at 
Kim with a sense of wonder and 
excitement, subtly suggesting we 
do the same. ▼

|f% an Francisco filmmaker 
Shawn Hainsworth en- 
countered the subjects of 
his latest documentary, Sunflow¬ 
ers, by accident. Vacationing in the 
remote Philippine town of Pa- 
suquin, Ilocos Node, he learned 
about a group of local gay men 
who, each year in the month of 
May, stage an elaborate religious 
festival traditionally participated 
in by women. Called the “Santa 
Cruzan,” the festival recalls the 
discovery in the third century of 
Christ’s Holy Cross by Queen 
Helen, and the subsequent con¬ 
version to Christianity of her son, 
the Roman Emperor Constantine 
the Great. The festival was intro¬ 
duced in the Philippines by the 
Spanish in the 16th century. 

The gay men, who call them¬ 
selves “Sunflowers,” have become 
popular in Pasuquin and the 
neighboring towns for their os¬ 
tentatious display of talent, fash¬ 
ion, and artistry, which results 
each year in a “drag” festival that is 
better attended than its heterosex¬ 
ual counterparts in other Philip¬ 
pine towns. Sunflowers, however, 
is not just about this festival in 
“drag.” The film’s real subject are 
the various male participants in 
Sunflowers, gay men who perceive 
themselves as “real women” and 
pursue sexual associations with 
men who identify as “straight.” 
The relationships are of short du-

ration, usually, as most of the 
“straight” men eventually move 
into heterosexual unions. One of 
the organizers of the festival, 
Badong, suggests that the 
gay/straight relationships exist be¬ 


cause, “In Filipino culture, 
women preserve their virginity for 
the man they marry, and so 
straight men, prior to marriage, 
tend to be involved in sexual rela¬ 
tionships with gay men.” But an¬ 
other Sunflower member, Abe, 
says the men enter into the gay re¬ 
lationships simply to “satisfy sex¬ 
ual desires, or for money.” 

Hainsworth, who is also the 
film’s narrator, takes the viewer 
through the stages of preparation 
for the Sunflower Festival, provid¬ 
ing a historical context for the 
event and the Sunflower organi¬ 
zation itself. Photographs from 
previous festivals are used to en¬ 
hance the descriptions of the de¬ 
velopment of the gay Santa 
Cruzan, and interviews with 
members of Sunflowers reveal 
their experiences as young chil¬ 
dren, the difficulties of coming 
out to their families, their con¬ 
nection to the Catholic church, 
and a description of their liaisons 
with their boyfriends and lovers. 
The men interviewed are candid 
and personal, their stories engag¬ 
ing and poignant. 

Interviews with various towns¬ 
people, including the local church 
pastor and the mothers of two 
Sunflower members, provide in¬ 
teresting insight into the commu¬ 
nity’s acceptance of the gay men 
and their festival. All in all, 
Hainsworth succeeds in putting 
into perspective the community’s 
view of homosexuality — one that 
reflects the larger view of Philip¬ 
pine society, a place where, for the 
most part, gays are accepted by 
friends, family, and community. In 
fact, most of the members of Sun¬ 
flowers are practicing Catholics 
and feel “accepted” by their church. 

Although Sunflowers is fairly 
comprehensive, what’s missing 
from the film is the perspective of 
the “straight” men involved in gay 
relationships. Viewers are left 
wanting to know what these men 
think about their actions, whether 
or not they identify as straight, bi¬ 
sexual, or other. ▼

T urned on, hot and bothered, 
hard and throbbing, soft and 
wet — language, like the 
body, is polymorphously perverse 
if you know how to use it. Just as 
good sex moves us both physical¬ 
ly and mentally, the right combi¬ 
nation of words and ideas can il¬ 
luminate our most secret plea¬ 
sures. But what happens when 
you’re home alone, lusting for 
touch and metaphor, and frus¬ 
trated by that boring new anthol¬ 
ogy of erotica? Unless you’re Jesse 
Helms or someone’s mother, you 
dim the lights, rifle through the 
underwear drawer for some lube, 
and take matters into your own 
hands. 

Better still (well, almost), head 
over to the Luggage Store, an al¬ 
ternative gallery in the Tender¬ 
loin, and diddle your way through 
I Can't Put My Finger On It, a 
provocative exhibition featuring 
new work by ten contemporary 
Bay Area artists who delight in 
pleasures of the flesh and word. 
Subtitled “a discourse on mastur¬ 
bation, aesthetics, and semiotics,” 
the show is an intellectual yet low- 
down exploration of the relation¬ 
ship between identity, sexuality, 
and language as they are defined 
by cultural constructs such as 
gender and sexual orientation. 
Curated by queer art maven 
Steven Compton, whose heady 
approach is informed by Freudi¬ 


an theory, the psycho-babble of 
Jacques Lacan, and the “outsider” 
status of writers like Genet, I Can't 
Put My Finger On It gets off more 
from the notion of spanking the 
monkey than from the dirty deed 
itself. Still, there is plenty here to 


satisfy dedicated onanists of all 
persuasions. 

Circle Jerk, three black-and- 
white photographs by Thomas 
Tymstone, exemplifies the show’s 
explicit yet oddly chaste tone. His 
images of a group grope empha-

man with uncertain motives 
carries a can of gasoline as he 
moves through an industrial 
landscape, either fleeing from or 
heading towards trouble. A series 
of charming ink-wash drawings, 
influenced by Tiepolo, demon¬ 
strates Sbragia’s skill as a smaller- 
scale portraitist. 

William Ulrich excels at por¬ 
traiture as well, especially in four 
life-size renderings of male nudes 
he has painted on old wood 
doors. Inspired by artists as di¬ 
verse as Michelangelo, Camille 
Claudel, Jean Cocteau, and Peter 
Greenaway, Ulrich favors classi¬ 
cally beautiful figures caught up 
in their own sensuality. Heavily 
muscled and naked, or scantily 
clad, Ulrich’s Mediterranean men 
embody a palpable sense of rap¬ 
ture. In a series of smaller works 
on panels, Ulrich layers delicate 
drawings of satyrs and mere mor¬ 
tals with poems by Rilke and 
anachronistic car-check tickets, 
suggesting that classical beauty 
and contemporary emblems co¬ 
exist in our everyday lives. 

The modern and the primi¬ 
tive make strange bedfellows in 
John U. Abrahamson’s series The 
Fallen Angels , for which he has 
created a claustrophobic world of 
gothic horrors peopled by saintly 
sinners with pierced nipples, gas 
masks, and full S/M regalia. In 
elaborately rendered works on 
paper such as Damning of the In¬ 
nocent and Of Thorns and Tears, 
Abrahamson’s outlaw angels 
enact spectacles of Christian sac¬ 
rifice and painful domination. 
These visions of extreme trust 
and devotion are far from light¬ 
hearted, yet Abrahamson has 
specified three additional bleak 
scenes as belonging to his Dark 
Works series, in which he exam¬ 
ines the hazards and power strug¬ 
gles common in abusive relation¬ 
ships. In Slave (Male), a nude, 
hooded figure seen from the rear 
is straining against a deadly spike 
that he must prop up in front of 
him; it’s unclear if he’s holding 


the chain to which the spike is at¬ 
tached, or if it is hooked to a 
Prince Albert (let’s hope for his 
sake it’s the former ... or am I 
missing the point?). 

Carol Tarzier’s figures are un¬ 
encumbered by such devilish de¬ 
vices. Her large ochre pastel stud¬ 
ies of torsos and faces floating on 
black backgrounds emphasize the 
meditative potentials of isolation. 
Concerned with how light strikes 
bodies as they move in space, 
Tarzier highlights both the physi¬ 
cal strength and vulnerability of 
her figures. Old Man, one of three 
sculptural pieces, is a tour de force 
of verisimilitude and character. In 
such company, Barbara Traub’s 
color and black-and-white pho¬ 
tographs of naked cavorters at the 
Burning Man festival are some¬ 
what less effective, though her 
desert landscapes do evoke West¬ 
ern myths. 

Rounding out this generous 
exhibition of noteworthy Bay 
Area artists is work by S. Brett 
Kaufman. His clever photocol¬ 
lages feature gay icons such as 
Harvey Milk, Marilyn Monroe, 
Patti Smith, Robert Mapplethor¬ 
pe, and Madonna, all of whom are 
cut-and-pasted into fanciful art- 
historical tableaux. By recasting 
these totemic figures as bit players 
in Modernist paintings and do¬ 
mestic scenes, Kaufman rescues 
them from the annals of camp 
and reasserts their importance in 
queer history and contemporary 
culture. His appropriation of 
Jackie Kennedy into Van Gogh’s 
Starry Night transforms her from 
widowed first lady into a pink- 
suited, sunflower-bearing object 
of Vincent’s swirling obsession. 
Equally coy but also genuinely 
sweet is Untitled is the Heart, in 
which Kaufman and a pal clasp 
hands for a commitment ceremo¬ 
ny set in a fantasyland rose gar¬ 
den. This vision of a future filled 
with tremendous potential can be 
shared by all of the promising 
artists in Six. V

Queerly Classed: Gay Men and 
Lesbians Write About Class , edit¬ 
ed by Susan Raffo; South End 
Press, Boston, $17 

R ecently, a good friend men¬ 
tioned that he’d gone to see 
the film version of Love! 
Valour! Compassion! When I asked 
him what he thought of it, I got an 
answer I hadn’t expected. “It was 
okay,” he said, “but it was just an¬ 
other story about rich, white gay 
men.” As I mulled this over, I kept 
coming up with more examples of 
what he was talking about: Long¬ 
time Companion, Jeffrey , It’s My 
Party, and so on. Even TV’s Ellen 
Morgan, with her bookstore and 
newly acquired house, seems to be 
on her way to upper-middle-class- 
dom. Are these images simply a re¬ 
flection of the fact that (as recent 
surveys have pointed out) gay men 
and lesbians enjoy proportionate¬ 
ly higher incomes than their 
straight counterparts? Or is it that 
we can only stomach tales of queer 
angst if the players are affluent, or 
at least stylish? 

For those interested in ques¬ 
tions about the nexus of homo¬ 
sexuality and socio-economic sta¬ 
tus, Susan Raffo, a lesbian writer 
and former managing editor of 
The Evergreen Chronicles, has as¬ 
sembled an illuminating collec¬ 
tion of writing on the topic of 
queer identity and class. The an¬ 
thology, Queerly Classed: Gay Men 
and Lesbians Write About Class, 
pulls together perspectives from 
men and women of various eth¬ 
nicities and economic stations. 
And while the collection seems to 
favor the working-class perspec¬ 
tive over the middle and upper 
classes, it manages to include rep¬ 
resentative voices from most 
points on the class continuum. 

Raffo is careful in her intro¬ 
duction to make no promises 
about defining the issues or at¬ 
tempting a resolution. Instead, she 
points out, the book should serve 
as a “workbook” and a prompt for 
“ongoing conversation.” (Indeed, 
some of the essays in the book are 
presented as transcribed conversa¬ 
tions and debates on class; one of 
these was conducted over the In¬ 
ternet.) In keeping with this rather 
open-ended unifying scheme, 
Raffo includes not only tradition¬ 
al essays, but also poems and per¬ 
sonal narratives. True to her word 
about presenting the collection as 
a “workbook,” Raffo prefaces it 
with a set of “Queerly Classed 
Questions” that challenge readers

to examine their attitudes 
about identity in terms of 
class, sexuality, and com¬ 
munity. 

Not surprisingly, many 
of the pieces in the collec¬ 
tion take on a manifesto¬ 
like tone, exhorting queers 
to combat classism. Jan 
Vanderbosch’s “Notes 
From the Working Class,” 
for example, urges readers 
to “Act in ways that con¬ 
front, or at least challenge 
classism — our own and 
everyone else’s — wher¬ 
ever it rears its ugly little 
head.” Similarly inspired 
and even more spirited is 
an essay/sermon by the 
simply named Tova, who 
offers “some notes on 
being a working-class 
jewish lesbian.” While 
Tova’s aversion to upper 
case letters (a la e.e. 
cummings) and her un¬ 
conventional spellings (“wim- 
min” instead of “women”) are dis¬ 
tracting and a bit forced, her dis¬ 
cussion of Jewish stereotypes is a 
valuable contribution to the 
book’s “conversation” on class. 

Many contributors examine 
the problem of class shame, and 
reveal that it emerges in a variety 
of forms. In “Intellectual Desire,” 
for example, local gay historian 
Allan Berube describes some of 
the guilt associated with migrat¬ 
ing across, and above, ethnic and 
class backgrounds. Berube’s essay 
is a provocative discussion of the 
interconnectedness of class, eth¬ 
nicity, and community, and it 
does not shrink from acknowl¬ 
edging complexities of those rela¬ 
tionships. 

David P. Becker’s “Growing Up 
in Two Closets” presents a differ¬ 
ent brand of class insecurity, that 
of an indisputably wealthy gay 
man who must wrestle with the 
politics of coming out not only as 
gay, but as “rich.” While many 
readers might be tempted to read 
Becker’s account while forming a 
sarcastic “what a pity” on the tips 
of their tongues, he manages to 
present a convincing tale about 


Sditcd 
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the “isolation and fragmentation” 
that come with growing up rich 
and gay. 

One of the collection’s most ef¬ 
fective discussions of queerness 
and class is Justin Chin’s “Curren¬ 
cy.” Chin’s account of his Chinese 
upbringing is laced with percep¬ 
tive readings of how the culture 
and politics of class are played out 
among homosexuals. “We see 
each other and we don’t see each 
other at the same time,” he re¬ 
marks of the ethnic and class di¬ 
vides within the queer communi¬ 
ty. He also provides an interesting 
take on drag culture and class elit¬ 
ism. Morgan Grayce Willow’s 
“Class Struggles” is also memo¬ 
rable for its effective blend of per¬ 
sonal history and philosophical 
meditation on the concept of 
class. Willow, in fact, is the only 
writer in the collection to exam¬ 
ine the origin of the word “class” 
and attempt to plumb its etymol¬ 
ogy for deeper meanings. Ulti¬ 
mately, though, Willow and the 
other contributors to Queerly 
Classed best define the meanings 
of class by giving us glimpses of 
how it has been lived. T 


Slice-of-life mystery 

Swimming Cat Cove by Lauren Wright Douglas; Naiad, $11.95 

L auren Wright Douglas’ second Allison O’Neil mystery is even 
better than her very fine first novel in the series. Douglas is 
also the author of the superb Caitlin Reece mysteries, but in 
this new incarnation, her detective is of the exceedingly reluctant, 
rather than the professional, kind. Allison is discovering the joys of 
running the only marginally successful bed and breakfast left by 
her Aunt Grace. Grace seemed able to take in most of the strays of 
the world while making a living, but for Allison, the B & B is most¬ 
ly drudgery and past-due notices on unpaid bills. When Ossie, the 
daughter of Allison’s dyke-of-all-trades, comes home with a home¬ 
less waif in tow, Allison is ready to throw in the towel and return to 
her solitary life as a mail-order bookseller. But Minou, the waif, is 
in danger, because her mother is in jail, and because her father has 
plans to make her fortune in child pornography. But is her lurid 
tale true, or the invention of a kid with enough street smarts to 
push a number of adult buttons? 

Douglas does her usual excellent job of creating believable char¬ 
acters in credible situations, but Swimming Cat Cove is lots more 
than just another entry in the amateur detective genre. Most im¬ 
portant to me, owing to my own biases concerning detective fiction, 
is that Allison’s involvement in Minou’s ordeal is rendered with 
complete plausibility. Swimming Cat Cove is not one of those nov¬ 
els in which the inept amateur takes over a complex investigation 
of international intrigue. Allison is merely trying to help a child. 

In addition, although the plot concerning Minou is compelling 
and very creepy, the daily lives and struggles of Allison and her pla¬ 
tonic friend Kerry are equally important and just as interesting. The 
characters who inhabit the non-mystery portion of the piece are 
clearly vital to our understanding of Allison’s life in this small town. 
What I’m trying to say is that Swimming Cat Cove may be the clos¬ 
est anyone has ever come to a slice-of-life mystery, and the result is 
hugely entertaining.

In a series of eye-catching gen¬ 
der-fuck portraits, female-to- 
male transsexual Loren Cameron 
captions her photographs with 
questions that underscore the am¬ 
biguity of language and desire, 
such as “Will she like the feel of 
my beard on her lips as I pull her 
to me?” Similarly, Lisa Kokin 
pokes fun at gender confusion 
and the nature vs. nurture debate 
by altering old photos, for exam¬ 
ple a 1948 class shot from Gage 
Junior High in which boys now 
wear long hair and girls sport 
whiskers. 

Multi-breasted and horrifical¬ 
ly well-endowed, Stephanie 
Wilger’s mixed-media creatures, 
Moon Bitch Warrior and Virgin of 
Guadalupe, look like pagan 
deities of hedonistic self-stimula¬ 
tion. Her animalia certainly ap¬ 
preciate Mark Paron’s cheery, 
psychedelic paintings of butt 
plugs and dildos, though his 
slinky contraption, Dick in a 
Knot, screams “Don’t Touch!” 
More inviting is Elizabeth 
Stephens’ Dinner Party for Two, a 
high-tech homage to Judy Chica¬ 
go’s infamous vagina-plate instal¬ 
lation. Sitting down at a pair of 
plush, vibrating chairs, dinner 
guests are treated to dual video 
displays, seen beneath a red-tint¬ 
ed tabletop, in which close-up 
shots of women fondling their

genitals are accompanied by in¬ 
formative text on such feminist 
icons as Annie Oakley and Djuna 
Barnes. Following this finger- 
lickin’-good main course, I can 
only imagine what’s for dessert. 

Additional work in I Can't Put 
My Finger On It seems less rele¬ 
vant to the exhibition’s persuasive 
linkage of masturbation, creativi¬ 


ty, and semantics, but overall it of¬ 
fers much to think about next 
time you’re trying to fall asleep on 
the wet spot. T

A voice supreme

Drag — k.d. lang (Warner Bros.) 

T he rapid development of 
technology is changing the 
way people make music. 
Computers, keyboards and drum 
machines - the tools of electroni- 
ca - are the instruments of the fu¬ 
ture. But as bands such as The 
Prodigy demonstrate, in the 
hands of most electronica musi¬ 
cians, tomorrow sounds an awful 
lot like yesterday. Their single 
“Firestarter” is simply crotch rock 
with a digital soundtrack. No 
amount of knob-twiddling can 
conceal male aggression’s banali¬ 
ty, and most electronica is disap¬ 
pointingly monotonous: melodi- 
cally, thematically and emotional¬ 
ly. What’s largely missing is the 
voice. Albums such as Drag, les¬ 
bian chanteuse k.d. lang’s latest, 
remind us that no other instru¬ 
ment is as versatile or communi¬ 
cates so meaningfully. 

Versatility is lang’s forte. The 
album title itself is a double-en¬ 
tendre, referring both to cigarette 
smoking and assuming different 
personas (blatantly illustrated by 
the cover photo of lang wearing a 
gangster’s pinstriped suit and cra¬ 
vat). Although many reviewers 
have suggested that Drag is about 
smoking, smoking is merely a ci¬ 
pher for what lang calls the real 
theme of the album: how we all 
crave love. She explores this in 
several musical genres here, in¬ 
cluding pop, torch and coun¬ 
try/western. 

The diversity of the material 
on Drag requires lang to play 


many different roles, and her cin¬ 
ematic approach contributes to 
the album’s cohesiveness. Each 
song is a scene, and her and Craig 
Street’s sparse production and 
Jimmy Haskell’s delicate string 
arrangements place lang’s voice 
squarely in the foreground. In the 
Patsy Cline-ish “Smoke Dreams,” 
with its shuffling percussion and 
dreamy organs, lang sounds as if 
she’s drowning her heartbreak in 
a dive bar. Her gentle harmoniz¬ 
ing gives the expansiveness of the 
melody of The Hollies’ “The Air 
That I Breathe” a soaring quality 
overblown in the original version. 
“My Old Addiction,” an enigmat¬ 
ic plea for self-control, evokes 
Judy Garland. She brings just 
enough of Roy Orbison’s trade¬ 
mark melodrama to “Till the 
Heart Caves In,” a song he co¬ 
wrote which bitterly encapsulates 
how a deteriorating relationship 
can bring out the worst in us. Al¬ 


ways subtle and sincere, lang adds 
an affecting poignancy to the 
camp classic “The Theme From 
The Valley of the Dolls” and a 
playful sexiness to the Steve Miller 
Band’s redneck sing-a-long “The 
Joker.” “Love your peaches, wanna 
shake your tree,” indeed. 

There are a few missteps 
here. “Your Smoke Screen” sounds 
unfinished, and the tale of misun¬ 
derstanding “Hain’t It Funny?” - 
written by fellow Canadian Jane 
Siberry - misses the mark. Yet 
even mediocre material doesn’t 
daunt lang. Her vocal technique is 
flawless, and she is always able to 
convey the emotional truth of a 
song’s melody and lyric. Listening 
to lang sing reminds you of the 
extraordinary range of feelings 
being alive involves. This unique¬ 
ly human connection can’t be cre¬ 
ated by technology, something 
The Prodigy and their electronica 
ilk have yet to learn. ▼

Berg and Cerovsek make music

I t wasn’t until the third install¬ 
ment of the San Francisco 
Symphony’s Sacred and Pro¬ 
fane Festival last Wednesday at 
Davies Hall that this festival’s sub¬ 
title, “music of heaven and earth,” 
actually applied. In a characteris¬ 
tically savvy bit of programming, 
Music Director Michael Tilson 
Thomas paired Bach’s Cantata 
No. 60, “O Ewigkeit, du Donner- 
wort,” with Alban Berg’s 1935 Vi¬ 
olin Concerto, whose second 
movement quotes the tune of 
Bach’s closing chorale, “Es ist 
genug.” In the concert’s first half, 
manifestly sacred music anticipat¬ 
ed one of the high-water marks of 
20th-century music — a work 
Berg dedicated “to the memory of 
an angel.” 

After intermission came sin, by 
way of a concert performance of 
Kurt Weill’s The Seven Deadly Sins 
of the Petty Bourgeoisie, a “ballet in 
song and dance” to a libretto by 
Bertolt Brecht. Programming 
doesn’t get much smarter than 
this. 

What hit the Davies Hall stage 
Wednesday and Friday, however, 
was something of an upset. Musi¬ 
cally, the deadliest sins were com¬ 
mitted in the Bach. All told, this 
was one of the most inept perfor¬ 
mances to have crawled off the 
stage since Tilson Thomas took 
charge of the orchestra last year. 
And, shorn of its choreography or

any other meaningful staging, the 
Weill felt like a piece of serious art 
music trying to be naughty. For¬ 
tunately, Berg’s concerto — usu¬ 
ally a daunting piece for perform¬ 
ers and audiences alike — 
emerged effortlessly in the hands 
of the orchestra and violinist 
Corey Cerovsek. It was, in short, 
sublime. 

By Friday’s repeat, the Bach 
had reached minimally service¬ 
able musical standards. Yet, in 
spite of valiant efforts from 
mezzo-soprano Judith 

Malafronte, tenor Richard 
Clement, baritone Nathan Berg, 
and a complement of singers 
from the Symphony Chorus, the 
only memorable musical utter¬ 
ance was Julie Ann Giacobassi’s 
soulful oboe d’amore obbligato. 


Ironically, Jeffrey Thomas, whose 
American Bach Soloists have 
made the Bach cantatas one of the 
glories of Bay Area musical life, 
was in the wrong part of Davies 
Hall — the audience — on Friday. 

The angel to whom Alban Berg 
dedicated his Violin Concerto was 
Manon Gropius, the 18-year-old 
daughter of Alma Mahler and ar¬ 
chitect Walter Gropius. But the 
angel of these performances was 
Corey Cerovsek, a 25-year-old vi¬ 
olinist whose only previous Bay 
Area appearance was a recital in 
the SF Symphony’s 1995 Shenson 
Young Artist Debut Series. 

It’s a rare violinist who arrives 
at the Berg so young. (In recent 
years, Midori is the only other 
artist to have reached this summit 
so early.) But Cerovsek has been 
playing the piece since Tilson 
Thomas first invited him to per¬ 
form it with his New World Sym¬ 
phony a couple years back. Re¬ 
markably, these two Davies ap¬ 
pearances brought the number of 
his public performances of Berg’s 
concerto to a dozen. 

Cerovsek didn’t just take the 
measure of the piece, he delivered 
it whole, in burnished, radiant 
tone. Playing on ^ vintage 
Guarneri del Gesu fiddle certain¬ 
ly helped, but it was Cerovsek’s 
deep understanding of the piece 
that underlay its seamless realiza¬ 
tion. 

The numerological puzzles and 
literary, musical, and personal 
cross-references with which the 



piece is riddled are probably moth¬ 
er’s milk to Cerovsek, who com¬ 
pleted his course work for a doc¬ 
torate in mathematics at age 18 
and calls “thinking about cosmol¬ 
ogy” a hobby. There was devilish 
revelry in his playful execution of 
the Laendler tunes and coarser el¬ 
ements that spice this scrupulous¬ 
ly composed concerto. Even a 
tricky passage requiring nothing 
less than simultaneous plucking 
and bowing from the soloist 
seemed liked child’s play to 
Cerovsek. Tilson Thomas and the 
orchestra matched the violinist’s 
spontaneous mastery gesture for 
gesture. 

The festival’s Seven Deadly Sins 


was designed as a showcase for so¬ 
prano Teresa Stratas, a Weill 
singer without equal today. Julia 
Migenes, whose second career in 
opera began by replacing Stratas 
in a Met Lulu, again filled in when 
Stratas canceled. Two decades 
after her own great performances 
in Berg’s opera, however, Migenes’ 
threadbare voice is now an obsta¬ 
cle for which no amount of style 
and vamping — which she sup¬ 
plied in spades — can compen¬ 
sate. Character-rich singing from 
the male quartet Hudson Shad, 
and idiomatic playing from the 
band were not enough to disguise 
Migenes’ glaring inadequacies. ▼ 
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Give Time. Give Money. Give Now.

In the introduction to The Essen¬ 
tial Gay Mystics you describe 
having felt a hunger for images of 
gayness more noble and inspiring 
than those readily available to 
you. 


Two sets of negative images are 
being given to us as gay people. 
One comes from straight people 
projecting their terror of their 
own complexity onto gay people, 
who are then represented as 
freaks or sexual maniacs. This is a 
very powerful and horrifying set 
of symbols which every gay per¬ 
son, whether they’re Hindu or 
Buddhist or Muslim or Christian, 
is given by straight patriarchal 
culture. 

The second set of negative 
images has come to gay people 
through gay culture, a great deal 
of which is driven by internal¬ 
ized homophobia. There has 
been a tremendous celebration 
of wild promiscuity. Everybody 
knows that sexual freedom can 
help liberate certain things, but 
everybody also should know that 
it can create terrible sadness and 
grief. 

That’s why I wrote this book, 
because if the images you’re given 
of what gay sex and love are like is 
a mixture of Genet, Jack Kerouac, 
Allen Ginsberg’s sort of vague 
pornography, and the advertise¬ 
ments for bondage shops in gay 
magazines, how would you ever 
know there’s this tremendous 
chance for divine transformation? 


Indeed. 


When I teach, I notice this hunger 
in many gay people for a much 
higher, sweeter, wilder, and more 
divine vision of what gay love is. 
And this is growing, especially 
among young gay people who are 
fed up with the images of an in¬ 
ternalized homophobic gay 
world. They want something 
saner, wholer, more passionate, 
more divine. 


It's wonderful to think you can be 
passionate, sexy, and divine all at 
once. 


Nothing could be less puritanical 
than tantra. Tantra is the experi¬ 
ence of the shamelessness of God, 
the divine abandon. It’s holy be¬ 
cause it is love. When it isn’t love, 
that doesn’t mean it’s wicked, it 
just means it can’t liberate into 
that dimension. And I want every¬ 
body to have that experience. It’s 
the most thrilling thing. And I 
want all young gay people to real¬ 
ize it’s there for them. ▼

can also lead people to the discov¬ 
ery of its inherent sacredness, 
once the taboo is broken. Taboos 
have that double effect. If you 
break them, you can penetrate 
into the secret divine power that 
the taboo is trying to prevent peo¬ 
ple from finding. 


Taboos serve to separate our 
physical and spiritual selves. 
Tantra seems a way to bring them 
into harmony. 


The body is not this dead, dull, 
cold impediment, but something 
that can be illuminated by the fire 
of divine human love. 

This is what’s meant in [Ed¬ 
ward] Carpenter’s poem “Love’s 
Vision” on page 165: “At 
night in each other’s 
arms,/Content, overjoyed, 
resting deep deep down in 
the darkness,/Lo! the heavens 
opened and He appeared— / 

... He the Eternal appeared.” 

Both beings are then initi¬ 
ated into the energies that 
make up that presence. The 
universe is created, the Hindus 
say, out of the lovemaking of 
Shiva and Shakti. That divine 
lovemaking is reflected in the 
human lovemaking in people 
who are really dedicated to God 
and to each other. 


But not all sex is tantric sex. 


This kind of tantric illumina¬ 
tion is only really possible to 
two beings who have dedicated 
themselves to the divine, within 
a relationship that is sealed al- 
chemically by fidelity, because it

ification because really the 
truth is more simple and 
more mysterious. When true 
human love possesses both 
beings, then whatever hap¬ 
pens between them has a di¬ 
vine beauty and tenderness. 
As that deepens, love be¬ 
comes the master of both 
beings. 


Love is the force that two beings 
invoke when they become one. 
Love is their master. In a tantric 
relationship, love is the top of the 
pyramid that’s infusing both of 
you. You have this third being be¬ 
tween you that is sometimes very 
commanding and ruthless. What 
it’s trying to do is purify you 
both. 


Then love is the necessary 
third party? 


Is there any Western equivalent to 
tantra? 


The first miracle that Christ 
[performed] was at the behest of 
Mary, who asked him to turn 
water into wine at a marriage. 
The deepest meaning of this was 
the transforming of human love 
from the ordinariness of water 
into wine, which is always a sym¬ 
bol of mystic ecstasy. I think that 
was a tantric act, a tantric reve¬ 
lation, that has been obscured by 
the patriarchal church. There are 
traces and fragments of it in the 
Gnostic gospels. It’s important 
for people to see that this is the 
great possibility, the true mean¬ 
ing of marriage, human love, 
sexuality, meeting from soul to 
soul, body to body. It does exist, 
it is real, and it’s worth every¬ 
thing. 


But you do have to meet the right 
person. 


of soul force, if you’re not faith¬ 
ful you dispel that. 

For a deeper reason, too. The 
revelations come through very 
profound intimacy, the abandon¬ 
ment of guilt and shame. And that 
requires a level of absolute trust 
which can only happen when two 
people feel completely safe with 
each other. 

If people want the tantric ex¬ 
perience, they must be prepared 
to pay its price, which is real pu¬ 


Yes, you do. It is a grace. It’s not 
for everyone. But the fact that it’s 
there might give people more 
courage to look for it. And per¬ 
haps to undergo the kind of spir¬ 
itual disciplines that make them 
ready for it. Sometimes we meet 
the right person but we’re in the 
wrong place. It’s more than just 
finding your soul mate. 

What sort of training do you rec¬ 
ommend? 

The spiritual life is much more 
simple than people think. It in¬ 
volves a deep union of prayer, 
meditation, and service to other 
beings. If you bring them all to¬ 
gether into your daily life, your 
whole quality of life is trans¬ 
formed. 

By prayer I mean just simple 
talking to the image of God of 
your choice from the deepest part 
of your heart twice a day, very 
calmly, very tenderly, but very reg¬ 
ularly. By meditation I mean the 
simplest form of trying to connect 
with your inner Buddha nature or 


rification of the heart, soul, and 
body by offering the body up to 
the fire of love. Sex without those 
elements can be relaxing, fun, 
wonderful in its way, but it won’t 
be tantric. 


Is the word "tantric" sometimes 
applied to certain sexual posi¬ 
tions?

I am a writer. I write from my 
experience.

I have no idea 
whether or not we’d be sexually 
compatible, and I can’t even 
imagine sucking his dick. What I 
feel, in these situations, is that this 
is someone with whom I have 
something important to share, 
something more emotional than 
anything else. Perfectly absurd of 
me to imagine this, all from an ex¬ 
change of glances; but there it is. 

That night, I couldn’t sleep.

As we celebrate Gay Pride Day, 
the books’ crisply reproduced im¬ 
ages by two pioneering physique 
photographers offer a unique way 
to honor our past: one is devoted 
to Lon Hanagan, known profes¬ 
sionally as “Lon of New York,” and 
the second features the work of 
San Franciscan photographer 
Dave Martin. 

These two volumes place their 
artists securely in the historical, 
chronological succession of nude 
male photographers, which began 
as early as the mechanical studies 
of Edward Muybridge and Thomas 
Eakins. This was a new art form, 
and, complemented by celebrity 
portraits of sports and stage stars, 
it blossomed into a genre that 
needed no excuse for being other 
than the beauty of the male body. 

The history of physique pho¬ 
tography, however, is that of its 
loss of innocence, its march to¬ 
ward sex. It’s a story still being re¬ 
solved, in a marketplace where 
commerce, art, and erotica jostle 
their claims. In these two new vol¬ 
umes, the story’s antecedents are 
laid out clearly. Lon’s work 
bridges the period between “pure” 
(lacking sexual identity) physique 
photography of the early part of 
this century and the time of Dave 
Martin and his associates, when 
the gay element began declaring 
itself more openly. 

Lon Hanagan was born on the 
east coast in 1911, and became a 
skilled musician, studying com¬ 
position and conducting at the 
Julliard School of Music. It was 
also in New York that Lon was be¬ 
friended by the renowned pho¬ 
tographer Gebbe, who became 
Lon’s teacher and mentor, and 
helped Lon establish his own ca¬ 
reer in physique photography. 
From 1941 throughout the 1950s, 
Lon’s work was influential and 
widely seen. 

Lon’s photography, nearly al¬ 
ways safely classic in pose and 
tone, is marked by its lack of pre¬ 
tension, and an air of ease with 


which the photographer embued 
his models. The simplicity of 
Lon’s art is refreshing. Certainly, 
Lon’s is a chaste art, but it’s on the 
cusp of declaring itself. It seems 
obvious we are here not only to 
admire physical prowess, but to 
admire men. Is that a function of 
the models Lon chose, or is it the 
mark of Lon’s unique admiration? 
Whatever, it makes for a lovely 
collection. Which, incidentally, is 
racially diverse, and features 
nudes as well as guys draped in 
those delightfully teasing posing 
straps. Also delectable are the full- 
color reproductions of the covers 
Lon provided for the physique 
magazines of his day. 

Lon was a marked influence 
on his succeeding generation, 
most notably Bruce of Los Ange¬ 
les, and, although he’s less well- 
known, Dave Martin. Martin’s 
work is presented in Volume 
Three of the Janssen series, and is 
perhaps more accessible in the 
near-contemporary looks of its 
subjects and their poses. 

Martin opened his studio in 
San Francisco in 1952. A self- 
taught photographer, Martin’s 
models were young bodybuilders, 
college athletes, and men in the 
military and law enforcement. His 
use of outdoor settings is invigo¬ 
rating (he became the first pho¬ 
tographer to place a nude man in 


front of the Golden Gate Bridge), 
but indoors, his use of handy 
props like baseball bats and bath¬ 
tubs can be prosaic. 

And even if Martin’s outdoor 
photography points the way to 
Western Photography Guild, and 
then on to the freshly scrubbed 
and sexy innocence of Troy 
Saxon’s work, and if his moodier 
studio portraiture has moments 
of Cadmus, even Lynnes, his most 
consistent feature is a preoccupa¬ 
tion with big dicks. There’s a lot of 
them here; frequently, their pres¬ 
ence is a photograph’s only re¬ 
markable feature. In these in¬ 
stances we can see the emphasis 
shifting from the body as aesthet¬ 
ic object to the body as home of 
the dick. A majority of the photos 
feature tumescent cocks; in the 
volume’s final images, hard-ons 
are flaunted (one of them drip¬ 
ping pre-cum). Taken during an 
intolerant era, they mark Martin 
a pioneer; these images are push¬ 
ing into the arenas of political and 
sexual rights. But this is also the 
school of photography, which, 
coupled with relaxing postal reg¬ 
ulations, led to a glut of semi-am¬ 
ateur cock-shooters in the early 
‘60s. As this Janssen series pro¬ 
ceeds, it will be interesting to see 
how sex and art continue their di¬ 
vergence, as well as how, and if, 
their paths intertwine again. T

O kay. You and your partner 
have found one another, 
and life is generally pretty 
damn good. After all, both of you 
live in the Bay Area; San Francisco 
was rated number one in a recent 
national gay publication as being 
the most livable city in the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

What’s missing? 

Perhaps the company of other 
gay and lesbian couples. Do the 
two of you ever feel kind of isolat¬ 
ed? Do you wish there were a 
place to go instead of the gay bars, 
other than the clubs (sex or other¬ 
wise)? Are you tired of spending 
quiet evenings at a table for two in 
some tony boitei 

If you and/or your partner 
have silently answered in the affir¬ 
mative, there’s light at the end of 
the proverbial tunnel. The San 
Francisco Bay Area Couples Club 
offers an alternative to all of the 
above, allowing you to meet and 
socialize with other queer cou¬ 
ples. 

“Larry and I used to ask, 
‘Where are the couples who have 
been together?’ I think a lot of 
couples get isolated,” SF Couples 
Club member Barry Zeve told the 
B.A.R. “There are some issues 
with being a gay couple.” 

He and his partner Larry 
Wisch have been together eight 
years. And they spend a lot of 
time together, because they’re 
business partners as well as, well, 
partners. 

The San Francisco-based 
chapter of the club has about 48 
couples, Zeve said, including 
those who live in the East Bay and 
Sonoma County. 

Membership is not limited to 
the geographic boundaries of the 
city, nor is it exclusively for gay 
male couples. The club is actively 
trying to reach out to the lesbian 
community, Zeve said. They 
would love to have more dyke 
couples join; so far, there are only 
a handful. 

The club rotates its “chair cou¬ 
ple” position so that more couples 
can participate, and it keeps the 
club busy with a variety of activities. 

From theaters to islands 

The couples are active; they’ve

done several things so far this 
year, Zeve said. For instance, one 
of their spring outings was a tour 
of the beautifully restored Para¬ 
mount Theatre in downtown 
Oakland. 

(A buck gets you a two-hour 
tour of the East Bay landmark 
that’s offered the First and third 
Saturdays of each month. The 
tour includes excursions all 
around the huge, ornate building 
that has been restored to its orig¬ 
inal splendor, all the while that 
you gain fascinating tidbits of 
Paramount history from knowl¬ 
edgeable guides.) Many of the gay 
couples went on that tour. 

Another outing the club orga¬ 
nized was a walking tour around 
Angel Island in San Francisco Bay. 

“We’re quiet, but active,” Zeve 
said of the club that’s been around 
for about Five years locally. “One 
of the nice things about the club 
is that it is a product of its mem¬ 
bers. We rotate events at homes. 
You create your experience. We’ve 
had creative game nights, walking 
tours, and other activities.” 

Tom and Ed, two other mem¬ 
bers, who requested that only 
their first names be used, said they 
enjoy the friendships the club has 
given them. “It’s nice to be a cou¬ 
ple, rather than being a ‘gay cou¬ 
ple.’ It’s nice to be around other 
couples,” Tom told the B.A.R. 

He said the club gives Ed and 
him a different perspective just 
because it consists of other gay 
couples. 

Zeve said the Bay Area chapter 
is just one of two locally; there’s 


Bayshore Couples based in Sun¬ 
nyvale. Other California chapters 
are in Sacramento, Rancho Cuca¬ 
monga, and San Diego. And there 
are several across the country, in 
the Texas cities of Dallas and San 
Antonio; Indianapolis; and Day- 
ton, Ohio. 

Some members feel that the 
club has helped them in terms of 
meeting other queer people who 
are in committed relationships, as 
well as providing an outlet to do 
fun things with others. Several 
couples have been together for 
decades. 

“One couple has been together 
45 years, another couple has been 
together for 38 years,” Zeve said. 

The club has an annual party, 
and there’s a monthly newsletter, 
complete with anniversary, birth¬ 
day, and new member greetings. 

The club’s purpose is stated by 
the national network: “...to pro¬ 
vide a social, educational, and hu¬ 
manitarian forum for gay and les¬ 
bian couples, to promote the va¬ 
lidity of same-gender relation¬ 
ships, and to endorse the gay and 
lesbian couple as socially respon¬ 
sible units.” 

Zeve said the club plans to 
have a booth at this weekend’s 
pride festivities. Upcoming events 
include a barbecue next month 
and a tour of Alcatraz Island. T

woman who would destroy our 
freedoms forever. For a long time, 
the AIDS epidemic and the myri¬ 
ad groups that have tried to make 
a difference predominated. 


Whatever your slant on the 
reason for these parades, rest as¬ 
sured, San Francisco’s is the 
biggest and quite possibly the 
best, though our parade has been 
described by detractors as “too 
political, too long, too freaky 
and too PC.” 

If the sun, the crowds and 
the excitement are more 
than you can handle, 
watch the parade on 
KOFY-TV Channel 20. 
Jim Gabbert is wisely 
bringing back my fave 
Ginger Casey to do 
commentary during 
the parade. Ginger has 
long been a champion 
and friend of our community.
